Under tliefe impreffions, I have therefore, SIR, without 
confulting you, taken the liberty to iubmit to the Public the 
following Letter, written from Madras by an Officer, a friend 
cf mine, of the Bengal Eftabliffiment, 

■ It contains the beR account of the origin, progrefs, and 
conclufion of the late deeffive War in Myfore, which has come 
urader my obfervation. Its perfpicuity and jiiftnefs of reafon- 
ing, do no lefs credit to the judgment and penetration,' than to 
the acknowledged talents, of the writer. 

He has placed the manly, corred, and coniprelienfive policy^ 
of Marquis WELLESLEY, in fo clear a point of view, and" 
thrown fucli a confiderable degree of light upon tlf^nature and 
importance of tliofe national advantages refulting from his mea- 
fures, during the ffiort but fplendid period of his government, 
as render a performance, originally private and confidential , 
in fome fort the right of the Public ; to whom it cannot fail 
to be highly interefting.

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The information is derived from the moPc authentic fourcesj 
and the Yfriter’s accuracy may be relied on. Every document 
referred to, is given in an APPENDIX, replete with fucli 
convincin??: evidence of the long-meditated, treacherous, and 


hoftile views of Tippoo Sultaim, as fhews the war we were in- 
volved in, to have been as juififiable in its caufe, as it has proved 
conipiete in its fuccefs. No perfon, feeling for the honour and 
weii’are of this Country, can contemplate with indifference 
the daring and gigantic projefl, concerted between the Go- 
vernment of France and the late Tippoo Sultaun ; a projeft, 
whofe defperate aim was no lefs than the utter extirpation of 
the Britiili name from India. 


Fortunately for us, their plans were difrovered and coun- 
teracted, before they were fully matured ; or, inidead of lia- 
bility, profperity, and peace, India would probably at this 
hour have prefented to us a pidure of infecurlty, ruin, and 
defolation. Flad Buonaparte, before lie reached Cairo been 
ahle to have fecured, at Suez, tranfports fumcient to have 
forwarded, ten- thoufand of his chofen troops to the coad of 
Malabar, they might have reached Tippoo as foon as wc re- 
ceived the account of the French army having: landed at

It is but jiiflice to you, SIR, to acknowledge, that two years 
before this expedition to Egypt, you feemed to be fully aware 
that our Pofiefiions in India were vulnerable tlirou'">h that 
quarter. In a correfpondence, relpeifling the importance of 
Malta, you did me the honour to Rate, that fevcral years 
lince, this danger had been an objedl of your attention. It 
is equally true, that at the time when the Toiilcn armament 
fil’d began to be equipped, feveral months before- it fiiled, 
whilil the Public were loft in the maze of wild conjedure, 
as to its objed, you were fully impreffed with the juft idea of 
its deftination ; and a month before it failed from Toulon, 
had planned the moll vigorous and effedive meafiires to coun- 
terad its views. 

The fending to India, with the iitmoft difpatch five thoufand 
difeiplined troops, inured to warm, climates, drafted from 
Gibraltar, Portugal, and the Cape, together with a complete 
fupply of military and naval ftores ; and the fliutting up the 
entrance of the Arabian and Perfian Gulphs, by an increafed 
naval force Rationed there, were meafures of vigilant and 
falutary precaution, the beft calculated to avert the threatened 
danger. — -At a time when Ireland was menaced, a lefs en- 
lightened and more timid policy, would have recalled our 
4 Troops 
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Troops nearer Lome, inflcad of fending them to proted o\ir 
difl.ant poflcilions in India, 

When afterwards, (in September) advices reached this 
Country, that the expedition under Buonaparte had adiially 
landed in Egypt, the Secret Committee of the Court of 
Diredors following up your liberal and extended policy, de- 
termined to fupply Marquis V/ellegley with half a million of 
money. Happily for the Company and the State, fuch had 
been the good elFeds of the fyftem of Economy, of late years 
introduced by the Court of Dirediors into feveral of the raoft 
important branches of the Company’s expenditure at home, 
and fuch the produce of their fales from increafed iiiveft- 
nients, and from Great Britain having in a manner become 
the depot of Europe, that this remittance was made without 
diiiiculty. The Company are, as I am informed, enabled to 
fend' from feven to eight hundred thoufand pounds annually 
to India for commercial purpofes. I hope we iliall not forget 
v/hat we owe to the zealous exertions and dilinterefted efforts 
of'thofc Gentlemen in the Diredion, through whofe means, in 
the courfe of a very few years, the commercial affairs of the 
Eaft India Company have been raifed from a very defperate 
iituation to fuch an height of profperity, that in the midft of 
a long and expenfive v/ar, after fupply ing half a million for 
military purpofes, and as much more for China and other io- 
veftments, there remained in the Company’s treafury at lionie 
upwards of five hundred thoufand pounds I

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Vvhcii wc lo-^'k at the IciuHoj^ features of the Governor 
GenciT.rs nier.hires, and compare them with thofe fug- 
griflions and ' ioRrudions which you, SIR, tranfiiiittcd him 
frcai hence, wc cannot help adruiring the minute exadlncfs 
with which his Lordihip’s fagacity has led him, of his own 
accord, to purfuc the line of conduit pointed out to him from 
this Country.“~He has adopted your ideas as completely as if^ 
by feme telegraphic communication, they had aclitally reached 
him. Wifdoin is uniform ; and it alTords no flight commen- 
dation of his Lordfhip’s talents as a Statefman, that on an 
occaiion on which the fate of the Britifli Empire in India was 
fufpended, the firfl: eiForts of his government have completely 
anticipated the matured councils of his Sovereign’s Ca- 
binet. 


Treading in the path of his illuflrious predcceflbr, the 
Marquis Cornwallis, Marquis Wellesley has, in the height 
of vidory and triumph, fliewn fuch moderate, wife, and 
generous policy, as muft, while it conciliates the refped and 
attachment of the native powers, give to our ' invaluable 
empire in India, that ftrength and refource, which amidfl: 
their wavering and unfettled politics, is eflfential to our per- 
manent fecurity. 

In reftoring to the Mufnud of Myfore its lawful and native 
Prince j by his attention to the interefts of the Allies in the 

diftribution 
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diftribution of the fpoils of war, even beyond the aiflual fcale 
of their claims or fervices; and by the liberal provifion referved 
for the princes and family of the fallen Sultaun ; he has made 
a magnanimous difplay of fentiments, honourable to his Coun^ 
try, and rarely exhibited in the Afiatic World by its native 
piinces. 

The experience of a few years, had defeated every hope 
under which the Treaty of 1792 with Tippoo Sultaun had 
been didlated, and his capital Ipared. Although it was 
at that time reafonably prefumed, that he might benefit by 
the lefibns of paft experience, and become ufeful to us, 
by fu0)orting an equipoife between the Hindoo and Ma- 
hommedan powers, his condud ever fince had fliewn, that 
his paffions and prejudices were not to be controuled by 
his interefts. No kindnels, dictated by the mild and liberal 
policy of Marquis Cornwallis, could eradicate from the mind 
of the Sultaun, the inveterate enmity he had conceived againft 
the Englifh: to gratify that enmity, every confideration 
of difcretion, and fidelity to his engagements, gave way. 
Having this impreffion of his charader and condud, the 
Governor General aded with an energy, judgment, and 
dignity, highly becoming his exalted Nation. With a mind 
lefs firm, or lefs converfant in the duplicity of the Sultaun, 
Tippoo might have obtained a week or a fortnight’s de~ 

h lay, 
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lay, whicli, at fo critical a period as the fetting~in of the 
monfoon, might have entirely defeated the objed of the 
campaign. 


You have already, SIR, in the Houfe of Commons, fo fully 
exprefled your high fenfe of Marquis Wellesley’s merit and 
fervices, as well as ©f the fervices of another noble Lord, the 
Governor of Fort St. George, who, inftead of feeling any 
narrow jealoufy at the prefence of the Governor General, gave 
to his meafures that fupport, beft calculated to promote the 
public fervice ; that any tribute from an individual at this 
time could be of no avail. Your acknowledgments to the 
Commander in Chief, Lieutenant General Harris, and to the 
other General Officers and Soldiers, by whofe judgment, valour, 
and exertions, this eventful conteft was fo fpeedily determined, 
Ipoke decilively, not only the unanimous fentiments of Par- 
liament, but of the whole Country. Never, upon any oc- 
cafion, was a fervice, in its nature more important, conduced 
with greater judgment, more dignified and determined valour, 
or crowned with more fignal and complete fuccefs. . It may 
afford an awful and ufeful leffon to future Statefmen, to mark 
the refult of two fyftems of policy, the reverfe of each other; 
the finking contraft between the conduct of the Britiffi 
Governor General, and the Eaftern Prince, which cannot fail 
to be tranfmitted in the page of Hifiory, will afford a new 
5 illuftration 
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alluftration of a Trxjthj equally confirmed by reafou and ex-* 
perience, that Integrity in Public Affairs, as well as in Pti^ 
vate Life, is the bejl Policy, and the foundefi Wifdom.

Dear Sir! 

'^HE War, which imift have fo much excited the attention 
and feelings of every Britifh fiibjedtj being now termi- 
nated, it may not, I prefume, be either iifelefs or uninterefting, 
to review its caiife, condiuft, and effedts; to trace the origin, 
magnitude, and extent of the danger, which lately threatened 
the Britiili empire in India ; to appreciate the energy with 
wliicb it was met and repelled ; to comiiare our prefeiit iiliiation 
with what it mufl now have been, had alefs dignified and more 
timid policy ‘fwayed our public councils; and, finally, to appro- 
priate the applaufe or cenfiirc that is due to him, and him alone, 
by whom it was undertaken, conducted, and concluded. For 
this purpofe, it will be neceffary to look back a few years into 
the political ftate of India, when it will not be difficult to defcry 
the feeds of thofe revolutions which have given a new form to 

B fome 
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fome of its conftitucnt parts, and materially affettec! the relative 
power and fitimtion of them all. 

The triple alliance of 1790, and the peace of Seringapatam, 
di< 5 tated, after a glorious and deciiive war, by Lord Cornwallis, 
in 1793, had given fome confifteiicy to the fluctuating j'jolitics of 
India ; they had generated and defined a fyftcm of balanced 
power and mutual intereft, calculated to conciliate and enforce 
the prefervation of public tranquillity ; they had diminillied the 
power, removed the intereft, and confeqnently, it was prefumed, 
the inclination of Tippoo Sultaun, to difturh the harmony of the 
Englifli and their Allies ; and they prefented to thofe Allies — 
the Nizam and the Mahrattas, fuch motives to peace, and fucli 
checks upon their mutual ambition, as, it was hoped, would for 
a long feries of years have made us the arbiters of the power and 
profperity of India. 

I will not take upon myfelf to determine, whether fo nice 
an adjuftraent be calculated for this lieraifphere, or whether any 
balance of power can long be maintained among pure military 
governments; but this is ap|)arent, that when territory is 
defined only by treaty, not mai'ked and defended, as in Europe, 
by differences of policy, religion, language, and manners, it 
will require increafing vigilance, and a moft preponderating 
power, to feize the times, and fecure the objeCls of interpofi- 
tion. 

If we may .look to the event, which, though not a proof, 
is often adduced as an argument of juft or miftaken policy, and 
which in its progrefs furnifties many helps to rectify and aflift 
our judgments, we ftiall, in little more than three years after 
the ratification of the treaty of Seringapatam, fee one of the 
.balanced powers, and contracting parties in that fettlement, the 
9 Nizam, 
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Nizam, attacked and almoft annihilated by another, the Mahrat- 
tas, and this, though we had a refident at his comt, and a re- 
giment about his perfon. 

The balance thus deftroyech we have never fince been able 
to reftore; not though the fubfequent convullions in the 
IVIahratta empire have, no lefs than its late policy and inclina- 
tions, difqualified it from enforcing another great principle of 
that treaty, an effedive check on the violence and ambition of 
Tippoo Suitaiin. 

The power and politics of the Mahratta empire have ever 
been fluduating and uncertain, as one or other of its feudatory 
chieftains has gained the afcendeiicy in a ftate, which exhibits 
the extraordinary fpedacle, not only of an hereditary and power- 
lefs King, but of an hereditary and almoft powerlefs Minifter. 

The hope of fharing in the divifion of Tippoo’s country, in 
1792, or fome internal intrigues in the Mahratta court, had ear- 
ned the late Madajee Scindiah to Poonah, fome time before his 
death, where his unworthy fuccelTor has fince remained, occu- 
pied in general extortion and encroachments on the authority 
jof the Pefhwa. The greateft part of this chieftain’s army has 
been in confequence withdrawn from his territories in Hindoftan, 
where they meet, and ought to cover ours from the threatened 
invafion of Zeman Shah^. 

ScindialYs defigns on the Pefhwa, whofe authority we were 
in good policy bound to uphold, alienated his politics from ours ; 
and thus did we lofe, not only a powerful prote6tion againft the 
defigns of Zeman Shah, and a check on the ambition of Tippoo 
Sultaun, but the very arm which we relied on for affiftance 
threatened to rife againft us.

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The next member of the triple alliance, the Nizam, was 
indeed flaiinch to the ]>rinciple5, and willing* to ruliil the oMi- 
gations of the treaties of 1790 and 1792; bv.*: he was oppreifed 
not only with the infirmities of extreme old epeh intrigues 
of his fuhjccls, and tlic predatory power of the M.ihrattas, hot 
■with a new, an unforcTeen, and more intimate uang*er, the dan ger 
of unprincipled Jacobiniim fettering in the heart of his king- 
dom, and fupported there by military power. 

The wicked principles of the mother-country had, in a very 
early Ibge of the French revolution, infected the colonies of 
Pondicherry anti Ghanderuagorc ; and the capture of thofe 
places by the Englifli, had difperfed feme of the mull: zealous 
propagators of mifehief among the courts and armies of the 
native Princes of India. The policy of the old government of 
P'rance, in the itifidions and fyftematic introduilion of French- 
men into the armies of Tir)poo, the Mahrattas, and the Nizam, 
had been fuccefsfully adopted- and pradfifed by the new Repub- 
lic; and the fantaRic tricks and grofs infults of thefe men, in 
exalting the cap of liberty in the court of the Nizam, and even 
in the prefence of Tippoo himfelf, wmuld be incredible, w-ere 
we not in poffelSon of the records, the emblems, and the proofs* 
of their audacity 

Since the firft vidfories of Lawrence and of Clive, every native 
Prince has been defirojas of introducing the principles of 

European 


* In the archives of Tippoo Sultaun, among many curious papers, was found a Journal of 
the proceedings of a French Jacobin club, at Seringapatam, whofe fccretary could not fpell, 
and whofe members could not fign their own names. Thefc men, with all the ignorance and 
atfdacity of their prototypes at Paris, on the a4th of April 1797, raifed the national colours, 
furmounted with the bonnet rouge, in the prefence of Citizen Prince Tippoo, as they called 
himj whilft the Jatobin army at Hyderabad, difpliyed the colours of the Republic on a 
whofe head was ornamented with a feymitar, which piercing a crefeent (the emblem of Ma- 
hommedan, and confequently of the ^Jizamb power) was %nifieantly crowned with the cap 
of liberty. 
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European tad:ics into his own army; and the Europeans em- 
ployed for that puipcfe, have often rifen to great military and 
political power in the courts of their refpe6tive patrons. In 
that of the Nizam, a French adventurer, named Raymiind, had 
raifed and difciplincd a corps of 14,000 men ; for the payment 
and expenccs of which, he had received an inveftiture of ter- 
ritory nearly equal in extent to the Company’s Jaghire in the 
Carnatic, and yielding an annual revenue of 18 lacs of rupees 
{£. 200,000 fterling.) 

This firft fcep to a reftoration of that French power in the 
court of Hyderabad, which, about forty years ago, under the 
diredion of Monlieur Buffy, threatened our expullion from the 
Decan, was nearly cotemporary, if not intimately conneRed, 
with the difmillion of the Britifli detachment, which, lince the 
war of 1790, the Nizam had maintained as a guard to liis perfon, 
and which he now threw back on the eftablifliment and refources 
of Fort St. George-*'. 

A territory and revenue thus politically powerful in the 
hands of European energy, Monfienr Raymund would no doubt 
have been at any time glad to transfer to the Republic, for a little 
of that power and patronage which the Direftory fo wantonly 
exercife in Europe ; but by his premature death, and the wdf- 
dom of the Nizam’s minifler, now alarmed at the infolence of 
democratic power, the Jaghire was re-annexed to the State. 

The 

^ Scarce was the detachment withm the Company’s terntone?, when the lebellion of Ali

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I'he military power, however, defcendcd to his fucccffor, 
IMaulleiir Perou, and was become fo formidable, that, Rrength- 
tiied by intrioue with Tippoo, and the Parogah party (ib Riled 
from the body guard of the Nizam, whence it originated), it 
threatened on the Nizam's death, an event daily to be appre- 
hended, to alter the fiicceffion of the crown"'"; and thus, by raif- 
ing a creature of its own, to throw the whole force and revenue 
of the State into the hands of Tippoo and his French Allies. 

To coiinteradt, whilft yet it was poffible, this military fadiou 
of the only efficient portion of his army, the Nizam folicited a 
coniiderable augmentation of the Britiffi detachment from 
■Madras ; but, whether from a too literal adherence to genera! 
inilrudtions, or a too timid ajiprehenfion of giving offence to tiic 
Mahrattas, this French faftion was permitted without impedi- 
raent (for the proje(R of gradually oppofing a flmilar force under 
Britiffi adventurers could fcarce he deemed an impediment) to 
augment its numbers, mature its plans, and extend its intrigues. 

In this manner was another member of the triple alliance, 
formed to reftraiii the hatred and ambition of Tippoo Sultaiin, 
rendered not only inefficient to the purpofe of that alliance, but 
compelled to maintain in the center of India, and on the con- 
fines of our dominions, an hoftile army of 14,000“ men. 

This army, fo long as it exified, muft have not only always 
operated as a check on the movements of our troops, but threat- 
ened

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ened, on the firft landing of an auxiliary force from France, or 
the French iflands, to fall upon our defencelefs poffeilions in 
the Gircars, to feize perhaps upon the kingdom and revenues of 
the Nizam, or at leafl; to join their countrymen and confederates 
under” the banners of Tippoo Sultaun. 

Whilft two of the three members of the triple alliance were, 
from their own imprudence, ill-regulated ambition, and unfore- 
feen caufes, thus enervated, and reduced; that power, againft 
wdiich the coalition had been formed, had recovered its energy, 
and improved the difcipline of its army. 

In the fummer of 1796, the fufpicious defigns and military 
preparations of Tippoo Sultaun obliged us to affemble, at a great 
expence, an army of obfervation in the Carnatic ; by which our 
operations againft our European enemies in Alia, were at that 
time greatly cramped : but it was not known, till after the cap- 
ture of Seringapatara had put us in poffeihon of the archives of 
his government, that, very early in the year 1797, encouraged 
by a contemplation of his own military and political ftrength, 
the common weaknefs and jarring interefts of two of the allied 
powers, and the difperfed and unprepared ftate of the Britifli 
troops in the Carnatic, he had required and received the official 
written opinions of all his rainifters on the heft pradticable mode 
of introducing a French army into the Decan, and driving the 
Englifti out of India^%

That fpinr of paffionate enmity, which providcnii?d]\ o\cr» 
looks its own intercft and fafety, and prevents tlie g:atiacati''n. 
of Its ov, u defires, f.ems equally to have prompted Tippoo to fo- 
licit unlimited fuccour fiom the French, at the hazard of his 
own indepcndaiice, and to have urged General Malartic, the go- 
vernor of the French illan is, to a premature difclofure of the 
nature and extent of the Sultainys embaffy and ciefigns. So con- 
trary to every principle of policy and prudence was the proclama- 
tion }' of General blaiartic, in which the propoiitions and iiitcn- 
tiosis cf I’ippoo Sv.ltaun were difplaycd and enumerated with an. 
energy and prcciiion, which, one would have thought, treachery 
alone could have infpired, that the Governor General, tlien juft 
landed in Bengal, could fcarce believe it other than a forgery.

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The precautionary orders which he, neverthelefs^ on that 
occafion, thought it his duty to forward to Madras, were foon 
after juftified by official intelligence from Lord Macartney at the 
Gape, and by the evidence on oath of fome perfons juft arrived 
in neutral veiTels from the Mauritius ; ftating, that not "‘only 
had the proclamation in queftion been iftlied by Monfieur Ma- 
lartic, but that it had been diftributed by ambafladors publicly 
accredited and received fromTippoo Sultaiin'*. 

The danger that now threatened the Britifli empire in the 
Eaft, was great and apparent. The power of our allies was ufe* 
lefs, perhaps hoftile ; Tippoo, with renovated ftrength and un- 
abated rancour, threatened to take advantage, as in 1780, of our 
negligence of preparation, and to lay wafte the Carnatic; whilft 
Zeman Shah t, at his inftigation, and that of the depofed Vizier 
of Oude, menaced an i»i«:ruption into Bengal. 

The preparations of Buonaparte at Toulon, were not un- 
known, nor the meditated attack on India unfufpedted, although 
it was fcarce prefumable that the blow would be aimed through 
Egypt. 

On the preffiire of this emergency, aggravated by great

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for the immediate aflembly of the army on the coaft of Coro- 
mandel and Malabar, determined to antkijvtte, if peilible, the 
defigns of bis enemies, before the arrival of the French army, 
or the completion of ScindialFs projccls at Foonah, or the ir- 
inption of Zeman Shah, or the cxplolion of the ^.uafpiracy at 
Hyderabad, Ercukl give the fignal to Tippeo to bvcr-iiin and lay 
wake the Carnatic 

It would not bo eafy to clcfcribe his Lordfliip’s mcitification, 
regret, and aftonifhment, on being ofilcially told from Madras, that 
the army of that prcfidcncy was fo difperfed, and ill equipped 
for an ofieiifive campaign, that it would require three, or, accord- 
ing to fome reputable military opinions, fix months, to put it even 
into a ftatc of , efficient defence ; that the danger of affumbling 
any confiderable part of it, and thus provoking the immediate 
boftility of Tippoo, w^as, independant of the cxpeiice, fo great 
and alarming, that, without a ftrong previous reprefentation, 
the members of the Madras council could not think therafclves 
Juftified in obeying the orders they had received. 

That their reprefentation of the danger was correct, could 
not be denied, but if their inference were jufi, there was an end 
of the power of Britain in the Peninfula of India. Our enemies 
were to choofe the time, and the mode of attack ; the blow, if 
delayed, would but the more be furely fatal, and WQ were to fall 
without the chance, or the honor, of refiftance.

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Such were not the conclufions of the Governor General. In- 
vefted, as he was, by the provident wifdom of the Britifli legilli- 
ture, with abfolute, though refponfible, power over all the 
national councils and armies in the Eaft, he did not think he had 
been fent, in the midft of this portentous war, to furrender, but 
to uphold and to extend the rights, and glory, and powers of 
his country. 

To him, the pnfillaniraoiis arguments of the Madras council, 
only fuggefted new motives for energy, and additional refolutioii 
to encounter, or, if pracflicable, to prevent the danger. It ap- 
peared to him, that the heft fecurity for peace in fuch times of 
general impending danger, was a forward preparation for war ; 
and that the befi; check uponTippoo’s deligns againft the Car- 
natic, was to alarm him for the fafety of his own capital ; endea- 
vouring at the fame lime, as far as was pollible, to malk the de- 
iign, till the force collected fhould he equal to its objedl of at- 
tacking Sermgapatam, or of giving irrefiftible efficacy to juft 
demands of fatisfaftion for the paft, and fecurity againft the 
danger of future perfidy. 

The fpeedy aftemhly of the Madras army, at fome central 
* fpot, equally calculated to facilitate offenfive or defenfive opera- 
tions, however necefiary, and however dijEficiilt, under the local 
opinions which had been given, was ftill to be coupled with a 
vigorous, and no lefs necefiary, attempt to refeue our Ally, the 
Nizam, from the trammels of domeftie faction. 

Orders were therefore ifliied to the Madras Government, not 
only to expedite the equipment of the army at Vellore, but to 

C 2 hold 
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hold in rcaduicfs 4,000 men to marcli to Hyderabad, on the rc- 
qiiilltion of the Relideiit at that Court. 

By peremptorily excluding from the future correfpouJciicc 
of the ttvo Governments, all difeuflion of the policy of the ordcic. 
traiifmitted from Calcutta, a pundiual obedience u as fccured to 
thofe orders, and a confiderable degree of confidence and energy 
was infpired by the apparent vigour of the Supreme Council. 

The confidence thus planted, was foon jtiftified by the com- 
plete fuccefs of the Hyderabad detachment; which produced the 
greater effect, as its objedl, which had been moft carefully and 
politically concealed, was not only unknown, but unfufpe6i;ed. 

The French corps under Monfieur Perou, fo ably was the 
meafure planned and executed, were, on the aad October lygS, 
furrounded, difarmed, and difbanded, without bloodflied and 
without tumult : and in their ftead was fubftituted a fubfidiary 
Britifli force of 6,000 men, which operating as an immediate 
check on the army of Myfore, relieved us from part of the ap~ 
prehenfion entertained of Tippoo’s defigns againft the Carnatic, 
and reftored to us thatinftueacc at the Court of Hyderabad, which 
experience has fiiewn to be of fo much confcquence to the fecii- 
rity of our polTeflions in the Decan, and fo neceflary to the ge-' 
neral tranquillity of India. 

Scarcely had we time to congratulate ourfelves on the re- 
moval of this danger, when the particulars of Lord Nelfon’s vic- 
tory were brought to India hy one of his Lieutenants ; and if 
we rejoiced at the glory of the national arms, and the advantages 
that Europe was likely to derive from their fuccefs, we had but 
the more caufe to dread an underftanding and co-operation 

between 
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bct’aeen'Tippoo and the French, and additional reafons to anti- 
cipate the projedts ol Buonaparte 

Whether the Executive Dire(5tory had fmuggied out Eiips, 
fingly and unobferved, with water and provifions, from France 
to Suez ; whether they had fent orders to the Government at the 
Mauritius to forward the frigates then there, and the numeious 
privateers and other veffels belonging to that illand, to meet 
Buonaparte’s army on the Ihores of the Red Sea ; or whether any 
Ihipping or fmall craft might be found at Suez or Coder, or any 
other of its ports, fufficient to tranfport a few regiments to the 
coafts of Malabar, was equally unknown to the Government at 
Bengal, and incapable of being afeertained, before the feafon of 
adlion would elapfe. 

This only was known, that the Straits of Babelmandel were 
open, and that no Britilh fhips of war, as far as information ex- 
tended, were at that time in the Arabian Gulph. 

The necellity of an early decilion now became more appa- 
rent, Great progrefs had been made in the equipment of the 
Madras army ; treafure had been procured and remitted for its 

immediate

Lord IJonxr^.G ton, therefore, now thinking the force aillm- 
Idcd at Vellore, iiicngthcned by the revived power of the Ni/am, 
and the fiirc co-operation of the Britiih detachment at tlydciahad, 
fLiukiently imponng, on the 8th of November 1798 firfl warned 
TippooSrdtaunofhib having intelligence of his defigns andhoflde 
connexions with the French ; at the fame time propofing to fend 
an ambalfador to treat of the means of reftormg a good under- 
ftanding between the two ftates, and, if poflible, to remoc e the 
grounds of didruft. 

No notice was taken of this letter till the 18th of December, 
when Tippoo contented himfelf wdth fimply and falfely denying 
the fads alledged againft him, and declined the admiilion of an 
Englifli ambaffador. 

This w'eak, and, under all the circnmdances of the cafe, hoftile, 
evalion, was, on the lafl day of 1798, delivered to the Governor 
General, on his arrival at Madias ; for which xwefidency he had 
embarked, to animate and fuperintend the equiiiment of the 
army, and to dired and expedite the negotiations that were to 
refult from its affembly, and, perhaps, exertions. 

Still, to give Tippoo Sultaun another opjiortunitybf fieaceable 
adjuftment, whilft yet the period of ofFendve operations might 
be delayed, the Governor General, in a letter dated the 9th Ja- 
nuary 1799+, called upon him, in the moft folcmn manner,

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to admit an ambaffador before the fcafon of nogouatio' fhoold 
e':pire. 

Lord Cornwallis’s firft attempt agaiiifl: the capital of Myfore 
in 1791, was fruilrated by the fetting in of the rains on the T4th 
of May, and the confequent fwelling of the river, which waihes 
the fortrefs and fiirrounds the illand of Seringapatarn. 

It was therefore evident, that however unwilling the Go- 
vernor General might be to refort to arms, whilft the objeds 
which policy and honour, and even fafety demanded, might be 
obtained by negotiation, it was impoffible to allow Tippoo much 
more time for deliberation, or rather for the chance of French 
fuccour, and the completion of his own fchemes of defence or 
aggreffion. 

No anfwer being received in a whole month, though the 
diftance between Seriiigapatam and Madras is but 300 miles, the 
army, now reinforced by ^,000 men from Bengal, the 6,000 fob- 
fidiary Britifli troops with the Nizam, 6,000 infantry, and as 
many of that prince’s befc cavalry, was, on the third of Fe- 
bruary 1799? ordered to advance into Myfore. The fuccefs of 
the war, that is, the capture of Seringapatam and of the country 
bdo’vV the Gauts, and the confequent exclufion of French fuc- 
cours, was, ’as far as dependance could be placed on human cal- 
culation, certain. 

The fined: army that ever was aflembled in India, and for its 
objeft the completed; perhaps that ever Vvas afiembled in any 
country, was commanded by an Officer of long local experience, 
aided by a ftaff of, I believe, unequalled talents. It carried with 
it an irrefiftible artilleiy, a fine body of highly-difcjplined cavalry,

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•r..)rx\ lur three months in advance, and provUioiis beyond any 
mobabie diurition of a fiege 

Whilrt the Governor General in perfon dirciftcd the negotia- 
tions with the Allies, and animated the exertions for the equip- 
ment and funplies of the army at Madras, he, with a magnani- 
mous coniidence, equally honourable to liimfelf and fcrvlceable 
ro the State, entrufted a large portion of his own authority to the 
temporal y difcretion of the Commander in Chief; and thus 
were the advantages, which had formerly been derived from an 
union of the civil and military power in the perfon of Lord 
Cornwallis, again fecured to the State. 

To General HARRIS, and a commiilion of the moft able and 


experienced officers on the Madras eRabiiffiment, appointed to 
aflift the deliberations of General Hams in ail matters rclatine to 
negotiation, was entriifted the concliifion of a peace, upon terms 
laid down in detailed inll:ru(flions by the Governor General, 
which, it was hoped, the prefence of a Britiffi army at Seringa- 
patam would expedite and enforce. 

It was noT: until ten days after the Governor General had iffiued 
his orders to General Harris to advance into Myfore, that a letter,

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ithoiil date, was received from Tippoo Sultann ; in which, in a 
very uncivil, not to fay infiilting, manner, he grants, for the 
firft time, permiflion to a Britiili ambaffador to enter his terri- 
tories. 

This concefllon, late and ungracious as it was, was even 
then coupled with a declaration, little lefs infulting, but more 
infidious. In the moil; critical fituation of the two States, when 
the mod; important intereils were at Hake, when difcuffion 
could not admit a moment’s delay, he, with the mod: provok- 
ing appearance of indifference, informs the Governor Genera], 
that he is going a-hiinting, and defires him to forward an 
ambaffador, without attendants. 

The hunting of an Afiatic prince, is the march of his court 
and army, by which, if bufinefs be not neceffarily delayed, 
abundant pretext is obtained for any delay which policy may 
prompt. If, in a country where there are no polls, and where, 
confequently, a multitude may travel alraofl as fad as an indivi- 
dual, the Britifh ambaffador fhould, in any reafonable time, 
fiicceed in overtaking the court of Myfore, its conftant change 
of place and occupation, would render the receipt and return 
of couriers extremely tedious, and afford abundant plea for 
delay, in the fydematic abfence of fome of the miniders of date, 
and a contrived want of all the records of government. 

And yet the injurious refufal of an embaffy, until the feafon 
was too far advanced for negotiation, and the evident opening 
contrived for further evadon and delay, were not the only proofs 
which the Governor General had of the Sultaun’s intention of 
adhering to his French alliance, and refuling any fincere or ufe- 
ful fatisfailion. 

D At 
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At the very time, or very near the time, when the Siiltann^s 
letter, received February i ?t!i, mull liave been written, did Ge- 
neral Dubnc, one of the oflicers brought from the Mauritius, for 
the exprefs purpofe of an Eiiglilli war, embark at Tranqiiibar^, 
as Tippoo’s ambafftdorto the Executive Direilory of the French 
Repiibiic. 

This Mr. Dubuc, with whom were allbciated two native en- 
voys, rvas inftruTed to demand lo or 1 5,000 troops of the line, 
whofc expellees Tippoo engaged to defray, and a large naval 
force, to drive the Englifh out of India, and to divide their 
poirciiions between Tippoo and his Republican Allies t. 

Though the Sultaun was willing to make the attempt, it does 
not appear that he had much hopes of deceiving the Governor 
General by fo grofs an artifice, or of inducing him to recal the 
army *, a condiuT by which the Allies would have been difpi- 
ritecl, if not loft, and all the expences of the military equipment, 
and advantages now promifed by it, entirely thrown away. For, 
on the 2,8th of February, before the intended ambaflador, Major 
Doveton, could have received his inftrudtioiis from Madras, and 
reached the court of My fore, and long before the fame time had 
elapfeci, from the date of his laft letter to Lord Mornington, ab 
he had himfelf taken to reply to his Lordfliip, he marched to 
attack the Bombay army, without the confines of his own 
territories, and adtually did attack them, whilft yet in the domi- 
nions of a Britifti Ally, a very few hours after General Harris 
had entered the oppofite fide of his dominions J. 

Being

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Being defeated in this early attempt againft General Stuart, 
which, as far as he could then know, was the firft a£t of hofti- 
lity on either fide, Tippoo, a few days after, as foon probably as 
he heard of General Harris having entered Myfore"^', turned to 
* the Eaft to meet the army of Madras. He did meet it, and was 
again defeated on the 27th of the fame month t. 

On the 7th J of April, General Harris fat down before Seringa- 
patam. On the 9th, Tippoo, who had been referred by the 
Governor General to the Commander in Chief, as the only pro- 
per negotiator after the commencement of hoftilities, addreffed 
a very fhort note to § General Harris ; in which, fuch is his habi- 
tual difregard of truth, he undauntedly alTerts his own adherence 
to treaty, and enquires the caufe of hoftilities. He was very 
■ properly referred to the previous letters of Lord Mornington, 
and the declaration of war by the Allies. 

11 On the 20th of April, the enemy’s advanced work® acrofs 
the Gaveri having been taken, and an enfilading battery opened 
on the Weft fide of the fort, Tippoo made another attempt to 
arreft the progrefs of the fiege by negotiation. He wrote another 
letter f to General Harris, defiring him to nominate commift 
fioners, and open a conference for peace.

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In anfwer to this overture, were fent the preliminary articles 
of the only peace that would now be granted him. 

They were, to cede half his territories in perpetuity to the 
Allies ; to pay two crore of rupees to indemnify them for the 
expences of the war, into tvhich his obftinate hoftility, ambition,. 
and breach of faith, had led tliera ; to renounce the alliance of 
the French for ever; to difmifs everv native of France from his 
fervice; to. receive ambaffadors from each of the Allies, is is 
ufual with all other civilized courts ; and to give hoftages for the 
performance of thefe ftipulations. 

Thefe terms, though the fevereft and laft with which the 
Governor General had furniflied the Commander in Chief, to 
be infifted on only after the batteiies had been opened againft 
the place, or after aviiStory in the field, were iictle more onerous 
than the plain interefts and fafety of the Englifh and their Allies 
would have demanded, on the firft knowledge of Tippoo’s pro- 
pofals of an ofFeniive and defenllve alliance with the French. 

A renunciation of that alliance, and a fecurity that the renun- 
ciation fhould be eflFedlual, by an at leaft temporary ceffion, 
during the prefent 'war, of all Tippoo’s fea coaft in Malabar, 
feeraed, by the moft obvious principles of policy, to be, from the 
firft, required for the tranquillity and fafety of the Company’s 
poffeffions; and thefe, in the firft ftage of aggreffion, might 
have fatisfied the Governor General. But fo far was Tippoo from 
granting them, that he would not even admit an ambalTador, 
who might propofe them, or any other articles. 

When his adlive enmity, and rejedlioii of all negotiation, had 
forced us to affemble an army for our defence, it would have 
been undoubtedly juft to add. to the propofitions for fafety and. 

fiitis- 
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fatis faction, a demand of reimburfement of the expence which 
he had obliged us to contra<a. This propolition, however, if 
ever it was intended, as I have good reafon to believe it was 
intended, to be preferred, he prevented oiir even Rating, by an 
obftinate and hitherto unheard-of rejection of aU overtures of 
negotiation. 

When by this perverfe and menacing policy he had com- 
pelled us to appeal to the fword, it was confiftent with the fenfe 
and pra61;ice of all nations, to advance our demands in propor- 
tion to the rilk that had been run, and the expence that had 
been incurred. But now that we had ailually engaged in an 
allied war, the claims and interefts of thofe Allies became involved 
with our own, and it was confequently neceffary to provide 
equally for their reimburfement, whether by ceffions of terri- 
tory, or money, in proportion to their refpedlive expences and 
exertions. 

On thefe principles the Governor General had inftruded 
General Harris, as foon as by the complete inveftiture of Serin- 
gapatam it was prefumed he might have obtained a commanding 
influence over the Sultaun’s politics, and fome fecuiity againfc 
his prevarication, to offer more favourable articles of peace, 
than, after the opening of the batteries, it was intended to grant.. 

Thefe w'ere, a ceffion of the fea coaft of Malabar in perpe- 
tuity to the Englifh ; as much to each of the Allies on their 
refpe<Rive frontiers, amounting in the whole to about one-fourth 
part of his territories; the payment of a crore and a half of 
rupees, in indemnification of the expences of the war; a renun- 
ciation of all French intercourfe and connexion; and the recep- 
tion of arabaffadors from each- of the allied courts..

The double defeat which Tippoo had fufferedi before the 
armies reached his capital, iaduced Ociieral Harris, and the 
military commiffioii appointed to ahift liis political deliberations, 
to hefitatc on the propriety of olTcriog the moil; favorable teniit, 
which the Governor General had been -willing to grant at an 
early period of the campaign, and therefore, when Tippoo's 
overtures arrived on the night of the aotii of April, it was re- 
folvcd, as has been rehtted, to iniife on the laft and mod: feverc 
terms of pacification. 

Thefe terms fliould indeed, according to the tenor of the 
Governor General’s indrudlions, have been propofed, inftead of 
the firft, as foon as Seringapatam was completely invefted, and 
the batteries ready to open againft it ; but on the very day on 
which the Bombay army eroded the Caveri to enfilade the face 
attacked, and complete the inveftitiire of the place, was difeover- 
ed a mod; alarming, unexpected, and hitherto nnaccotinted for 
deficiency of grain, by which the fubfiftence of the troops was 
contracted from the 15th to the 5th of May. 

The ample magazines in Coorga, though near, could not be 
brought to camp, from the deftruClion and failure of all the 
carriage cattle of the army; and the arrival of the fupplies col- 
lected by Lieutenant Colonels Read and Brown, though they 
might be expeCted, could not be relied on. 

How far Tippoo might be acquainted with, or by fome trea- 
cherous intercourfe, might have caufed the deficiency, could 
not be afeertained; but it was apparent, that, tinder thefe cir- 
cumftances, and the advanced period of the feafon, any overtures 
from General Harris, not folicited or expe(Sted by the enemy, 
would have been liable to excite fufpicions of our inability to 
I , continue 
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continiie the liege, and thus have impeded, inftead of facilitating, 
or accelerating, the peace delired. 

The overtures made by the enemy on the aoth, and the dif- 
covery made in the mean time of fome private fupplies, by the 
acquifition of which the public Rock of rice was extended, at 
half allowance, to the 15th May, removed thofe difficulties; 
and the propofitions which I have Rated, were fent to Tippoo, 
with fome flight variation as to the number of hoRages required 
by the Allies. 

Tippoo, however, was not yet fufficiently alarmed to accede 
to thefe propofitions, of which he took no notice, till after a 
repulfe in an attack made on General Stuart’s army, poRed on the 
North and enfilading fide of the Gaveri, and after the lofs, on 
the 26th of April, of his remaining entrenchments on the fide 
of General Harris’s attack. 

On the a8th of April, he made another and laR effort to retard 
the operations of the fiege, by intimating, in reply to General 
Harris’s laR notification, that he wiflied to fend ambafladors to 
open a conference for peace 

He was informed, that as the final terms had been already 
fent, the operations of the fiege would not be for one moment 
difeontinued, nor any ambafladors received from him, unlefs, 
as he had been warned in anfwer to his laR overture, he fent a 
part at leaR of the fpecie demanded, and the hoRages required 
for his fincerity. 

This was the laR intercourfe ever had with that cruel and 

treacherous

three times viiltcd by Bnthli, and often by nati\c armict, with- 
out being captured, he thouj;bt u impiegnublc; 01 whether he 
relied upon the fetting in of the monfoon, and tlie cunfcqiicut 
rife of the river, and deftiiieiion of our trcnch^b and buttciicb; 
whether he entertrdned hopes of French fuecoiu, or vhethei 
his pride and hatred fiiperfedcd all conlldei ations ol prudence, 
he not only took no further notice of the preliminaries that had 
been offered, but, as if to clofc every avenue to negotiation, or 
forgivenefs, he ordered all the prifoners he had taken to be bar- 
baroufly murdered. 

On the 30th of April, the breaching battery opened againil 
the walls of Seringapatam, and on the 3d of May, the breach 
being deemed pradticable, difpofitions were made for the florin, 
which, on the 4th at noon, were moft gallantly, rapidly, and 
fuccefsfiilly executed 

In this affault, Tippoo lofl his life, in the 45tli year of his age. 
A life marked with much cruelty, treachery, bigotry, perfecu- 
tion, and ambition, in which he had Ihewn little of the military, 
and flill lefs of the political talents of his father ; and with him 
fell, after an exiftence of about forty years, an ufurpation found- 
ed in treachery, fupported by violence, and deftroyed by folly. 

The family of the Suitaun, ands the families of all his great 
civil and military officers, which, according to the ufnal jealoufy 
of Afiatic defpotifm, had been kept as pledges near the perfon 
of their fovereign, were, by the active humanity of the officers, 
and the Heady difeipline of the troops, faved from violence and 

infult ;

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i-.ifult ; becoming powerful inflrumeiitb in onr hands to enfiire 
the fubmiffioii of tlicir rclations> and the fpcedy and peaceful 
fettleraenl of the country. 

His two deleft fons, one of whom had formerly experienced 
the tendernefs of Bntifh proteftion, together wdth all the great 
officers of the Sultaiiii’s former government and army, threw 
themfclves, a few days afterwards, unconditionally on the cle- 
mency and geiierofity of their conquerors. 

Thus was a kingdom, equal in extent to two thirds of the an- 
cient monardiy of France, and yielding an annual revenue ^ of 
more than a million fterling, transferred, in full fovereignty, to 
the Company and tlieir Allies, in the fliort fpace of two months* 
and without any injury to its fubjeds, or devaftation of the 
country, beyond what the Sultaun himfelf had direded for the 
piirpofc of haraffing the march, and ftreightening the fapphes 
of the allied army. 

Our own territories were equally faved from devaftation : for 
by threatening the capital of klyfore with an array fully equip- 
ped, and ready to move to\vards it at a moment’s warning, fo 
completely were our dominions ffieltered ; and it is the firft in^ 
ft'ance of the kind, in the Britlfli military hiftory of India, that 
not one lootee was feen during the war, nor one fanam of re- 
venue loft in the provinces below the Gauts, either on the ftde 
of Coromancbel or Malabar. 

This juft and neceffiiry, if ever there was a juft and ncceffary, 
being crowned with rapid and complete fuccefs, nothing

remains but that we nfc our vidoiici with demuncy, mocicra-- 
tiooj and wifdoni. 

One of the in ft powers of fialhi i?h v. hlda we ac- 

quainted, after I rciich jealouiy ;uu! r.udoition bad involved u^ in 
the politics and uars of the conntr\, uas ilie Hindoo kinfjdoni 
of jMyfore, in Ydiolc armies ilyder AKi, the father of Tippoj 
Siiltaun, at that time ferved with contidcrablc reputation. 

When the unprindpied ambition, hii^h cOLirai;c, and imcom- 
mon talents of Hydcr Alii, had raifed him from an unknown 
family to fupreme power, he found it ncccffiiry to veil the de- 
formity of Mohummedan ufurpation over fume millions of 
Hindoo fubjefts, hy a ftudious appearance of fubmillion to the 
repiefentation of the ancient family of Alyfuie. 

For this purpofethe Rajah, or fomc dcfccndaiit of his family^ 
was annually exhibited to the people as their legitimate fovc- 
reign ; nor avas this claim on their fubmiffion to the (joveriimcnt 
thought needLfs, or difpenfed with, till fomc years after the ac- 


ceflion of Tippoo Sultaun, wliofe pride feems to have difdained 
an outward reverence, though his policy ftill permitted Jbmc of 
the family to live in poverty and fedufion. 

The reftoration of this family, wdiofe rigdils, though gra- 
dually fading from popular obfervation, could not he exini- 
guifhed, and were never wholly forgotten, became, in every 
war in wdiicli we had been engaged wnth H yder A]li, or his fori, 
a fubjedt of ferious political conlideration : and when, by the 
fnccefs of our arms, the ufurpation of Tippoo was overthrown, 
our earlieft enquiries were naturally diredled to a family, the in- 
fluence of whofe name feeraed to promife the happieft effects 

iipoiii 
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upon tlic fabmiffioii of tlie peoplcj and the future adminiftra- 
tioii of the Government. 

On a careful inverLigation it was fonndj that the wife of 
Kifna Raije Warricr, the Pnnee who reigned at the lime of 
Hyder Alli’s ufurpation, was ftill alive, and that the fiirviving 
reprefeotative of tiiat perfeciited family, was a boy of five years 
of age. 

By reftoriiig, under certain conditions, this youth to the 
kingdom of his aiicefiors'b fnch nearly as it was before the 
ufiirpation of Hyder Alli, whilft, with the remaining territory, he 
was enabled to reimburfe the Company and the Nizam for the 
riik and expence of die war, the Governor Generabat once eluded 
the jealoufy of the Mahrattas, and fatisfied the claims of jufiice 
and found policy. 

From a family refeued by our arms from the fury of relent- 
lefs bigotry, infult, danger, and poverty, and raifed by our gene- 
rofity from a pnfon to a throne, we had a right to expedl fuch an 
an angement as would, without expence to ourfelvcs, enable us 
to enfure the profperity of the people who had fallen, under our 
dominion, and the general tranquillity of India. 

Bound by every moral law, and every confideration of policy 
and interefi, to fecure, as far as is pofiible, the profperity of the 
country, and the happinefs of the people for whom we were now 
to legiflate,'and warned by the evils and duliculties that have 
arifen in the Carnatic, in Tanjore, and in Oude, from an ac-

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knowledgment of independaiicc, whole cxercifc wc were pre- 
determined not to admit, the Governor General determined to 
feciire by treaty oiir right of interference in tlic adminirtratiou 
of Myforc, whenever it may appear to the found difcrction of 
the Britilh Government that fuch interference is ncceifary totlie 
protecdon of the iieoplc, and, what raiift ever be iiitiiiKiuly 
conn-ded with their protedlion, the intcrefts of the Britiih ein- 
pire in India. 

The ftrength that even the weakeft prince may derive fro r 
the obligations of a treaty, is always formidable, and often mfe > 
parable nor can that policy challenge much admiration, whicli 
fyflematically feparates its duty from its intcrefts, and voluntarily 
places itfelf in the dilemma of being obliged to choofc between a 
facrifice of public good, and a breach of public faith. 

It may be objeded, that when interference is fo eafy, it may 
become too frequent ; and this kind of argument, which, how- 
ever, applies rather to the execution of the treatv than to tho 
treaty itfelf, is likely enough to find fupporters among thofc w lio 
believe, that every man as he advances towards India rcccdca 
from virtue, that even he who is lent thither to check others, 
requires himfelf a check the inftant he lands upon an Indian* 
fliore. 

But it is a new dodrine among nations to limit their own. 
power, lefi; they flionld be tempted to abufe it ; and experience 
has lliewn> that, whether we have or have not the right of in- 
terference, we always exercife it, thus, attaining the fame end 
by lefs jiifiifiabie means, and reaping all the odium of a breacii 
of treaty, without its advantages. 

To have returned to an artificial balance of power among the 

States 
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States of India, admitting tlie policy of its former adjnftment to 
have been the beft that, under the circumftances then exifling, 
could be adopted, was now impra<5i:icable, fo completely was 
the relative power and fituation of each party to the peace of 
Seringapatam changed lince its concliifion. 

Even if their territories had been cem.ented by time, and the 
iifeful prejudices which time engenders, not only does their mi- 
litary nature forbid the hope of thus long continuing in the fame 
Rate of relative power, but the firft glance of their Governments 
fliews them to be ufurpations. 

The rulers of two of thefe Rates, Tippoo and the Nizam, 
profeffed a different religion from that of the great body of their 
fubjedts, and, what is worfe, a religion inculcating perfecution. 
TheMahratta Chieftains, though profeffing the fame religion as 
their people, are, bv the very ordinances of that religion, inca' 
pacitated from cxen iRng fupreme authority. 

In Rich a Rate of violence, the natural feelings are fuppreffed 
or extinguiihed ; men change their maRers with as much indif- 
ference as their garments ; and patriotifm, the unbonght defence 
of European kingdoms, is fo wholly unknown, that the lan~ 
g’uage affords no name for the fenliment. 

Among States like thefe, in which the civil, military, and ju- 
dicial powers are claimed and exercifed by one individual, on 
whofe capacity, courage, and difpofition, the welfare and power 
of each miiR neceffarily depend, where all the troops are mer- 
cenaries, and the lofs of a battle is oftentimes the lofs of a king- 
dom, it cannot be wondered at, if the lapfe of a few years or 
a few months entirely fubverts any pre-exiRent or aitificial 
lyRem, however raifed, and however guarded.

'llic events which foon folli 5 v, ct 1 the peace of 1702, prccipitat* 
ed the Nizam, from the conriJeration he held anioirv the con- 
traiSliug powers at tliat period; and the fabiifiiary force 
which he confented to receive from us, tliougli it might have 
been fufficient to protect his perfon ugainft the treafon or 
violence of his own fiihjccls, yet was ccriainly inadequate to the 
fuppreliioii of the ambition of his neighbours, tlie I'dahrattas. 

The force now fublidized by that Prince, is indeed equal to 
its objeft, and may feenre him as well from foreign as donieftic 
danger. Upheld by the ftrength of the Britifli Government, and 
temperately and difereteiy employed, it may reprefs the germs 
of future war in India, and materially ftrengthen its feenrity 
again 0: foreign invafion. 

Unfupported by a native Ally, the fea coafes of India arc im- 
pervious to an European enemy: the threatened irruption of 
the barbarous hordes on its Northern frontiers, we have it not in 
our power entirely to x>revent; but a fubfidized army of 
6,000 men, ready for immediate ferviqe, at Hyderabad, as many 
at Seringapatam, and twice as many in Oude, conftitute a lirength, 
that, when feparate, muft overawe the ambitious projcfls of 
every power jn India ; and, when co-operating, muft be much 
more than equal to any force that can be brought within its 
confines. 

On thefe principles is laid down the new bafis of Indian peace 
and profperity. 

Our Ally the Nizam is rewarded beyond his rifk, and much 
beyond his expences. The intereft of the Rajah of Myfore is 
identified with our own; and the Mahrattas, if not conciliated 
by offers far above their deferts, are retained by an impenetrable 
8 frontier. 
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frontier^ extending from Bednore to Amboor, from the Weftern 
to the Eaftern Gauts, 

The court of Poonah had certainly no right to be included 
under the name of Allies, nor in any way to Jliare in the fucceffcs 
of the war — they incurred no expence, they ran no rifk, and it 
is doubtful, if they even wifhed ns fuccefs — yet, as the great fcope 
of the Governor General’s policy is to fecure the future tranquil- 
lity of India, as far as human prudence can fecure it, he waa 
willing to conciliate the Pelhwa by giving him an intereft, and 
making him a party, in the treaty of Myfore. 

For this purpofe, he propofed an eventual ceffion of territory 
to the Pelhwa, on the borders of his own dominions, yielding 
an annual revenue of almoffc 200,000 fterling j at the fame 
time interpofiiig his mediation in thofe difputes between him 
and the Nizam, which have once, fince the peace of 1792, ilioolc 
India to its center. 

The four eldeft fons of Tippoo Sultaiin, with their families, 
have been already removed ; and the remaining children and 
women of Tippoo, and the females of Hyder Alli’s family, will 
foon he brought to Vellore, in the Carnatic; where, though the 
temptation and means of future diRurbance and intrigue have 
been removed, a liberal allowance of ^4, ^0,000 fterling per annum 
has been made, to enfure their comfort, and fupport their dig- 
nity. By a fimilar liberality, have the men of rank and influence 
in Myfore been attached to their new governors. And thus, ia 
a few months, has a power, moftinimical from its foundation to 
the Company’s interefts, been not only removed, but converted 
into a new fource of ftrength and feciirity to the Britifh empire 
in India.

bail a line of policy, not vithout fuppoitcu-. both in Intlia and 
•Fiirope, fwayed the council- of the Cio'/crnor Ocneral ' 

From the moment tlul the prodamatioii at the Islam iiiii;. 
was authenticated, it was allo^-ved, on all ficlcs, that an army nnrd 
immediately be aflcmblcd, to cover the Cainaticv I'o cos'er a 
frontier of many hundred miles, in wiiieh th.ere aic not lei. 
than 70 or 80 palfcs, pradicablc and cafy to lii^hl-armed. troops 
from the deftrudive predatory irruptions of indivUi hwrfe, bcjtli 
reafoii and experience fliew to be impofHblc, on any other 
fyftem than that of obliging the enemy to concenter his force, 
for the protection of Ills capital. Serioully to alarm Tippoo 
for his capital, and prevent Ins detaching his regular and irre- 
gular cavalry to plunder and lay walfc onr jirovinces below the 
Gauts of Coromandel and Malabar, it was neceflary that the 
army Taoiild he fully equipped, and that he flioukl know it to 
be ready to move forwards to Scringapatam at a moment’s warn- 
ing. The fame expence of troops, carriage, and provilions, mull 
therefore be contracted, as was contraded, whether the army 
remained encamped under the walls of Vellore, or at the gates 
of Scringapatara, 

On this principle, therefore, of a defenfive war, 'we fhould 
have had an army of obfervation, at an immenfe and never-end- 
ing expence, on the borders of Myfore ; if this had kept Tippoo 
at bay, how long could our finances have fupportecl it ? What 
fecurity had we that the French, whofe alliance he had fought, 
would never land on his coafi; from France, from Egypt, or the 
Mauritius ? 


We 
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We know, from what has lately palTed in Egypt and Ireland, 
that no fleets, however fuperior, can abfolutely remove the dan- 
gers of defperate defcent, even on coafts which fleets are feldom 
obliged to quit ; much lefs on that of Malabar, which for a whole 
monfoon muft be left open and expofed ; where, though the pro- 
tection muft be withdrawn, from the general danger of remain- 
ing on the coaft during the fouth-weft monfoon, there are many 
intervals of moderate weather, in which fhips might difembark 
their troops without danger or difliculty. — How fliould we then 
attack a country, guarded by French taCtics, and abounding in 
natural fortreiles, which, if defended with European Ikill, are 
abfolutely impregnable ? What other armies could we furnifli 
to watch the French faCtion at Hyderabad, or the licentious 
troops of Scindiah at Poonah ; to fay nothing of the fupport of 
the army, we had been already obliged to affemble againft Zeman 
Shah in Oude? — It is plain, that the very means of defence 
would have been infallible ruin. 

We fliould have had months and years of defenfive appre- 
henfion at nearly the expence of aCtual hoftility, inftead of a few 
weeks of offenfive war. We fliould have had enemies inftead 
of 'allies — danger inftead of fafety — contempt, decline of power, 
and bankrnjjtcy, inftead of increafing refources, ftrength, and 
glory.

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Some Accotmt of Zemaun Shah. 

Z EMAUN SHAH, is the granclfon of Ahmed Khaun Abdalla, an 
Affghaa Chief, who followed the ftandard of Nadir Shaw, on his inva- 
fion of India, in the year 1739- His dominions extend from the left bank of the 
Indus, coming from the fea coaft, as high up as the parallel of Cathmeer. Eafi;- 
ward of the Attoch, they Ikirt the Seick nation to fome diftance beyond the terri- 
tory of Jamboo. They extend weftward, tothevicimty ofTeilhifb, comprehend- 
ing Cabal, Candahar, Peilheie, Ghizni, Gaur, Sigiftan, and Korafun ; a trait 
not lefs than 650 Britifh miles in length, from eaft to weft A refeience to Ma- 
jor Rennell’s incomparable map, will afford a clear idea of the magnitude and 
importance of this empire. This formidable kingdom, was founded between 
fifty and fixty yeais fince, by Ahmed Khan Abdalla. In the confufion which 
followed the murder of Nadir Shah, availing himfelf of the diftraited ftate of 
Perfia and Hindoftan, he affumed the chuttur, or enfign of royalty, under the 
name of Ahmed Shah; difniembenng both thefe empties of fome of their faireft: 
provinces. Ahmed Shah invaded India no lefs than feven times ; his name will 
long be remembered theie, from the dreadful over tin ow he gave the united 
powers of the Mahratta Empire, in the year 1761, on the plains of Paniput. 

He was fucceeded, in the year 1773, by his fon Timmur Shah ; who afiumed 
the title of Duianni. Timmui Shah died about the middle of the year 1792, 
and was fucceeded by his fon Zemaun Shah, the prefent monaich. Zemaun 
Shah refides alternately at Kandahai and Kabul ; at the former during the heats, 
and at the latter in the cold feafon. 

His military eftablilhment confifts chiefly of horfe, to the number, it is faid, 
'of 150,000. He does not hold his infantry in much efteem, employing them only 
to garrifon his fortreffes , and happily for us, his equipment of artillery is by 
no means refpedable. His cavaliy are all excellently mounted, incomparably 
fupenor to any native horfe that can be brought to oppofe them from Hindoftan. 
The imprefiion of terror on the minds of the Mahrattas, by the fatal carnage at 
Paniput, is fp indelible, that it is generally believed, they will haidly, if ever, 
be prevailed upon to fuftain the charge of the Abdallis-^. Among many inftances 
of the prevalence of this dread, which the cavalry of Ahmed Shah has impreffed 
upon the Mahrattas, it is related, that a Mahratta is not afliamed, if his hoile 
ftiould happen to ftart when drinking water, to exclaim, “ Doft thou fee the 
fliadow of an Abdalli

The inhabitants of Zemaun Sliah’s dominions are puncipaUy iSIahoinnitdviir , 
with fome natives of I lindoftan, who have adopted the inftitution of Baba Nanuh, 
and are called Katri. 

They are remarkably inncpid and lobufl, living in the fineft climate, and the 
richeft country mnatuialprodubtions, in the woild. 

When the power of Zemaun Shah is confidcicd, and that his iriuption into 
Hindoftan has not only been invited by Tippoo Sultaun, but encouraged by the 
facility with which his anceflor, fpiead devaftation to the gates ot Delhi, and 
when it is recollecftcd, that he is allied by mairiage to the houfe of Timur, and 
may give to his invafion, in the ei'cs of the natives of that countiy, the plea of 
lefloring the line of then ancient fovereigns, we cannot too careful!) attend to 
his movements. 

He has lately Ihewn flrong indications of an intention to follow the paths ot 
the conquei'orof Paniput, and kept the upper provinces ma date ofeonfidem* 
ble apprehenfion.

Madias Gazette Extraordinary, Maich eoth, 1799. 

Extfa& of a Letter from Captain Mahony, to John Spsme, E/q. Prefident of the Com- 
miff on in Mai char , dated at Seedapore the qth of March i 799 « 

TIPPOO encamped with confidetable force, and m three lines, at Penpatam, 
on the morning of the 5th , at an early hom yeileiday, troops weie leen filing out 
in diffcient diieclions towards the fiontieis of this country in that quaiter. Eetvveen 
the hours of 9 and 10, A M. Colonel MonTefoi’s bngide, pofted at Sedafee., 
was attacked in thiee diieddions, by a foice, whxch all accounts unite to cecLne, 
amounted to between ten and fifteen thoufond men. The conteft was ah’y main- 
tained by Colonel Montrefor’s biigade. The tioops at Sedafeer weie fappoited 
by the Flank Companies of the 75th, the cntiie of the 77th regiment, rod the 
Grenadier Companies of Major Patterfon’s Battalion, commanded by Captain 
Hov/den. Immediate and complete difmay to the enemy, was the confeqiience. 

The Europeans firft came into a« 3 :ion between two and thiee miles from Seda- 
feei about three o’clock, P.M. The enemy ciouded in the mad, and lining the 
grounds m the ]ungle boideiing on it, weie thencefoith dnven before thein vidi 
veiy confideiable elFeft , they at lengih difperfed to the nght and left, hung oiT 
thiough the woods in a confufed and afiiiglued condition, asii our troop^ fiOxin die 
rear gamed Sedafeer between four and fire o’clock. 

The huuy m which I am neceffiated to offoi this abndged ftafement, ad'^ Uo no; 
of making any allufion, either to the merits of our t>uops, or the beneficial ad- 
vantages that arc likely to aciue fiom the entiie inifcsnuvge of the enem) ’s vic.va 
yefleiday. 

Our lofs, though not exadly afcertained, is tiifling toadcgice, on a confKki- 
ation of the bodies by whxCh oui tioops weie ailailed. Of Colonel Moiurek/i s 
brigade, Captain Samuel Thotnpfon is killed. Laeutenant Le%Ltcn, artiileiy, 
and one 01 two officers, wounded, not dangeroufly. Captain Sfinli and laeutenant 
Peicival miffing. I do not underftand the number of 1 ‘Iatives kihcd and '".uunded: 
there may be however twenty or thiuy, befides fonie miffing Of the Einope. us, 
rjur or five aie killed, and a few wounded. h'UjOi Pateiion’o Flank Ccn’pames 
had a few wounded. 

Tippoo is pofitivciy declared to be with the Fmapatam Aimy, attended by three 
of his ions, and Meet Cuumcr Uddeen Ilhaun. The gieen tent is pitched in the 
center of the camp, and clofc to the fou 

We have takeiuhiee Sudats, two continue alive, and one died ffiottly aftet the 
adlion vefterdiy.

it may be necelTiry to inform your l^ordflfip, that I was in fome meafure coni-- 
p^'llrd, from the nature of the country, which is every where covered by thick junglw.,, 
to place the army , in feveial divifions} but I had a farther view hi occupy ing the 
poll at Seedafeer, in oidcr to preferve a^more ready cemmunkacicn v.itii Geuerdi 
Harris. 


In the courfe of the 5th, an extenfive encampment was unexpcdedly obferved to be 
forming on this fide of the Fort of Pcrhipatam.-~-This circumflaucc was difcoveied 
at lo o’CK ck in the Foienoon, as the enemy vrere taki g up their grtrund, by a 
pai ty of obfervatson on the fuminit of the high hill of Scedafieer, which commands 
a view of die Myjbie almoftto the environs of Seringapatam. Before the e.ening, 
this encampment affumed a very formidable appearance, and covered a great extent 
of ground ; we were able to count from 3 to 400 tents, amongfi: the number, ibmc 
of large dimenfions were diftinguifhed, and particularly one of green colour, which 
fi emed to denote the prefence of the Sultan, However much the probability of this 
circumilance might be ftrengdicned by the refpedlable appearance of die encampment, 
it v;as coritradidled by the evidence of two Hircarrahs, who had recently arrived 
from Sriingapatam. Thcfe men generally reported, that Tippoo had marched with 
all his forces on the acth ultimo, to oppofe the progrels of the Madrafs Army, and 
tint the Binky Nabob commanded the only force in the field that remained in the 
neighbourhood of Seringapatam. This force was reprefented to be enaimpcrl at 
Can.ianibaddy, and to confill of 5,000 Piadas or irregular infantry, who were faki to 
he insemied as a covering party to 7,000 Bunjartics, .andd irefied to bring as* much 
proyifions, as they c^uld collcft about Periapatam, to the Capital. 

, In thisftateof uncertainty, ! thought it prudent to reinforce Lieut Col. Mon- 
trelbr’s Brigade with an additional Battalion of Sepoys, and waited for more corredl- 
intelligence, v/hich I expected hourly, to afl with the whole of my forces asaffliirs 
might render neceflary. On the morning of the 6th, Major General Plartley went 
forward to reconnoitre,, and at break of day, from the Hill of obfervation,- the whole 
of the. Enemy’s Army v;a5 difeovered to be in motion, but their movements were fo 
well concealed by the woodinefs of the Country and the hazinefs of the Atm . f- 
phere, that it was impoffible to afceitain their ofejedt, nor in fad was this difeovered 
lihtil 'they had penetrated , a confiderable way into the jungle, and commenced an 
attack, upon bur line, which happened between the hours of nine and ten. 

The. enemy pierced through the jungles with fuch fecrecy and expedition, that 
they attacked^the je;ar and front of our line, almoft at the fame inftant. This: diijjatch 
prtyehte}!‘ mfr¥e than three of our corps being engaged, as the fourth, which was 
pofted two miles and a half in the rear, was unable to form a jundion, from the 
enepy having cut in between them and Seedaporc. The communication was effec- 
3 ' tualiy 
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fjull}' obrij'in 3 :cd by a coJiimr., v. hich, according to tiic reports of oiu pril-oner:-, 
confifted of upwards of 5,000 iren, under the cornmand of Baber Jung. 

Fortunately, before the enemy had accompllflied their purpofc, Major General 
ITartley had time to apprize me of their attack, and remained himfelf to give any 
afliftance that might be necefiary. The beft: pofition was afTuraed for repuifing the 
enemy, and the corps defended tliemfelves with fo much' relblutidn, that the 
Sultaun’s troops were unable to make any impreOion. The brigade wa^ on’ 
evety fide completely furrourided, and had to' contend againft a vaft difparity of 
numbers. ' 

As foon as I received intelligence of the ficuation of the right brigade, I marched 
to their afiiftance with the two Flank Companies of his Majefty’s 75th regiment, 
and the whole of the 77th. I arrived about half paffc two in the fight of the divifion 
of the enemy, who had penetrated into the rear, and poffelTcd themfelves of the 
great road leading to Seedafeer. The engagement lafted nearly half an hourj wlien, 
after a fmart fire of mufquetry on both fides, the enemy were completely routed 5 and 
fled with precipitation through the jungles, to retain their column, which ftill con- 
tinued the attack in front. At twenty minutes paft three, the enemy retreated in ail 
diredions. 

For this declfiye, and I hope yoor Lordfhip will allow, brilliant fubcefs, (con- 
fidering the fniall number of troops who engaged, under very great difadvantuge, 
probably the flower of Tippoo Sulfaun’s arrhy,) I feel myfelf peculiarly indebicd to 
the judicious difpofitibns for defence made by General Hartley, He embraced the 
opportunity of obferving the motions of the enemy from the hill I have before 
mentioned, and was enabled to advife Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, of the beft 
method for defeating them. I beg leave alfo to inform your Lordthip, that my beft 
thanks are due to Lieutenant Colonel Montrefor, for his very aiftiVe exercions, and 
to the officers and men, including the artillery of his brigade, for their gallant and 
fteady behaviour throughout the v/hole of this arduous affair : Lieiuenauc Colonel 
Dunlop, and the European divifion under his command, are iikewife entitled to 
my particular ’ approbation, for their fpirired condudt, which finally routed the 
•enemy. 

,Ourlofs, on this occafion, is far Ids than could rcafonably have been ex pciSletU 
■and I have the honour to inclofe for your Lord&ip’s information, a return of this' 
circumftance. ’ . 

It was impoffibic to afeertain the exad lofs fuftained by the enemy, but it muft 
bave been heavy, as, in the courfc of, fo long an adiun, they were often expofed in 
•crouds to the fire of grape-ffiot, and vbllies of mufquetry. Several men of diftii»c- 
tibn were killed, ’and fome wounded officers have l^en' made prifoners. 

Since the adion of the bth, the enemy have continued in their camp at Peria - 
patanii nor have I any intelligence, either of the Sultaun’s defigns, or of the motives 
which induced him to undertake his prefent enterprize. It is not likely thaflie will 
remain 'longer in this neighbourhood, than after he receives intelligence of Gv octal 
Harris’s having entered the Myfore. 

By fome prifbners who have been juft now brought in by the Cobrga Rajah's, 
people, I am inforrhed that the lofs of the enemy 'was very great, and that many men 
of the firft diftindion felk *Tbey mentioned Scyed, or Mccr Ghofar* and the 
Binky Nabob, who led the centre attack, among the killed. ' ■ '

EfctraEi of a Letter from Lieutenant General Harris to the Right Honourable the Go~ 
vernor General i dated Camp before Seringapatani, April ‘^th, 1799. 

My Lord, 

AFTER crotEng the Caverj'’ on the 30th ultimo at Sofelly, where the Army 
halted the next day, I advanced by eafy marches to this place, and took up my 
pofilion within two miles S. W. of Seringapatam, without oppofition, on the 3th 
inftant, Wifldng to occupy the pofc where General Abercromby’s pickets were 
attacked in 1792, and the large tope and village of Sultan Pett, both were at- 
tacked the night of our arrival ; but owing to the darknefs of the night, the at- 
tack on the firfl; only was partially fucccfsful. 

We fuftained fome lofs from the fire of the enemy, which continued heavily 
till late next morning, when the polls were again attacked with perfedt and rapid 
fuccefs. They give this army a very ftrong pofition, and greatly confine that of 
the enemy. 

’ Major Colin Campbell, of the ifh native regiment, Lieutenants George 
Nixon and, Falla -of H. M. i ztb -regiment, and Fitzgerald of the 33d, were 
killed in thefe attacks. Lieutenants R. Nixon and King of H. M. 12th 
regiment, and Brooke of tlie Bengal Artillery, wounded. 

The Army has now taken up its pofition for the liege.

My Lojtd, 

■ON the 4th iaflant I had the honour to addrefs to your Lordfliip, a hafty note, 
containing in a few words the fum of our fuccefs, which I have now to report 
more in detail. 

The fire of our batteries, which began to batter in breach on the 30th April, 
.had, on the evening of the 3d inJlant, fo much deftro3’cd the walls, againft which 
.it was direded, that the arrangement was then made for airaiilting tl'.c j)lace on the 
.following day, when the breach was reptyrted practicable. The troops intended to 
.be' employed were ftationed in the trenches, early in the morning of the 4th, that 
no extraordinary movement might loatl the enemy to expect; the aiiauit, winch i 
had .determined to make in the heat of the day, at the time heft calculated to 
(Cnfurc fuccefs, as their troops would tlien be Icaft prepared 10 op})ofc. 

Ten flank companies of Europeans, taken from thole rcgmients necelkirily 
left to guard' our camp and oat~pofts, follow'cd by the 12th, 33d, 73d, and 
74tli Regiments, and three corps of Grenadier Sepoys taken from tko troops of 
the three Prefidencies, with 2.00 of His Highnefs t'.ie Nixam’s troops, formed^ 
.the party for the afiault, accompanied by 100 of the artillerj', and the corps of, 
.pioneers, and fupported in the trenches by the battalion companies of the regi- 
ment. De Meuron, and four battalions of Madras fcpoys. Coloiiel Sherbrooke, 
and Lieutenant Colonels Dunlop, Dalrymple, Gardiner, and Mignan, com- 
.manded the feveral flank corps; and Major General Baird was entrulled with the 
direftion of this important fervice. . 

At ^nc o’clock the troops moved from the trenches, croflccl the rocky bed of 
■the Caverj', under an extremely heavy fire, pafled the glacis and ditch, and ai- 
xended the breaches in the fanffe faraye and rampart of the fort,, furmonnting in 
■Xha ffioft gallant manncf every obftade, which the difficulty .of' the paffage and 
the refifttoce of the enemy prefented .to oppofe their progrefs. Major General 
fSaird had divided bis force for the purpofe of clearing the ramparts to the right 
^tid .left. One divifipn was commanded by Colonel Sherbrooke, the other by 
Ui&atmmt Colonel Dunlop; the latter was difabied in the breach, but both 
■ corps, 
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cot pi, alUicmgh ftrongly oppofcci, were completely tiiecefbful. — rvellllance cop- 
tinucd to be made fiom the palace of Tippoo, fur fj'me time after all fiang had 
coafed fiom the uoiks: tvvo of his fons weie theic, who on affuiance of fafety, 
fa’ tendered to the troops funounding them; and guaids were placed foi the pio- 
teclion of the famil5% mo ft of whom were in the palace. It was foon after le- 
poited tint Tippoo Sultann had fallen Syed Saheb, Mcer haduc, Syed Gofar, 
and many othei of his Chiefs, v/e’*e alfo flam, Mcafures were immediately adopt- 
ed, to flop the confufion at ftrft unaamidable in a city ftiongly gainfoned, crowded 
with inhabitants, and then pioperty in rums fiom the file oi a numeicus ailil- 
icty, and taken byaffault — The Punceswere removed to camp. 

It appeared to Majoi Gcncial Baud, fo important to afceitain the fate of the 
Sultaun, that he caufed immediate fcarch to be made foi his body, which, after 
fnuuh diillcdlty, was found late m the evening, m one of the gates und'..i a heap 
of flam, and foon aftci placed m the palace. The coipfe was the next day re- 
cognized by the family, and mteued with the honois due to his rank, in the raau- 
fbleum of his father. 

The ftrength of the fort is fuch, both from Its natuial pofition, and the ftu- 
penduous woiks by which it is furrounded, that all the exei lions of the biave 
tioops who attacked it, m whofe piaife it is impoffible to fay too much, — ^wes'e 
required to place it in our hands — Of the merits of theAimy, 1 have expicfled 
my opinion in oideis, a copy of which, I have the honor to inclofe, and I tiult 
your Lordfhip will point out their feivices to the favouiable notice of then King 
and Count r'’*. 

I am foiry to add, that on collcuing the letuins of ovrlofs, it is found to have 
been muchheaviei than 1 had at fiiil imagined. 

On the 5th inflant, Abdul Khalic, the elder of the Pi mces, formerly hoflages 
Viith Loui Coaiwalhs, fuuendercd lumfelf at oui out-pofts, demanding piotciftion. 
Keiitn Saheb, the brothei of Tippoo, had befcie fought refuge with Mcer Alum 
Behaudci A Cowl-Namah w^as ycflerday chfpatched to Futteh H3'dei, the eld- 
eft fon of Tippoo, inviting him to ]oin liis biothers. Puineah and Meer Kum- 
mer-o-cken Miian have alio been lumraoncd to Seimgapatam , no anfwers have 
yet been received, but I expeT them fliortly, as then families aie m the fcit 

This moment, All Reza, formerly one of the Vakeels fiom Tippoo Sultaun to 
Lo.d Cuinwalijs,- has ar.nved from Meei Kummer-o-deen Khan, to afic my orders 
for 4,000 horfe, now under his command. Ah Pvcca was commiilioned to declaic, 
lint Meer Kummer-o-decn w’ould make no conditions, but lely on the genciofity 
of the Englifli. 

Monfieui Chapuy, and moft of the Fienth, aic prifoneis; they iiavecom- 
niiffions from the Ficnch government.

‘‘THE Commander in Chief congratulates the gailant.Army/ which l;c has 
the honour to command, on the conqueft of yefterday, Thc eficifts a/ifing from 
the attainment of fuch au acquilition, as far exceed the prefent liniit-i of -Je'ail, as 
the unremitting zeal, labour, and unparalleled valor of tiie t^roop', rurpafi. his 
power of praife. P'or fervices lb incalculable in their con requcncts, he muft con- 
iidcr the Army as well entitled to the appiaufe and gratitude of their Country at 
laigc. 

While Lieutenant General Harris fincerely laments . the iofs fuftainecl in the 
valuable' officers and men, who fell in the attack, he cannot omit to return his 
thanks in the wauaeil terms to Major Genet ai Baird, for the decided and able

The gallant maiinci m which thepoft 
at the village sf A.grar was feized, by the force undei Colonel Hart, the ability 
difplayed in diieA^Dg*T:he fire of the batteries eftablilbed there, the vigour w'lth 
which every attack of the enemy on the out pofts of ihat army was repaifed, and 
the fpiiit ftiewnindhe affault of the breach, by the corps led by Lieutenant Colonel* 
Dunlop, are points ofparticular^notice, for which the Commander m Chief loquefts 
Lieutenant Geneial Stuart will offer his beft tkanks to the officers and troops em- 
plojred. 

Lieutenant General Harris trufts that Lieutenant General Stuait will excufc 
bis thus publicly expreffing his fenfe of the cordial co-opeiation and affiftance re- 
ceived fiom him during the prefent fei vice, in the CQurfe of which he has ever 
found It difficult to feparate the fentiments of his public duty from the warmeft 
feelings of his privateffriendfliio.

WE take rhe earlieft opportunity of acquainting you, that we have xu- 
cei\ed information from His Majefly's rmnilleis, that a veiylaigc aimamcnt of 
fliips, troops, military Itoie?, See. &*. has been lati-ly fitted out at Touion, 
and that it failed fiom tluncc on the iplh uh. Alchough the ultimate oD- 
jedt of this armament has not been afce.iained, it is not impiobablc, from 
many circumftances that have tianfpired, and from the fpuit of daiing ad- 
ventuie, by which the Flench have been aeluated during the piefcnt uai, that 
its dcftination may be for India, eithei (having firfl' taken pofleffion of Egypt) 
by way of the Red Sea; down the coail of that fea ; or even perhaps by the 
Black Sea, or by Bulibia, His Maicfty’s mmfiler'-' have therefoie informed us, 
that immediate meafuies will be taken tor a confiderable augmentation of the 
European foice m the Eail Indies; You may therefoie expedl that not lefs than 
four thoufand feafoned and dilciplmed ticops, and perhaps a larger number, 
may be fent to the Company’s fettlements with ail poffible expedition, pait of 
which will, we tuxft, leach India not many months after the leceipt of this 
di fpateb. 

Should the expedition, notwithftanding the meafures taken by FIis Ma- 
jefly’s government to intercept and defeat it in the Meditenanean, reach 
Egypt, and be deftined foi Inclia by either of the routes we have mentioned, a 
part of His Majcfly’s fleet, confifhng of two men of war, and piobable a 
floop, now under dil\iatch for India, will be ordered to be Rationed in the 
Straits of Babclmandcl, and in the Gulph of Perfia, for the purpofe of intei- 
iCepting any force that may be proceeding to India that way. 

A copy of a proclamation ilfued at the Mauritius in the month of March 
laft, has been already tranfmitted to our feveral prefidendes bj Mi. Pimgic, 
the Company’s agent at the Cape of Good Hope. Wec.4^re ^unable to judge 
whether this proclamation be in reality' what its import deci)'rcs it to be, and 
Tippoo has really conceived any hollilc defigns againfl the Britifli empire in 
India, or intended meiely as a feint, with a view to embroil us with that prince. 
Our rcfpeftive governments will of courfe have taken fuch precautionary mea- 
fures in confequence as appealed to them neceffary, and applicable to exiiling 
circupiftances. 

Our empire m the Eafb has ever been an objeft of jealoufy to the French, 
and we know that their former goverment entertained faiiguine hojies of being 
able to reach India by a fhoiter paffage than round the Cape of Good Hope, 
and we have no doubt that the prefent government would nfk a great deal, and 
6 even 
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even adopt meafurcs of a mofl cntcrprizlng and uncommon nature, for tlm 
chance oi ivducing, if not annihiLitmg, the Bntidi power and coidhqncnco m 
that qudi.or ot the world. To effed tins, without the aid and pievious con- 
cert of one of the Indian poweis, feems almofl impoffible, and would fcaiccly 
be attempted, Li tne pieicnt litualion of India, Tippoo appeals the fittefl; m- 
ftrument to be employed in the furtherance of fuch ambitious projeds. 

It is iiighly impfODible, that Tippoo flrould have entered into any league with 
the Fiench, v ithout fome aj^paient preparation on his pair of an hoilile natuie 
in fuitheiancc of their defigns. If fuch therefore (hall have been the cafe, it 
would be neither p' Liucnt nor politic to vrait foi adual hoflilities on his pait. 
We therefore reC'T’imend, that if you lhall not have adopted the ncccflaiy 
meaiuic: ior biingmg Tippoo to a fatisfadoiy explanation bef ire the receipt of 
this clifpdch. tl I you mould immediately tal^e the propet ft-^ps foi fo doing, 
accompianymg this enquiu' with fuch a difpoCtion of your fcice as may give 
effed to It 5 and Ihould you judge, either from his anfweis, or fiom the fteps he 
is taking, that Ins defigns aie iucli as the French pioclamation leprefcnts, and 
that he is making preparations to ad hollilely againft us, we think it will be 
more advifcable not to wait for fuch an attack, but to take the moft imme- 
diate and moft decifive meafures to carry our arms into our enemy’s countiy, 
not failing at the fame time to make known to the Poweis m alliance with us 
the necetftty of fuch meafures, and that v</e have not in vi'uv a ivanton attack 
xipon our inveterate enemy with a defign to augment our own power, but a ne- 
ceflary and juftifiable defence of oui own poflelLons, and calling upon them for 
the affiftance they are under engagements to furmlli us. 

But although we have thus recommended energy, firmnefs, and decifion, in 
your condud towards Tippoo, we rely upon your ufmg the latitude a.llovved 
you in the preceding paragraph with Iheutmoft difcietion, that v/e may not be 
involved in a w'ai in India without the moft inevitable neceffity, of which nc- 
ceffity we leave you to be the foie judges. And as it is impoffible ior us to 
eoiijedure, fhould either the pioclamation circulated at the Mauiitius be 
founded, or the force nov/ m the Mediterianeari be really deftincd fui India, 
what meafure^he_^mpkcable revenge and laffi entcrpiize of the French may 
induce them toVndeitake againft the Britith powei m India, we can only ex- 
hort our feveral’ governments to be conftantly upon their guard, and watchful 
againft furprize,'’by not only keeping the tioops m perfed older for adion, and 
our foils and garnfons m conftant preparation of defence, but if it (hall appear 
neceflary, by encouraging military affociations amongft our civil fervants and 
others, as in this country, which may be prepared to ad on any emergency ; 
and in carefully keeping in view eveiy channel thiough which it maj^be peffi-. 
ble for France to get an European force out to Imha, and taking piecautionaiy 
meafures to prevent it.

far at, Ihoulu refpeer your J’refidcnty. 

Our fubfecpient advices of July and Auguft, will have informed you of the 
apj)ointment of Mr. Jones to rcfide at the Court of the Pacha of B:igdat,as well 
as of the objefts of his million j and of the reinforcements already lent and now 
fending out to India. 

Since the date of our letter of June laft, above alluded to, the landing of 
Buonaparte in Egypt has been fully confirmed j and although, by the glorious 
victory of admiral Nelfon over the French fleet near Alexandria, and the oppofi- 
tion made to their progrefs through Egypt by the Arabs under the authority of 
the Porte, the dcfigns of the French have been conlidcrably impeded j yet if,, 
contrary to our hopes and expedations, he Ihould bo able to ciLablilh himfelf in. 
Egypt, we cannot but dill be under apprehenfions for the fcfcty of our Indian- 
poflelfions. Thefe apprehenfions arc conlidcrably tnereafed in confequcncc of 
f.ntic hints lately fu^efted by the right honourble Henry Dundas,. that, if the 
French llicukl be able to fobduc Egjyt, and to eftablifli their authority in that. 
Country, it is likely their next isrogrellive mcafurc would be to fecure tlie com- 
munication of the Red Sea with the Gulph of Cambay, at the narrow Straits of 
Babelmandcl j and, if in their power, to detach a fuiTicient force to take poilclfion- 
of the Ifland of Perim, fituate between the t-w'o points which include thole 
Straits. 

The pofleflion of this- ftatron will be of the greateft; importance to th<y 
French, in fccuring the advantages they propofe t-o themfelves in the conqueft of 
Egypt; and contcquently it is well deferving of the utmolLski^ce and exer- 
tion on the part of Great Britain, to defeat any planthey-miy^tertain to get it 
into their hands. If we lliould fucceed in making qurfelves- mafttfrs of that Ifland, 
it would be iitipolfible, in the firft inftance, for any Ships to'pafs the Straits- 
againft a fuperkf naval force Rationed there. It may then be fecured’and for- 
tified, by the application of lueh materials as its fituation ma)'' afford, for com- 
pleting its permanent defence, and for effeRually commanding the channels- 
through which Ihips muft pafs to the Indian- ocean. 

We underfend that the Ifland of Periin is alow rocky fubftance, about- five- 
miles in length and two in breadth ; that it poffelTes a good harbour that the 
channel which divides it from the -African coaft, though fourteen or fifteen.miles 
acrofs, is but little frequented, on account of the numerous rocks and Ihoals

Wc have entcicd thus fully into detail, to fhew the impoitaiice of taking puk 
feffion of the ilLnid of Pei im without delay , nor is dilpalch alone neeelTaiy, but 
fectecy is eijuahy indifpcnfable, as it is not impiobable that piuvifional meafurcs 
have been taken by the French to alfemble tome vellcls of buithcn at the port of 
Suez, to co-operate, in whatever way their fei vices may be w'anted, with the 
piniiaiy expedition, and if the defign were known, they would detach a foice at 
all hazaids to ibcurc the firft poffeffion of it. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas has further informed us, that although the com- 
mandtis of IIis JMajefty’s fleets in India have aheady been directed to ufc 
es'ery eftbit in their power to frullrate the defigns of the Fiench in the expe- 
dition under Buonapaitc, yet fpecial orders w'lll be fent out to the Commander 
m chkf of His'Majefly’s naval force in the Indian Seas, as foon as poffible to 
detach to the llraits of Babelm mdel fuch a force, as accoiding to the information 
he fhall have rccemed, he may judge fufficient for the fcrvice , in the in 
ftiudions to take pofleflion of the ifland of Perim, by whatever powci it may be 
occupied at the rime. 

The impoitance of the meafurc ive have thus pointed out, will enfure your 
jnoft cordial endeavours in promoting the fame by every means within your 
power. The fecuuty of our mold valuable poffeffions in India, if not our very 
exiftence there, depends upon defeating the prefent formidable and inveterate 
defign of the French againft thofe pofleflions,

My Lord, 

I have forwarded to youi Lordflilp, by various Hircarrahs, an account of the 
fuccefs of the Army in the alfault of Seringapatam, with copies of the Orders iffued 
on that occafion ; in thofe orders I expreffed ray approbation of the conduft of 
the Troops in general, and my fenfe of the merits of thofe OiEcers whofe beha- 
viour had attraded particular notice. 

It remains for me to date what is in juftice due to others, whom, for obvious 
reafons, I could not prefent in the fame manner to your Lordftiip’s notice : Tfaefe 
are Officers on the Geneial Staff, in my Family, and others whofe zeal induced 
them to forward the Public Service by the exertion of their abilities, m aid of De- 
partments to which they were not officially attached. 

In every point of view I muff call your Lordfhip’s particular attention to the 
Adjutant General of the Army. His general charader as an Officer is too well 
eftabliflied, by a long and diftinguiflied courfe of the moft mei itorious fei vice, to re- 
quire my teftimony ; but the particular exertion of his talents, on the prefent 
fervice, in direding, regulating, and affifting the progrefs of our Departments, when 
embarraffed by all the difficulties attending a dehciency of conveyance for an un- 
commonly extenfive equipment, during the advance of the Army, and the 
ability, zeal, ap^eneigy difplayed by him in fupenntending the various operations 
of an arduous fieof,' where he was ever prefent, ftimukting the exertions of others, 
or affifting their judgment and labour with his own, claim from me to be flated 
to your Lordfhipdn the moft forcible terms. It is my earneft wifh, that my fen- 
timents on this fubjed may be publicly recorded j and it is my firm opinion, that if 
the fuccefs of this Army has been of importance to the Britifli interefts, that fuc- 
cefs IS to be attiibuted in a very confiderable degree to Lieutenant Colonel Clofe. 

From the Officeis more immediately in my Family, I have derived all the affiftance 
in the condud of the Public Service, v/hich I had reafon to exped fiom their ex- 
peiience, and I am highly indebted to youi Lordftnp for the indulgence with 
which you attended to my wilhes m the feledion of Lieutenant Colonel Agnew 
and Captain Macaulay as my confidential Staff. 

Major Dallas has ftiong claims to be particularly recommended to your Lordflu'p’s 
notice i the readinefs with which he came foiwaid to exeit his peifonal influence

His Excellency, in conlcquence, came hithei fioni camp yefieiday morning, 
attended by hisluite, and an eicoit of Fumpean Cavaliy foi the occafion. 

The Rajah and his family removed fome days ago from Seringapatam to the 
old town of Myfore, whcie the befl. prepatatloiH weie made foi their accommoda- 
tion which circumftances would admit. 

This morning the Membets of the Commiffion, accompanied by Meer Allum 
and his fon Meer Dowran, and ekoited by his Majeily’s 12th Regiment ofp’oot, 
proceeded to the refidcnce of the Ra]ah, who was placed on the Mufnud about 
noon, under three volhes of mulquctiy from the troops on the fpot, and a royal 
falute from the guns of Seringapatam. 

The ceiemony of placing the Rajah on the Mufnud was performed by Lieute- 
nant General Haius, as fenior Mcmbei of the Commiffion, and by Meet Allum, 
each of them taking a hand, of his Highnefs on the occafion. His Excellency the 
Commander in Chief, fome tune aftei, deiucred to the Rajah the feai and fignet 
of the Rauje. 

The deportment of the young Piincc was lemaikably decorous, and confirmed 
the opinion which w'e had formed of him at our firft vifit to him. 

We have great pleafure in informing your Lordfliip, [that Gholam Alli Khan, 
Alii Reza, Budiuz Zemaun Khan, and Sej'ed Mohummed Khan Mehdivi, 
fpontaneoufly attended on this occafion. 

The inauguration having taken place under an open Pandaul, the fpedtatois 
were very numerous j and it would be difficult to deferibe the joy which was 
vifible in the countenances of all the Hindoos prefent.

K't’ned m the Letter f o.n Lord Macaitnev of a8th Maich, and in that from 3 u* 
Hugh Chiiftian of the fame date, received on the i8di of June. It could now no 
longei be doubted, that the Proclamation aclualif had been iffued by the Goveinor 
Geneial of the Ille ot Fiance. Whatever may have been the motives of Monfieur 
Mnlaitic in this tranfadfion, the objed of Tippoo Sukaun was always plain and clea'-, 
although, foitunately for our interefts, his fuccefs has not yet been anfwerable to the 
extent of his defign. Of the objed of that defign I foon pofiehed ample pioofi 
anfing from the beft evidence which the nature of the cafe could admit. In the firft 
place It appeared, by the geneial tenor of the letters from the Cape, as well as by every 
public account which had been given of the tianfadion, to be an undifputed tad, 
that Tippoo difpatched two ArabalTadors to the Ifle of France, and that the Procla- 
mation in queftion v/as publilhed fubfequent to their aiiival, and during their refi- 
dence m that ifland, Thsfe fads would perhaps have been fuflicienr, without fliithci 
enquiiy, to warrant a ftiong prefumption, that this Proclamation, purporting to de- 
clare the objed of the Embaffy, muft have been framed with the confent and know- 
ledge of the AmbafTadors of Tippoo then on the fpor, and muft hive correfponded 
with their inftrudlons from their Sovereign, whofe oideis they v\ould fcaiceiy hwe 
ventured to exceed in a matter of fuch feuous confequence as tfe conclufion of an 
alliance offenfive and defenfive with the Fiench. In ordci, however, fo obtnn rh; 
moft accurate information with lefped to the circumflancea attending the leception 
of the Embaffy, the publication of the Prockma'ion, and the condud of the Am- 
baffadors, I examined upon oath fome refpcdable perfons, v.ho were preft nt in the 
Ifle of Fiance during the refidence of the Ambafiadors at PoiiNoid Oueft , fiom 
the concurrent teftimony of thefe peifons, fince corroborated by mceiligence float 
various quarters, I obtained a conneded account of the whole tranfadion. 

Tippoo difpatched two Ambafladors, who embaiked at Mangalore for the Ifle of 
Frapee, and arrived there at the clofe ot the month of Januaiy 1798. They hoilLd 
Tippoo’s colours upon enteimg the haiboui of Poit Nord Oueft, weie received 
publicly and fofmally by the Fiench Government, with eveiy ciicumftance of dff- 
tindion and refped, and weie entertained dining then continuance on the Ifland at 
the public expence. Previoufly to their arrival, no idea or lumour exifted in the 
Ifland of any aid to be furnifhed to Tippoo by the hiench, or of any profped of a 
war between him and the Company. The focond day after the aiilvai of the Am- 
bafladors an advertifement was pubhfhed of the fame pu'poit as the Pioclainatinn, 
and immediately afterwards, the Pioclamation was fixed up in the moft public places, 
and circulated through the Town. The Ambaffadois (far from protcfting againit the

to ad under t'lc IkocLimetion m queilion, and they aided and affilbed the execution 
of It, by making piornfcs m the name of Tippoo for the puipofe of inducing Reciuics 
to enldl; they p'repofed to levy nun to any piadticable extent, Hating thtdr poweis 
to be unl'i rated with lefpcct: to the numbers of the foice to be laifed. I'he Ambal- 
ladors aided and affillcd m the leiw of 150 Officers and Ftivates for the fervice of 
Tippoo, under the teims and for the purpofes Hated in the Fioclamatlon. Few of 
the Officers aie of any experience or fliiil, and the PiivatCb arc the lefufe of the demo- 
ciatic rabble of the I Hand : fome of them are volunteers, otheis were taken fiom the 
piiibns and compelled to embark, feveral of them are Coffiees, and people of half 
cdft. With H'ch of thefe tioops as were volunteers, the Ambaffadors entered into 
Hveial ftipiLuions and engagements m the name of Tippoo, 

On the 7th of Maich 1798, the Ambaffadors embarked on boaid the French fil- 
gate La Preneufe, together with the fotce thus ladcd, and they publicly dechred an 
intention of proceeding to the Ifle of Bourbon, with the hope of obtaining more re- 
cruits foi the fame fervice. 

The Proclamation therefore originated 111 the arrival of the Ambaffadors at the Ifle 
of Fiance, was diHnbutcd by their agents, was avowed in every part by their own 
public deciaiation, ,ind finally was executed according to its tenoi by their pei foaai 
affiffance and co-opeiation. 

I’hc Fioclamation itfclf fuiniffies the moH: powTiful internal evidence of the cou- 
cuii’cnce of the Ambaffadors in all its effential parts , the principal fads Hatc-d therein 
aie : 

'fhai 1 ippoo Sultaun, through two Ambaffadors difpatched for the puipofe to 
" the Ifle of Fiance, had addreffed letters to the Colonial Affembly of the Ifle of 
” Fian^'e, to all the Generals employed there, and to the Executive Diredory of 
‘‘ Fiance, and had made the following propofitlons : ^ 

ift. “ T'hat he dcfircd to form an alliance, offenfive and defenfive, with the 
French ; and offered to maintain at his expence, during the continuance of the 
war in India, whatever troops fhould be furnifbed by the French, and to fupply 
(with the exception of certain ftores) every neceflary for caiiying on the War. 
ad. “ That he had given affurances, that all his preparations were already com- 
pieted j and that the Generals and Officers would find every thing neceffaiy for car- 
** rying on a fpecies of war, to which Europeans have not been accuHomed in their, 
*■' contefts with the Native Powers in India- 

3’d. " That be only waited for the fuccour of France to declare war againft thd 
Englifli, and that it was his ardent defire to expel the Englilh from India.” 

Upon the ground of thefe fafts, the Proclamation recommends a general levy of 
men for the fervice of Tippoo, and it concludes by affunng “ All the citizens who 
fhail enlifl, that Tippoo will give them an advantageous rate of pay and allow- 

“ ances,. 
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" pncc". wh'di will be fixed bv his, AmbafiadoiSj who will J.iu tug.ige, dfi the name 
“ of then Soveieign, that the Frenchmen who fliall iiave enliftcd in hib Aimy^ fhall 
“ ncvei be aetained there, after they fliall have expielTed a defire of letuni'ngto 
“■ their native countiy.” 

The avowed purpoib of this Pioclamation w to acquaint the luhabituits of the 
Jiland, with the piopoficions made by Tippoo Sulraun through hib Ambaffadors on 
the fpot. It enumejates thofe piopofitions with a pai nculanty of detail, which coih'J 
nevei have b.en hazarded in the prefence of the Anibaffadors, if tlie {aits ftated had 
not been coiiedliy true, oi if the propofitions enumerated had vaiicd in fubftance nom 
thofe communicated by the Ambaffadois undei the oiders of their Soveieign- But 
the lafl Paiagiapli of the Proclamation, connedcd with the conduct: of the Amballa- 
dois as aiieady defcnbed, eftabhflies in the cieareft manner their paiticipation in the 
whole tianladlion. That paiagiaph contains a diiect refeience to the Power of the 
Ambafladors, and engages on their behalf that they fliall entei into ceitain ftipula- 
tlons, in the name of their Soveieign, with lefpedl to the pay and final difcharge of 
fuch French fubjedts as fliall enlift in his Aimy undei the conditions of the Proclama- 
tion. The accounts which I have received from the Jfle of France concur in ftatmg, 
that the Ambafladors openly adled under this part of the Proclamation, and in ,the 
name of Tippoo entered into engagements and ftipulations with the Reciiuts accord- 
ing to the afiinances fpecified in the Pioclamation. Monfieui Dubuc, now Mafter 
Attendant at Mangalore, ftated to one of the witneflTes whom I examined, the 
whole fubflance of the engagements which bad pafled peifonally between him and 
the Ambafladois, all of which engagements lefeired immediately to Tippoo’s inten- 
tion of commencing war upon the Company with the aid of the Ficnch force, then 
about to be levied It appears from the evidence which I have colledted, that the 
ArabalTadors had not biought to the Ifle of Fiance a fupply of I'leallire fufScient 
for advancing Bounty Money to the Recruits • it was dated that an apprehenfion of 
the Englifli cruizeis' had prevented the embarkation of Treafure for this purpofe, 
and no doubt wao entei tamed, that if the Ambafladors had been better piovided with 
money, they might have raifed a muchgteatei number of men, who refufed to engage 
on the mere fecurity of pionnifes in the name of Tippoo, 

The Ambafladors, togethei with the force thus coliedted during the time of their 
milTion in the Ifle of France, landed fiom the fiigate La Pieneufe, at Mangalore, on 
the 2,6th of April 1798. Accounts vaiy with lefpefL to the cxadl number of the 
force landed , the inoft probable are, that it did not exceed two hundred perfons, 
7 ippoo (far from manifefting the lead fymptom of difapprobation of the condmfl of 
his Ambafladors in any part of the traniaflnon) foimalJy received them, and the Offi- 
cers and leading Perfons fo landed, with public marks of honoui and diftindlion : 
one of his Ambafladois redded for fome time with the French Recruits in a foitiefs 
near Mangaloie, and the Sultaun has admitted the whole levy of officers and men 
into his fervice. 

Referring, theiefoie, to the condufl of the Ambafladois m the Ifle of France, to 
their arrival at Mangalore with the force levied in confequence of their Miffion, 
and finally to the reception of the Ambafladors and of the French Recruits' by 
Tippoo Sultaun, the following conclufions appeared to me to be mcontrovertibly efta- 
bhflicd : 

Fil'd. That the Ambafladors difpatched by Tippoo Sultaun to the Government of 

die 
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the Iflc of France, propofeci to that Government an .alliance offenliye anJ dtftffl'ive 
a^^asnii the Brttifli poffeffions in India, which alliance was'’’ accepted by that Govein- 
inent, and its acceptance fcimally notified bv a public PjOcUmacion. 

Secondly. That the Ambafladois weie charged withLetteis frori Tippoo Sul- 
taunto the Executive Diieftory of France, which Lecteri, wtic ftuted to C'^ntain the 
Tune propofition, and that the Ambaffadois delivered tliofe Lettcis to the Govcinor 
General of the lile of Fiance for the purpofe of tranfauffion to Fiance. 

Thudly. Tnat the AaibafTadois, in the name of Tippoo Sukaun, gave puWic 
r.fluranccs that he hid aitually completed the neccflliry pieparations for commencing 
immediate hoflilitlcb, and that he only waited the arrival of fuccour fiom the Fiench 
to declaie war againil the Company, for the expiefs puipofe of expelling the Biitifij 
Nation from India. 

Foul tidy. That the Ambaffadors demanded tinlimited Military fuccoui fiom the 
Fiench, and levied a MiLury force in the Ifle of France with the declared objedl: of 
commencing immediate war againft the Britifti Nation in India. 

Fifthly. That this force has been adually landed in Tippoo's country, and pub- 
licly admitted into his fervice with fignal marks of approbation, and that the Am- 
bafladors have been received with fimilar diftmclion. 

Sixthly. That Tippoo Sultaun (by receiving with public marks of approbation 
his Amballadois, who had concluded in his name an offenfive and defenfive alliance 
with the French ; and by admitting into his fervice the Military force raifed for ef- 
fcQing the objefts of that alliance) has peribnally ratified the engagements con- 
tained in the Proclamation of the Governor General of the Ifle of France, and has 
pioceeded to adl under thofe engagements conformably to the tenor of that Pro- 
ciamation. 

Seventhly. That although the fuccour aflually received by Tippoo Sultaun, 
under his offenfive alliance with the French, is inconfiderable, yet the tenor of the 
Pioclamation, the propofition made to the Fiench Government for unlimited mili- 
tary aid, and the declarations of the Ambafladors, prove, that it was the intention 
of Tippoo Sultaun, to receive into his Service the largefl: force which he could ob- 
tain, tor the purpofe of commencing a War of aggreffion againft the Company in 
India. 

Having thus entered into offenfive and defenfive engagements with the Enem'y } 
having proceeded to colledl, in conjundbion with the Enemy, a force openly dcftined 
to ad againft the PofTeflions of the Company j having avowed through his public 
Ambafladors that he has completed bis preparations of War for the expiefs puipofe 
of attempting the entire fubverfion of the Britifli Empire in India, and having de- 
clared that be only waits the effedual fuccour of the French to profecute offenfive 
operations, Tippoo Sultaun has violated the Treaties of Peace and Friendflnp fub- 
fifting between him and the Company, and has committed an ad of dired hoftility 
againft the Biitiih Government in India. 

A Itijougli it appears from No. iS, that the Governireiit of the Ifle of France diJ not actually 
enter into a tonnal i leaty of Defenfive and Oftenfive Alliance with the Ambafladors, by executing re- 
gular engagetaents, yet tliey adopted the moie decided meafure of fending all the troops they could raife, 
and of promifing more foi the aid of Tippoo Sultaun, with a view to the exprefs object of that Alliance, 
and with the fame view they difpatchsd his Letters to Francs, andaflured him that the Alliance wot Id 
there be formally concluded. 

§ Before 
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Before I proceeded to apply the piinciples of the Law of Nations to die conducl 
of Tippoo Sultaun, it appealed proper to enquiiCj what had been the conduct of the 
Company towaids him for fome years paft, and whethei he had received any pio- 
vocation to juftify or to palliate his late pi oceedings ? 

Since the conclufion of the Treaty of Senngapatanij the Britifh Governments in 
India have unifoimly conducted themfelves towaids Tippoo Sultaun, not only with 
the moft exad attention to the principles of modeiation, juftice, and good faith, but 
have endeavoured by every pradicable means to conciliate his confidence, and to 
mitigate his vindictive fpirit. Some differences have occafionally arifen with refped 
to the Boundaries of his Territory boidenng upon the confines of our Poflefiions on 
the Coaft of Malabai , but the records of all the Bncilh Governments in India will 
fliew, that they have always manifefted the utmoft anxiety to promote the amicable 
adjuftment of every doubtful or difputed point, and that Tippoo Sultaun has re- 
ceived the mofl: unequivocal proofs of the conftant difpofition of the Company to 
acknowledge and confirm all his juft lights, and to remove every caufe of jealoufy, 
which might tend to interrupt the continuance of Peace. 

The Servants of the Company in India, have not however been ignorant of the 
implacable fentiments of revenge, which he has preferved without abatement fince 
the hour of his laft defeat. It has always been well undeiftood, that Tippoo Sul- 
taun’s refentment was not to be appeafed by any conciliatory advances on our part, 
nor by any other means than the recovei y of his loft power, the difgrace of the 
Britifli Arms, and the ruin of the Britifh Interefts in India. With fuch views, it 
was expeded that he would eagerly embrace the fiifl; favourable occafion of ftnking 
a blow againft our Poffeffions , and his intrigues at the Courts of Hydrabad and 
Poonah, together with his embafly to Zemaun Shah, (although managed with filch 
a degree of caution as to avoid the appearance of dired ads of aggrefllon,) were 
fufiicient indications of an hoftile mind. But none of thefe circumftances have in 
any degree afFeded the condud of the Company’s Seivants towaids him. The 
Correfpondence between him and the late Governor Geneial, and the Letters from 
Bombay on the fubjedof the Diftiid of Wynaad, furnifh ample proofs of a fincere 
defire to biing that queftion to a fair ifliie, “ With the conjent and knowledge of both 
ParUesf according to the tenor of the 7th Article of the Treaty of Seiingapatara. 
I appeal to the Lettei which I difpatched to him foon after my arrival in Bengal, 
propofing an amicable adjuftment of the fame queftion, as well as of his recent 
claims upon certain parts of the Diftnd of Coorga, for a teflimony of the pacific 
fpint which has marked my firft communication with himj although pei haps a lefs 
mild reprefentation might have been juftified by his unwaiiantable piecipitation in 
ftatiorting a military force on the frontier of Coorga, before he had made any trial 
of the prefenbed and regular channels of negotiation. Tippoo Sultaun cannot 
therefoie alledge even the pretext of a giievance, to palliate the chatader of his 
recent ads ; he has indeed alledged none, but has continually profefied the moft: 
fincere defire to maintain the relations of amity and. peace with the Company. In 
his letters to Sir John Shoie (written afliort time before the leturn of the Myfo- 
rean Ambaffadors fiom the Ifle of France, and received in Fort William on the 
a6th of April 1798, the day on which the Fiench Force landed at Mangalore) 
Tippoo declaies, That his fiiendly heait is difpofed to pay every regard to truth 
f and juftice, and to ftrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord eftabhftied 
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“ between the ts’o States.” And heiignifies his dcfuc that Sir John Shore would 
impicfs Lofwl hdnri'.ington with a lenfe of the friendfiup and unanunity fo fiimiy 
hib'iihng between the two State';,” 

Thu !s not the language of hofiilitv, not even of dilcontent, Fiom what diipo- 
htio’i in the hiendiy heait of Tippoo thefe amicable pi ofeliion'? have pioceeded, how 
they ne conneded with a regard to tiuth and juftice, oi calculated to Itrengthen the 
fou-idations of kannony and roncord^and to impiefb me with a fcafe of the Sukaun’s 
fiiendihipj can now admit of no queftton , fince it is now pioved, that thefe Jetteis 
weitt written at the vciy moment when Tippoo was in anxious expectation of the 
hoi'll^ airivai ol that inilitpiy fuccourj which he had folicited fiom the Enemy, for 
the expiefs purpole of commencing a wai of aggreffion againll; the Company’s pof- 
kfllons. 

The motive tiierefore of Tippoo Sukaun was no other, than that avowed in his 
eoircfpondence with the Enemy, and publiflied under the eyes of his own Ambafla- 
dors, ‘‘ ail at dent defire to ex^el rl:s Brthjto nation from India d’ 

It appears highly probable, that he was inlligated by the piomifes and exhoi rations 
of the Government of Fiance (w'hofe emiffaiies have leached his councils) to haflen 
the execution of a project, in which every confideiation of intereft, and every fenti- 
ment of paffion, would induce the French to embark with a degree of zeal, aidour, 
and lancour, not infeiior to his own. 

The importance of thefe poireffioiis to all the moil; valuable mteiefts of Great 
Biitain, has pointed the particular attention of the Government of Fiance to the 
deftrudion of oui empnein India. The profperity of our fettlements m India has 
long been the piimaiy and undifguifed objed of the jealoufy of Fiance, avowed by- 
all hci mmidcis in eveiy negotiation, and by all her rulers in every ftage of her m- 
numci able 1 evolutions, Tippoo therefore might reafonably hope, that if the cefla- 
tion of hoflilities on the continent of Europe ftiould at any time enable the French 
Diredory to turn their views to the diflurbance of the peace of India, fuch an ad- 
venture would be amongft the earlieft of their operations. 

The concluficn of a peace upon the continent of Europe may have appeared both 
to Tippoo and to the French, to offer a favouiable opportunity foi the piofecution 
of their joint defign. The premature difclofuie of this defign, may perhaps be im- 
puted rather to tl'C policy of M. Malaidc, than to the imprudence of Tippoo. Whe- 
ther the fcope of that policy was to involve us in a war with Tippoo, or to expofie 
his treacheiy to our view,' is yet a matter of doubt} but, whatever circumftances 
occafioned the premature difclofuie of the defign, whether the defign was wifely oi 
xafhly conceived?— whether it has partially fucceededjor entirely failed? — aie queftiors, 
the folution of which in no degree affeds the offenfive nature of an aggreffion fo 
unpiovoked, and of a violation of faith fo flagrant and unqualified. The hiftory of 
the world fcanely fuiniflies an inftance, in which any two powers have united in 
confedracy or aihcnce precifely with the fame motives. The pai ty pi opofmg an 
offenfive alliance againft the Company, cannot be abfolved fiom the confequences of 
fuch an ad, by any appaient or real indiffeience m the party accepting fuch a pro- 
pofal, the condud of Tippoo Sukaun therefore cannot be corredly eftimated by 
refeience to the luppofed motives ofMonfieur Malartic. 

From the application of the acknowledged principles of the law of nations to the 
fids ct this cafe, 1 formed try judgment of the lights of the Company, and of my 

own 
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oTvn duties, with leferencc to the aggidron ofTippoo. The ccuife of leafoiing 
which I puifued, may be flaied in the foliooing irannei : 

The lights of States, applicable to eveiy cafe of contefl: with fuicign powei,a'‘e 
created and iuTiitecl by the necePlty of preferving the public fafet/ , this neccfilc;/ 
IS the foundation of the reciprocal claim, of all nations, to explanuiion of fulpuious 
oi ambiguous conduft, to lepararion fui injuiies done, audio fccuiiiy ag iail i.nurtcs 
intended. 

In any of thefc cafes, when juft farisfadion has been denied, oi from the evident 
nature of ciicumftances cannot otherwife be obtained, it is the undoubted right c>f 
the injured paity to refoit to aims for the vindication of the public fafety, and in 
fuch a conjunflute, the right of the ftate becomes the duty of the government, 
tinlefs fome material confideration of the public inteieft fhould forbid the attempt. 

If the condud of Tippoo Sultaun had been of a nawire v/liich could be teimed 
ambiguous or fufpicious, if he had meiely incitafed his force beyond his oid’naiy 
eftabiiftiment, oi had ftationed it in fome pofition on our confines, or on thofe of out 
Allies, which might juftify jcaloufy oi alaim ; if he had renewed his fcciet mtiigues at 
the Couitsof Hydrabad, Pooiiah, and Cabul, or even if he had entered into any ne- 
gotiation with Fiance, of vdiich the objeft was at all obfeure ; it might be our duty 
to refoit, in the fiift mftance, to his conftrudion of proceedings, which being of a 
doubtful chaiader, might admit of a fatisfadoiy explanation. But where theie is 
no doubt; there can -be no matter for explanation. The ad of Tippoo’s Ambaf- 
fadors, ratified by himfelf, and accompanied by the landing of a French foice in his 
Country, is a public, unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of Wai, aggravated 
by an avowal, that the objeft of the war is neither explanation, leparation, nor fe- 
curity, but the total deftiuftion of the Btitifli Government in India. 

To afFeft to mifundeiftand an injury or infult, of fuch a complexion, would aiguc 
a confcioufnefs either of weaknefs or of fear. No ftate in India can mifconftrue the 
conduft ofTippoo. The Coirefpondence of oui Refidents at Hydrabad and Poonah, 
fulEciently manifeft the conftiu6bon which it beais at both thofe Courts, and in fo 
clear and plain a cafe, oui demand of explanation would be juftly attributed either 
to a defeft of fpiiit, or of power. Theiefult of fuch a demand would therefore be, 
the dilgiace of our charaftei, and the diminution of our influence and confideration 
in the eyes of our Allies and of every powei in India. If the moment fhould ap- 
pear favourable to the execution of Tippoo’s declared defign, he would anfwer fuch 
a demand by an immediate attack ; if, on the other hand, his preparations fhould not 
be fufficiently advanced, he would deny the exiftence of his engagements with Fiance; 
would pel fift in his denial, until he had reaped the full benefit of them , and, finally, 
aftei having completed the improvement of his own Aimy, and received the accef- 
fion of an additional Fiench Foice, he would turn the combined ftrengih of both 
againft our PofTefTions, with an alacrity and confidence infpired by oui inaftion, and 
with advantages redoubled by our delay. In the prefent cafe, the idea therefore of 
demanding explanation, muft be rejefted, as being difgt aceful in its pnnciple and 
frivolous in its objeft. The demand of reparation, in the ftuft fenfe of the term, 
cannot piopeily be applied to cafes of Intended injury, excepting in thofe inftances, 
wheie the natme of the reparation demanded may be eflentially connefted with fecurky 
againft the injui lous intention. 

Where a ftate has unjnftly feized the property, or invaded the territory, or vio- 

2 B ? lated 
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lateJ the r'ghts of another, reparation may be made, by reftoring what ha<^ been 
unjuftly taken, or by a fubfequent acknowledgment of the right which has been in- 
fringed: But the cauie of our complaint agamft Tippoo Sultaun, is not, tliat he has 
feized a portion of our property which he might reftore, oi invaded ? part of our 
teriitory which he might again cede, or violated a tight which he might hereafcei 
acknowledge, we complain, that, profeffing the moft amicable difpofition, bound by 
fubfilling Treaties of Peace and Fiiendfhip, and unprovoked by any offence on our 
part, he has maniteftcd a defign to effedt our total deftruftion , he has prepared the 
means and inftruments of a War of extet mination agamft us; he has folicited and 
received the aid of our inveterate Enemy, for the declared purpofe of annihilating 
our empire, and he only waits the arrival of a more effedual fuccour, to ftnke a 
b’ow agamft our exiftence. 

That he has not yet leceived the effedual fuccour which he has folicited, may be 
aferibed, eithei to the weaknefs of the Government of Mauritius, oi to their want of 
zeal in his caufe, or to the rafhnefs and imbecility of his own councils ; but neither 
the meafure of his hoftility, nor of our right to reftram it, nor of our danger from 
it, are to be eftimated by the amount of the force which he has adually obtained ; 
For we know that his demands of Military Afllftance were unlimited ; we know that 
they were addrefled, not merely to the Government of Mauritius, but to that of 
Fiance, and we cannot afeertam how foon they may be fatisfied to the full extent 
of his acknowledged expedations. This therefore is not merely the cafe of an injury 
to be repaired, but of the public fafety to be fecured againft the piefent and future 
defigns of an irreconcilable, defperate, and treacherous Enemy. Againft an Enemy 
of this defeription, no effedual fecurity can be obtained, otheiwife than by fuch a 
Redudion of his Pow-er, as fball not only defeat his adual preparations, but eftablillj 
apcimanent reftralnt tipon his futiue means of offence.

The Papers fuhfeqvent to No. ao, exhibit the inter courfe which fubfifled between Tippoo 
Sultaun and Zennaun Shah, the King of Cabul j for purples hofiile to the Britilh Fmpire‘ 
in India. 

It is proper to remark, that the late Tippoo Sultaun, either with a view to denote, in- 
the mofi confpicuous manner, his pretenfions to abfolute Sovereignty and Independame, or 
from the fuggeflions of pride or caprice, or from thofd motives combined, changed the Mr a 
m ufe with all other Mujfulman States, and altered the names and defignations of all the 
Offices of Government , of the divtjions of Territory and terms of Revenue i of the imple- 
ments of war, and of corns, weights, and meafures , fubjiitutmg names of hts own inven- 
tion, for thofe which are in ufe in every other part of Hindooftan. The Mra •which he 
adopted, is precfely the Tellmgana, which commenced with the Caih-Joog or fourth incar- 
nation of Vifbnou acco'r ding to the Mythology of the Hindoos —It conjifis of fucceffiive 
Cycles of 60 years each, every year bearing a difiinSt name, and of thefs Cycles 81 arefati 
to have elapfed .

Correfpondeuce, found in the Palace of Seringapatam, all of the fame tendency, and mam- 
fefimg the fame implacable hatred of the Britifh Nation. The recent difcovery and trarf- 
mtffiion of a large portion of that Corrcfpondence, occajions the following' ColkSiion to be lejs, 
complete than it might have been, by the addition of Papers equally interejhng and important 
with thofe now printed, which would ferve to conneSl the chain of tranfaSlions, and tO' 
corroborate the evidence of faSis.

In the Name of the Moft Merciful God ! 

ON the 5th of the month Ahmedy, of the year Sauz I2as from the birth of Mo- 
hnmmud, anfweiing to the 4th Showaul (coirefponding with the ad April 1797,) 
the Piopofitions from the Khoodadaud Sirkar were made to the French Nation, 
through Francois Ripaud, an European j and letters were caufed to be wi itten with 
his hand to the Nation, and forwarded by Mirza Baukir, Meer Meeraun ; Huflun 
Alii, Mullick-oo-Toojar j Meer Ghoolaum Alii, Meer Yem ; and Meer YoofufAlh, 
Meer AflbfF •, together with letters from the Preftnee. By the favour of God they 
will arrive in fafety. Before the Propofition was declared, the faid Francois Ripaud, 
of his own accord, ftanding up, took the oath of his Nation, and killed the National 
Cockade which he wears in his hat. Then the five Articles here under parricu- 
Sarized, were caufed to be written. A copy of the Hookuranaumeh ( or paper of m- 
firuSims ) to all the four perfons, is alfo laferted hereunder. 

Article ift. — That friendfhip between the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and the Nation 
of the Khoodadaud Sirkar and the French Nation, be fo firmly eflabliflied by oath 
and engagement as long as the fun and moon fliall hold their courie, that no inter- 
ruption in it may ever take place. — If (which God forbid >) any difference in woid 
or deed Ihould occur among individuals of the clafs of fervants, in any tranfadion, 
■mi offence to enter into the minds of the ( contrasting) parties, but the affair to be 
cleared, up by correfpondence and perfonal negotiation.— The French Officers (Sir- 
dars) to be obedient ( to the Sirkar,) 

ARTici,E,ad> — Owing to connedion with the French, the Englifh uniting 
to themfelves the Mahrattas and Nizam Alii Khaun, came againft the dorninions of 
Khoodadaud Sirkar, took (from me) Three Crores and Thirty Lacks in Specie, 
4 . and 
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and h&\{(fny) Counfry, and othciwife occafioned (me) heavy Ioffes. — All thefe cir- 
cumftances are fully known to the French Nation. Moreover, the French Nation 
had it at heart to expel the Englifh from Hindollan—it is theiefore written that the 
French Nation fliould afford perfedt affuiance to the Khoodadaud Sirkar, fo that 
their enemy may be diiven out of India. Whenever the queftion of concluding a 
peace f mfh the Eriglijh ) may be agitated m Europe, information is given in the firfb 
inftance to the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and the queftion to be decided with a due con- 
formity to the demands of the Khoodadaud Siikar by mutual concert. To the ex- 
ception of the counti y lately wrefted from the Khoodadaud Sirkar, all the reft of the 
Biitifli Teintonal Poffcffions to be equally divided ; and m the fame manner fuch of 
the Ships, Wands, and Ports belonging to the Englilh and the Portuguefe as may 
fall into ( our) hands, together with all ftores ( Serinjaum ) and effefls, to be equally 
divided. 

Article jd. — As far as 10,000 Soldiers, 30,000 Negioes, (Hubp^ee) &c. to be 
landed , and fliips of war in proportion to the number of Troops to be in attendance 
at Sea, until the concluhon ot the War. Whatever Money, Military Stoies, and 
Gi am may be required, ihail be provided by the Khoodadaud Sirkar, as fhall alfo 
Carriages, Ploifes, and Bullocks. After the conqueft and partition of the Country 
and Forts, accounts fhall be fettled with the Fiench for the Money that may have 
been expended. The French Office) s and their Troops to be fubjedt to the orders 
of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, with refpedl to engaging, marching, and halting. The 
Fiench army to land at the fort of Mirjaun, which is in the countiy of the Khooda- 
daud Sirkar and in the neighbourhood of Goa, which extends to the large livcr

HAVING appointed you Foui torairy on a Negotiation between the Khoodadaud 
Sidnu and the Fiench Nation, you hate been empowered to agitate the five Aicicles 
annexed to this — Gonfideiing yourfelves foitunatein obtaining fo impoitantan em- 
ployment, let your condu6t be confoimable to the commands of God, and of his 
Mcllenger; and keeping engiavtJ on your minds the engagement to which you bound 
youilclves in the Akfah Morqne, make them the lulc of your aftions upon all occa- 
fion'.

&ip with the Khoodadaud Siikar , — that you will completely afcertain ’and then, at 
a private conference, you will, with your own hvinds, delivei the foui Ficnch letters 
refpebhvely into the hands of the Siidars, and adapt your difcourlc fo as to flatter 
them, and promote the fuctefs of the objcdi of ysur mifllon. — It is a known faying. 
The pleafed Labouier fucceeds in his tindrr^axing.”-— You wJl alfo ftate, that on 
account of tlie feciecy of your million. Jewels and Khelauts (er bonotaty drejfes) 
See, tokens of FiiendUnip, have nor been lent on the part of the Khoodadaud Sukar, 
but that, pleafe God, when a meeting takes place With the Piefence, which thiough 
the Divine favour will foon happen, every maik of favour and indiilguice v/iii ber

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jliewn.— Such are the fiiendly fcntlments which you mufl. expri.r'..—“In fliort, you 
nu}!:, in private with the five sirdars, afccitam their chipofition — rh.it is to fay, afcei- 
t. iO, It fiomthe tenor of their chfcourfii they are defirous of cultivating fiicndfhip 
with the Khoodadaud Sirkat, and aie inclined to fend an Auny to the C.tll!cut 
quarter, or to the coaft belonging to the Khoodadaud Sirkar.— After afceuaining 
this, you vill propofeto t! em, that both part'e$ Oiould mutually ratify their afiu ances 
according to then* lefpeftive tenets, ami jo’n with one heait to exterminate the 
Knemy. —If they llioiild agree to fend back with you an army under the Command 
of a Sirdar, and fhould bind themfclves toi^ou by oath and engagements, you will 
in the fime manner give them affurances under oath and engagement. — Should they 
(which God forbid 1) merely agree to fend an Army, but lefufe to bind themfclves 
by foimal engagements, you are not to ftand upon this point; but in that cafe, you 
TOuft have the five articles of agreements diawn up in the Fiench language, and 
drliver the fame to them; receiving from them a Counterpait , and fending Meer 
Yoofuf AIIi with the troops, the remaining Three of you are to embaik with the 
two (French) Sirdais, v.^hom they will nominate for the purpofe, on board one of 
their Ships, and proceed to Fiance; and by the favour of God being arrived at the 
place of your deftination, you will caufe thofe two Sirdars to write notice of your 
arrival to the Minifters , and piocecdmg into their Country with the utmoft polllble 
ftcrecy, you will meet the five conftitiited Sirdars of that Countty, who are called 
Pouvoir Executif. — After compliments and expreflions of legard, you will puvately 
ftate to them, that by the favor of God, the bonds of friendfliip between the Khoo- 
dadaud Sirkar and the French Nation have veiy long been daily acquiring ftiength, 
as IS w’ell known to them — That they are not ignorant chat the enmity of iheir Ene- 
mies towards the Khoodadaud Sirkar, originated in the deputation of the Ambafia- 
dors from the Khoodadaud Siikar to France, which foimeily took place— That the 
fum of my clefire is, that as long as the Sun and Moon fhall endure, our mutual 
fr-ientlfhip may remain and encieafe daily. — Pieafe God, you will efieft the complete 
facisfadlion of both paities, and employ your endeavours to the encreafe of friend- 
Ihip. — You will explain to them, in detail, the five Articles which have been com- 
mitted to writing. — You are well wifiiers and faithful fervants of the Khoodadaud 
Sirk.ir, and you wifli well to the votaries of the Faith, exerting your zeal thciefore 
to the utnaoft, you mufl make your court to them by the moft impreffive and flatter- 
ing language, and by the expieffion.s of perfedl cordiality. — You muft perfuade them 
to aS; according to the five Articles which you are empowered to negotiate, and to 
execute mutual engagements to that effefl, agreeably to the refpedtive tenets of the 
parties; and caufing them to draw out a Treaty ( or engagement) accordingly, make 
them fign, leal, and deliver the fame. — You will alfb draw up and dehvei a Treaty 
( or engagement) in the fame terms, and engage that a like inftrument fhall be figned 
and fealed by the Prefence, and delivered to their Sudars (meaning, tt is to he Juf- 
fofed, thoje of their Nation m India.) 

leaving thus entered into engagements, you will bring with you the Troops, &c, 
together with the Ships of war as fpecified m the five Articles, as alfo Aizets (ad~ 
drejfes) from them to the Prefence; and Letters of injunflion to the Sirdars of the 
French Nation who are arrived in this quarter, requiring them to pay obedience to 
the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and to receive the engagement to be executed under my 
Seal and Signature.— Should there be any appearance of a ceffation of hoftilities be- 
tween 
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tween the contending pai ties in Europe, you will require them to flipulate for the 
reftitution of that half of the Country, and of the Three Crores and Thiity Lacs of 
Rupees, which their Enemy wiefted from me, becaufe of my attachment to their 
Nation. — This requifition you will couch in proper Terms. 

After your arrival at the Mauritius, when you fliall have afcertained from the dif- 
courfe of the Sirdais of the Fiench Nation ( at that ■place) that they are dilpofed to 
cement the friendfliip fubfifting between that Nation and the Khoodadaud Sirkar, 
and that they are determined to join in extirpating the Enemy, and that fuch alfo is 
the difpofition of thofe in Europe, and when they ihall have agreed with earned: 
coidiahty to fend a Ship with you, and a conhdential perfon ( to Europe) then you 
may proceed. 

Should you however (which God foibid •) find them aveife to the Alliance be- 
tween the Khoodadaub Sirkar and the Fiench Nation, you will confine thefe fecrec 
points to your own breafts j and dating yourfelves to have come mei ely upon a trad- 
ing concern, all four of you, m conceit with the Mcer Behei, Komaul-oo-deen, will 
draw up a ftatement of fafts, neither omitting nor adding a fingle circuraftance, 
affix thereto your Seals and Signatures, depofit it in a Chefl, and repair to the Pre- 
fence. 

If the European Navigators who accompany you, fhould not confent to return 
with you, you muft entertain and bring others. 

Ten Cannon fbunders—ten Ship builders — ten manufacturers of China Ware- 
ten Glafs and Minor rrakeis — ten makers of Ship Blocks (literally Wheels) 
and Wheels ( or Engines ) for railing Water, and other kinds of Wheel-woik — and 
Workmen verfed in fine Gold Plating j are required m the Khoodadaud Sirkar. — « 
You will dace to the French Sirdars, that they are to condder the defire to manu- 
facture thefe Articles, as anfing from the friendfhip and attachment of the Khoo- 
dadaud Sirkar, and as a means of promoting their intereds, and to requeft that they 
will therefore fend ten Artificers of each foit. After obtaining thefe people, you 
will fix fuitable wages for them before you leave the place, giving them alfo fome- 
thing m advance •, and after their embarkation, you will give them an allowance of 
Provifions (literally Giatn) on the part of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and tianfport 
them hither. — Pleafe God, after your return to the Prefence, you will deliver up thefe 
Jnftiudions. 

On the 5th of the month Ahmedy of the year Sauz 12.25 from the Birth of Mo- 
humraed, anfwenng to Sunday the 4th of the month Showaul ( correjponding with 
txd April 1797) at the 8th hour of the day (about 9 o'clock, d.M.) at the hour 
Kummer, and the entrance of the Sun into the fign Tauius, the Original of thefe 
Indrudlions was written by the hand of Syud Mohummed Meer Adbf.

Supplemental Instructions. 

Whatever propofitions the Fiench Sirdars may make to you, you are to take them 
down in writing with your own hands, and tell them, that, pleafe God, you will give 
an anfwer on the following day. — You will then return home, and all Four of you 
aflembling in private, you will confult together upon the anfwer to be given j and 
having determined upon it, you are to commit it to writing; and all Four having 
figned it, you are to depofit it m a cheft, and the anfwer, in confoimity to the terms 
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of itj r CO be veibally dcliveied by Mirza Baukir, all t’ae id fi tine by and iiden- 
lUif. —Should Muza Bauk»r make any mllUke in dciiveiinj^ ihe aafv.ei, the left ate 
to ptompt him. 

You imift all of you ftudy the Ft cnch Language, but none of you muft converle 
v/kh the French Siidars in French. You aie to Ipeak thio’ an Interpreter, yet if 
the Intel pteter Ilwuld miftake a woid oi two, you will fet hitn light m Fiench , ex- 
cepting however one or two woids, none of you Four mufb hold any converfe in the 
Fiench Language, becauie, while an Interpreter is employed, they (the Sudors) 
cannot tell w hether you fay anything moie or lefs, wheieas if the French Sirdars fay 
any thing moie or lefs, you, knowing the language, will detedl it — you mufl: make 
youriclves appear ignoi ant of their language, wheieby you will be able to learn their 
real fentiments, while they confuk together upon the vaiious fubjeds that come be- 
fbie them. 

As there are no Clove or Nutmeg trees in the Khoodadaud Sirkar, you are 
direded to defire the Sirdiis at the Mauritius, to fill fame boxes with Seeds, and 
alfo to lend Ibme Plants by the Ships. 

You will commit to papei all chcumftances refpeding the Negotiation at the 
Mauritius, and forward the account to the Prefence by a French Ship, befoie you 
pioceed on your voyage. 


TFIE lacred Command is ifilied to Mirza Baukir, FIufTein Alii, Meer Yoofuf 
Alii, and Meer Ghoolaum Alii, that, provided they are fuccefsful, that is to fay, 
provided they obtain formal engagements from the Leaders of the French Nation, 
it matters not tho’ they expend from one Imaumee to five Lacks, Jiill however on 
condition, that the engagements take place.

TRANSLATION of the Tranjcript of a Letter, in the Perfati Language, con- 
tained in a Mmorandtm Book, and purpoting to be a verfion from a Letter 
in the French Language *. 

The Original of this Number ts in the hand-writing of Syud Mohummud KJoaun, who 
was killed on the 4th of May, 

In the Name of the moft Meiciful God ! 

On the 4th of Ahmedy of the year Sauz, 
( anfwertng to the id of April 1797.) 

Salutations of Friendfhip on the part of his Majefty, the Shadow of God, to the 
Sirdars of the Mauritius and the French Nation. 

You well know the fnendflup which has fubfifted with the French Nation from 
the time of my late Father to the prefent.— -Fronn the time that the French com- 
bination ( this appears to allude to the Revolution ) took place, it has been my defire to 
make known to you the fentiments of my heait, but, for want of fome perfon ac- 
quainted with your laws and cuftoms, the communication of my defiies has remained 
in fufpence. Tt has now fortunately happened, that by the arrival of Ripaud, I have 
ieaint all circumftances of that quarter from his veibal communications. Conceiving 
the preleat to be a favourable opportunity to confiim our ancient friendfhip, I have 
determined to renew it in fuch a manner, that our interefts being hencefoiward con- 
fidered as one, my Enemies fhall be confidered as your’s, and your Enemies as 
mine ; that the mofi; inviolable engagements and alliance Ihould be entered into, and 
that while life icmains, this friendly conneflion flaould be obfcrved — You now fee the 
dcgiee and the-nature of that fiiendfriip which I profefr towards the French Nation \ 
when I receive fimilar proofs of your fentiments, I fliall be difpofed to eftablifli the 
fyftem of friendfliip above .defcribed — your friendfhip and your attatcbment wil then 
be proved, when your Land and Military Forces fhall arrive in this Countiy, and then 
fhall I fulfil the promife I have above gii^en. The war in which I was fometime 
fince engaged, was entiiely owing to my friendfhip with the French Nation. For- 
merly, when a French force arrived in my Dominions, I fulfilled every article which 
the obligations of fiiendfhip impofed upon me— -The fhamelefs, thieving, robbing 
Enghfh, of themfelves incompetent, leagued with the Mahrattas and the Mogul, 
{the Nizam) and accompanied by them, attacked me in every quarter— At the very 
height of the war with the Enghfh, Coffigny, who had come to me through the in- 
tervention of Monfi Huffy, was, at his mftance, induced to abandon me , and Lally, 
who was m the fervice of the Sirkar, after embezzling large fums of money, prepared 
to withdraw himfelf— This circumftance coming to my knowledge, I impofed my 
commands upon him, and he, in confequence, was withheld from departing. Not- 
withfianding the union fubfifling between me and the French, the Commander of the 
French troops abandoned me : In confequence of which, they {i. e. the Engltjh and 
their- A^tes) forced me to make Peace, and wrefled from the Khoodadaud Sirkar, 
Thirty Lacks of Rupees in Specie, and the half of my finefl Provinces, and divided 
the whole aniong them. What has happened, has happened , henceforward it muft

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not be fo : Hei'eafter, when War (hall be declared againu yo'jr Enemies, or Peace be 
concluded, you muft adt, in thefe relpedts, under my oiders according to the plea- 
fure of my Government and my People. One point of a particular nature, and that 
muft not be forgotten, is this : I and my People are ignorant of the lav s and cuftoms 
of the French Nation, and the latter are equally unacquainted with thofeof my Sirkar 
‘ — fhould any of the fubjedts of my Sirkar, or of the French Nation, commit any 
irregularity, he muft be reprimanded, and the adjuftment of fuch cafes, as they oc- 
cur, is advifeable, in order that no interruption may take place in the fnendihip of 
the Parties. — It is announced to the Sirdais of the French Nation, that in the fealbn 
of War, they are to be under the orders of the Siikar — this is a point which the 
French Nation and the French Sirdars will, no doubt, approve , for the cuftoms and 
mode of warfare in this Country, are diftind. — favouiable opportunity now prefents 
itfelf, and I therefore now communicate to my friends, the objeds which I have at 
heart — If you ftiall concur in them, not an individual, not a tiace of the iniquitous 
Englifti fliall remain in the expanfe of Hindoftan — If, at this time, a body of your 
regular Europeans, and free negroes {luerallj your new Brothers') whom you have with 
you, arrive, joined to my troops, they will expel the iniquitous Enghfli from 
Flmdoftan j and whenever the French troops lhaii ainite with mine to attack the 
Englilb, the powers of Hindoftan will be unable to afford them affiftance, becaufe 
they are engaged in domeftic diffenfions.— It has already been ftated, ‘that my Enemies 
fliall be confidered.as your Enemies, and your Enemies as mine,’ they are truly one 
and the fame. — You muft now be fully apprized of my fentimentsj it only remains, 
that you fhould, widi the utmoft expedition, apprize me of your’s. — Immediately on 
receipt of what I have written, let me know whether you agtee to if or not, but do not 
engage foi any tiling which you will not perform. — All this is to be afenbed to my 
attachment to the French Nation —I have retained Citizen Francois Ripaud , through 
him I (hall be made acquainted with the contents of any letteis you may write, and 
through him I ftsall wiite anfwers. Citizen Ripaud fhall v/ant for nothing, but being 
honoured by a ficuation of importance, he has been retained by me undei every cir- 
ciiraftance of comfort; his mind has been fet at eafe on the pan of the Khoodadand 
Sirkar, and be has been retained (literally Jent for) in order to adjuft the concerns, 
and increafe the friendfhip of the French Nation and the Khoodadand Sirkar. You, 
on your pan, alfo, muft write to him in teims calculated to lemove his apprehenfions ; 
intimating to him, that his continuing with the Khoodadaud is very right and proper 
for the promotion of our mutual mterefts. In the event of youi agreeing to what I 
have wiitten, with a view to cement the foundations of fnendihip, I now ftate to you 
the aid in proviiions which I am willing to make for the Land and Sea forces. 

Stipulations in favour of the French Nation, as follows: 

Article ift. — Immediately on the arrival of the French on the Coaft of ther 
Khoodadaud Sirkai, Piovifions of ail kind, (Wine excepted) Carnage, &c. and all 
other neccflancs, lliall be Applied. 

Artich. ad. — Supplies of Proviiions, &c. ihall be furnifhed for the Land and 
Sea forces, by the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and money ihall alfo be advanced to them. 

Article 3d,-— Bullocks for the ArtiUery, with all their Equipments, Carriage Bul- 
locks, and Camels for the baggage of the Officers and Men, ffiali be furnifhed by the 
Khoodadaud Sirkaiv 


Article 
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4th. — To ptovide Palankeens for the Inghet Officers, and Hojfes and 
l.’ttous ht'e '4 rfj'.nrll hcrfesj for the others. 

AKnenE 5'h. — f)uung the War, fliould theje happen to be a deficiency ofPov/- 
der, Palls, etc, in the I let^i h Army, it fliull be fupplied by the Khoodadaud Sirkar. 

ARTiCLC 6th. — In mcdraccly on the arrival of the Fiench Troops^ 1 will march in 
Ptrlon with an Amy to tiuftife the Enemy. 

SfipilaLoiis on tho ['n t of the French to the Khoodadaud Sukar, as follows. 

Article iff. —The Fiench Tioops never to act in any thing without the confent 
of me and niy people, nor to difobey my oiders on any occafion, but to continue 
obedient to me. 

A.RTICLE 2d, — The French Troops and their Officers, who are coming hither, 
to undertake nothing without confuki.ng me. 

Article 3d.— If ary of the Officers of the French fhould excite diRurbance or 
treachery in the Aimy of the Klioodadaud Sirkar, the circumRance to be imme- 
diately reported to me, the offender to be feized, and fent to the Commanding Of- 
ficer of the Fiench, to be punillied according to their forms, and in like manner, 
ihould the French difcover any Sirdar of the Sirkar employed m exciting diftnrbance 
in the French Army, let him be feized and fent to me, that he may fuffer that pu- 
nifliment according to the forms of the Khoodadaud Siikar, which is abfolutely 
necefiaiy in fucb cafes, to prevent deputes between the two Armies. 

Article 4th. — Aftei the War, the amount of the expence I may have been at for 
the French, to be repaid me on a fair fettlement of accounts. 

Article 5th. — AU conquefts and captures of Territoiy, Effedts, Forts, Money, 
Articles, Grain, Ships, Sea Coafts, to be equally divided that is, half ffiall be affigned 
to the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and halfio the French. 

Article 6th. — Whatevei Teiritory belonging to the Englifli be taken, under 
this alliance with the French in conjunction with the troops of the Khoodadaud 
Sirkar, ffiall be divided} to the exception of that which formeily appertained to 
the ^Sirkar. 

Article yih. — On the redudtion of the fortrefs of Goa, it ffiall be retained by the 
Khoodadaud Sukar, and in like manner that of Bombay ffiall be affigned to the 
French. 

Article 8th. — AH Engliffi and Portuguefe pnfoners, male and female, ffiall be 
allowed the neceflary daily fubfiftence, and be kept in confinement until the con- 
clufion of the War, when they ffiaJl be fent out of the territories of the Khoodadaud 
Sirkar and the French. 

Article 9th. — By the 6th Article, all the Territory, Forts, Iflands, and Ports on 
the Sea Coaft, which may be taken, are to be equally divided t It ffiall depend upon 
the order of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, given with the knowledge of the French Troops, 
what Forts ffiall be garnfoned, and what ffiall be deftroyed. — This point fliali not 
depend upon a reference to Europe. 

Article, I oth. — As affording the eafieft means of effedting the expulfion of the 
Engliffi andiPortuguefe, let me be fupplied from the Mauritius with from five to tea 
thoufand Europeans, and from twenty-five ,to thirty thoufand Negroes, &c. trained 
men. 

Article iith.*— The French Troops to difembark at Suddaffieo Gurrh (Onore) 

and 
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afnd iiTiijnedlately proceed to reduce Goa. The advantage of taking Goa will be 
this} that there will then be a place for the Ships to remain at, and the Troops will 
be eafily fiipplied with the necelTary equipments. 

Article i ath. — After having fully confidered thefe Propofitlons, let me have 
Ipeedy intelligence, by a fmall velTel difpatched for the purpofe, whether you will 
agiee to them oi not, in order that eveiy thing neceflary for the troops may be pre- 
pared. An European will be ftationed on the Sea Coaft, to fend intelligence of the 
lliips. Aubaine, an European, is fent Tranfmit me information reipeding the 
coming of the troops by his hands, as he is acquainted with my ports. 

Article i 3th.— Four perfons in niy confidence are now deputed. Of thefe I requefii 
you VI ill difpatch two upon one of your Ships to France, accompanied by fome con- 
fidential perfon, whom you may feledl for the purpofe. The negotiations that are to 
be earned on m France fhali be through them. I have entrufted them with a packet' 
addreiTed to the leaders of the Fiench Nation • difpatch them with this packet. As 
to the two Sirdars who are direfled to bring the troops, you will bring them back 
with you on one of your fliips. I beg you will get my fliip, wbich is now going, cop- 
pered , and' if tliat can be done in time, let her return with your fbip , hut if that 
cannot be, place a commander m her, and let her follow. 

Article 14. — While engaged in attacking the Englifh and Portuguefh, fhould the 
Mahrattas and the Mogul f JSizam ) affift them, we muft chaftife them effedlually.

of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and he who is particularly attached to the Sirkar is 
fiipported by the Chiefs of that State.

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Intelligence refpefting the Mahiattas : 

The Head of the State threw htmfelf off the ton of his houfe, and was killed.— 
All the Chiefs are inimical to one another, and upon the point of proceeding ta hof- 
tilities, and they no longer poflefs any authority throughout the country. — The 
Troops of Zemaun Shah Dooranny have reached Delhi, the capital of the Emperoi. 
He himfeif is come with them. — The Mahratta Troops have made their appeal ance 
in vaiious places in the Delhi province, and are continuing to colleft. All the 
Chiefs of Hindoftan are difafiedted to the Mahrattas, on account of their opprefllons. 
Theie is no doubt they will foon be expelled from that countiy. I'he domeflic 
difputes of the two Siidars (meaning the Nizam and the Mahrattas) certainly 
prevent either from joining the Engliili. At the defire and inftigation of Zemaun 
Shah, Miiza Amaum ( the late fizter Ajjb-foo-'De’whh) has quarielled with the Eng- 
lifh, aflembled his army, and is prepared for hoftilities againrt them. The Engjifh 
hkewife have aflembled their army in Bengal. In the Calicut Difirict, the Rajah 
of Cotingerry has Gain in battle near a thoufand Englifh Soldiers, and thi ee or four 
thoufand Native Troops. The whole of the Calicut Diftiidt is rendered difaffedled 
by the oppreffion and violence of the Englifh. In various places, the Inhabitants are 
in Arms, and do not acknowledge the Englifh Authoiity. The Polygars, that is 
to fay, the Chiefs of the Mafulipitam, Ellore, and Arcot Diftridts, are alfo ready to 
revolt. They have killed and cut off the head of the Son of Abdooi Wahaub Khaiin; 
In flioit, now IS the moment of oppoitunity.

HuiTun Ally and Shaik Ibrahim, after offering their refpeifts at the foot of the 
Throne, reprefent as follows : 

ON Wednefday the 9th ofBehaiy, of the year 1226 from the biith of Mohum- 
mod, {anjwenng to the iSth April 1798) we landed in fafety with the Lafcars and 
other Attendants. 

The following is an abftradl Statement of the force lent by Geneials Malartic, 
Sercy, and Mangallon, from Mauiitius, to be employed n| the Service.

Excluftve of Monfieur De Bay, the Watch-maker, who was fent from the Capi- 
tal {Seringapatam) with us j making together icso Perfons, agreeably to the Mufter 
Roll which is difpatched to your Majefty, and from which every thing will appear. 

The party agreeably to the fuggeftion of their Chiefs, were difembarked and fur- 
nifhed with feparate lodgings, which had been prepared for them. 

Altho’ there was no order from the Prefence for giving a daily Batta ( extra allow-- 
ance) or for furnifhing fubfiftence and neceflary fupplies for the Troops which 
might eventually arrive from Mauritius, yet, with a view to fatlsfy them, and fet their 
minds at eafe, we having confulted with Mirza Mohummed Baukir and Meer 
Mohummed Alh, the Affoff of Jemaulabad, fixed on fuch rates as appeared to 
us pi oper for the daily allowance of each individual, to have effedb until the receipt of 
orders from die Prefence : But the Sirdars or Chiefs would not affent to thefe rates, 
and they made application for allowances according to a ftatement of their own. 

We accordingly, confidenng the circumftances of the time, adopted their own 
rates, and they will be paid agreeably thereto, until notice be_ received from the 
Prefence. — A copy of the Statement fixed by us, with copy alfo of the^Meraoran- 
diim delivered by them, is tranfmittpd to your Majefty, and every thing will appear 
from them. 

May it pleafe your Majefty ! — The application made by the two Generals for con- 
veyances foi themfelves, as well as for their dependants, appears by the Memoran- 
dum didlated by them, to be as follows; 

For the two Generals — two Palankeens and two Horfes, 

For the Commandant of the Troops, 10 Officers, 5 Captains, 6 Serjeants, 
I L.inguift, 2 Chief Officers of Artillery, and i Watch maker, altogether 2S 
perfons-— they require 28 Horfes and 2 Palankeens.

— The vaiious Ai tides and Baggage %v]'ic!i accoiijpsuv 
them, luoh as iaige Chelb, See, Sec. are very numerous, and excumely bulky and 
heavy; they may be eftimated at neaily the buithcn of a thoufand men; and at the 
time of carrying tins biggage over the Ghauts (Paflfes) &c. a fttU greater number ot 
labourers will be icquired than heretofoie, and by reafon of the great weight and 
bulk of the articles, great delay and tardinefs will certainly take place at the clifTe- 
rent fiages— The ftafon too of the rains, and for bad roads, is approached and at 
hand, moreover, it is the time fixed for the depaituie of the ACTofs, Aumildars, 
and Killahdais, ftationed on the road, according to their cngageiTcuts ; and ftom 
the bo' Jeis of Jemaulabad to Allaureh, your Majefty well knows in what a high 
ff'atc of cultivation the land is, the whole extent of the load — Under this circum- 
flanccj your Majefiy will be pleafed to older what you may think pioper. 

May It pkafe your Majefty! — In confequence of the tains (ihould perchance no 
hairing places be found in the cultivated Country) they will icquire for themfelves 
end tlcir equipage, as the Troops accompany them, Gundelehs (the fly of a lent) 
and fmall Tents foi the Chiefs, they will alfo want Provifions, Goats, Fowls, 
Rice, Sic. 

May it pleafe your Majefty !■ — Seven Chefts or Calks containing Nutmeg and 
Clove Tiees, Sec. w'hich agreeably to your Orders, were brought by us fiom the 
Mauritius, alfo require near eighty perlons to cany them — It occuried to us, before 
the receipt of an order fiom the Prefence, and their difpacch, a confideiable period 
muft elaple ; that the Rains vt'ere approaching (and God forbid that they Ihould 
receive any injury) We, therefore, in preference to every thing elfe, fent them ofF 
under charge of a Guard, to take care of them, with a Letter and an account pai- 
ticulars of the names of the Trees, which we tranllated from the account given by 
the Euiopean, and we gave pofitive injunflions for their being carried as far as the 
borders of Jemaulabad (the Affof of which place is Meer Mohumud Aliy) by 
Baigarnes {prjons ^rejfed for pubhc Service) and for their being tranfported from 
thence up to the Ghaut {Pajfes). Having conveyed them fo far, we defired alfo 
that they might be carried on, provided Baigairies could be procured as they pro<- 
i ceded. Under thefe circumftances, we truft that Lafcais and others may be oi- 
dered from the Piefence, with a view to expedite the conveyance of them, that they 
may receive no injuiy from delay. 

We have further to reprefent. That we have dilpatched to your Majefty three 
J. fitters from the Europeans; one from General Chapuy, the fecond from Geneiaf 
Uubuc, who at the time of our landing gave us one alfo to be prefented to your 
Majefty from a perfon named Monfieur L’Hermite: We alfo fend three Memoranda- 
of rates of allowance as fixed by us, and thofe which the Chiefs demand. Altogether 
there are five packets forwarded inclofed in our Letter, which we hope will be duly 
received— In addition to thefe, a frparate account of the Battle between, the Fsench' 
and Englifc Ships in the Roads of Tellicherry is alfo tranfmitted, and every thing 
%ill appear from it. 

May it pleafe your Majefty! — From the day of our departure on board the veflel of 
that Traitor Ripaud, till our arrival at Coriaul {Mangedore) whatever has occurred, 
and all that we have accomplifhed in our endeavours to promote the Interefts of the 
Khoodadaiid Sirkar, will be fully apparent on our arrival at the Prelence. One of us 
being unable to ride on hoifeba'ck in confequence of the heat of the weather, and his 

fbffenng- 
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fufFerlng much from boils, we tiuft that through youi Majefty’s extreme kindnefs, 
we faall be favored with a Dooly from the Prefence.

YOUR Letter dated the T4th Behaury of the year Shaudaub 1226 from the birth 
of Mohummud /o the poth April 1798) dilpatchcd by two camel meflen- 

geis, has been received, and the contents have been afcertained. 

You Bate that HulTun Ally and Mohumud Ibrahim had arrived with the French 
Sirdars {or Chief ') and fome Euiopean Recruits; and the account which you fens 
containing the lift of their names, and the allowances for their fubfiftence, has been 
received 

Accoidingto your requeft, two Palankeens and two Horles are fent for the two 
Chiefs, and 28 Horfes for the other Perfons; a Horfe is alfo fent for Mohummud 
Ibiahim, and you will take the Palankeen belonging to the European Ripaud, and 
having affigned two Palankeens to the two European Chiefs, and one to Huffun 
Ally, you will repair to the Prefence with the Europeans. For the tranfportation of 
their Baggage 300 men have been ordered, you will pay them their wages until 
their arrival at the Capital, and making them carry the baggage of the Europeans, 
bring them with you ; you will defire the European Chiefs to leave their furplus 
b'aggage behind them, depo firing it in a houfe, and placing a guard to take care of 
it, and the lemainmg neceffary ai tides they will bring with them; by the blefllng 
of God, after their arrival at the Prefence, their whole baggage will be fent for. 
Having fully explained this, you will bring them to the Prefence, 

An anfwer to their Letters is tranlraitted accompanying; you will accordingly 
deliver it to them. —They have been infoimed, that if it be neceffary to bring every 
body with them, they will do fo , but that if they have any thing particular to com- 
municate, fome of their Chiefs fliould repair immediately to the Piefence, and 
leaving the men with the othei Chiefs, give orders for their proceeding leifurely after 
them.— "Should the men be left behind, you will leave with them Komaul Mohu- 
mud, Mirda, and an Hiicarrah, for the purpofe of providing them-with neceffaries, 
and you yourfelves will proceed to the Prefence with the European Chiefs. — You 
will caufe them to be furnifhed with fuch a quantity of provffions as may be proper 
by the diffeient Aumils (Revemte Officers) of the Talooks, and give regular^ re- 
4:«ipts— An older (Rahdary) for this puipofe has been written, and is tranfmitted

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to you —Beaters for three Palankeens with three Duffadors, Jinvajce Nalk, Phen»

Your difpatchmg the Boxes containing the Trees was perfediy proper: Lafcars 
have alfo b^-en fent from the Pieience for the purpofe of bringing them on— You 
will brino- the Ship BuildC'^ who have ariivedto the Prefence as well as the other 
Artificers'} and after I ihall have feen them, they will be fent back for the purpofe of

IT has been ordered by the facred Prefenccj that ( we) tnuft bring 30,000 Horfe 
and 40,000 Infantry, 100 Guns and Moitars, with their Equipments and Artillery 
Men, with the Fiench foice. Provifions, carriage, conveyance, and rnil'tary ftores, 
lhall be lurniflied by the Khoocladaud Sirkar — This Article was not bi ought for- 
ward. 

That we fliould forward as great a number of Euiopeans as we can, together 
with ao or 30,000 men of colour, who know their exercde well, and accompanied 
by experienced Officers. 

That the Generals who may be lent on their part ( the French) be mafters of their 
profeffion, Ilich as General Mangalon , and, as our King is better verfed in the 
fyftems of India, the French Generals muft eonfult with him and carry on operations 
againft the enemy in concert with him. 

Whatever may be taken in this War from the enemies of our King and the Re- 
public, fuch as Towns, Forts, Fadfcories, Effeds, Ships and Veflels, Money,. &c. or 
whatever Cafli or Treafure be taken fiom Nations in fubjeflion to them 3 all thefe 
muft be divided into two (equal) one half for our King, and the other for 
the Republic ,• excepting the Country of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, which the Englifb 
formerly wrefted fiom it by force of arms; fuch country will be retained by the 
Sirkar, and they ( the French ) fliall have no fiiare in it, 

Sjhpuld the French Republic be defirous of maldng Peace with the Englifh, they 
are no-t to conclude fuch Peace without our King being comprehended theiein; be- 
caufe, after the Treaty of Alliance, the Enemies of the Republic will be ftill the 
Enemies of our King, and it would not be confiftent with Friendftnp and Juftice, not 
to include him in the Peace. 

Should any one in the fervice of the Khoodadaud Sirkar enter the French Camp 
and commit any outrage, let him be apprehended and fent to the Pretence, in 
order that he may be puniftied according to the forms of the Khoodadaud Snkar — > 
and in the fame manner Ihould any one of the French Army enter the Camp of our 
King, and be guilty of any outrage and irresularity, he lhall be immediately ap- 
prehended and fent to the General of the French Army, in order that he may 
punilh him agreeably to his own cuftoms — This Article was not brought for- 
ward. 

Should thefe Propofitions be approved by the Republic, we requeft the leaders of 
the Mother Republic, to iranfmit fpeedy intelligence thereof to our King, by a fmall 
vefiel, m order that his Highnefs inpenon may fetonfoot a formidable and viftorious 
Army to meet that of the French in the neighbourhood of Mirjaun, which place is 
clofe to Goa, — Oh, French Nation ! With a view to the mutual interefts of the parties, 

our 
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oar King intended to fend feveral Letters under his auguft Seal and Signature, with 
four Sirdais of high lani:, for the purpofe of negotiating upon a fhip belonging to 
the Khood.idaui Sirl<ar, to the ChicP of the Mother Countiy—Bat the apprehenfion 
of the enemy, and the unfatourabltnefs of the feafon, prevenred the meafure. A 
Standard of the Republic was hov’cvei quickly piepared, and fet up in the Camp 
of Lally, (hi3 Mi’jeJly) caufed it to be filuted wuii three thoufand Guns*— Ripaud 
and Monf De Bay can bear teflnr.ony to this fact — And whereas our King has de- 
clared, that he thus will fupport the Standaid of the Republic, Oh, French Nation ! 
if ye Will but confent to thefe Fiopofittons, you need not iiereafter fear your Enemies 
— Turn your thouglits only to the protection of your Ifland, for our King will keep 
the Englifh fo employed and enibai raffed, that they will be unable to turn then atten- 
tion towards you— Further, Zemaun Shah, K-ng of the Afghauns, and the greater 
part of the powers of India, aie united with our King for this purpofe, and will not 
ceafe until they fliall have iiven the Englifh out of India.

The Particulars of our Proceedings fiom our fiifb leaving Jemaul-abaud, 
until our arrival (return) at the port of Cowriaul f Mangalore) m the Khoo- 
dadaud Sirkar, are as follow : 

On Sunday the lythof Zaokree ia25 of tlie birth of Mohummed ( ^th Decern- 
2 >er 1797,) we embaiked — Ripaud occafioned the delay of a day or two in adjuft- 
ing the equipments of the Veffel, &c. On the 19th, we weighed anchor. — After 
proceeding five or fix Cofs to fea, Ripaud, accompanied by five or fix perlbns 
came up to us in a very difordeily manner, defiring us to fhew them the letteis which 
had been entrufledto us for the Sirdars (or Chefs) at the Mauritius — we obferved, 
that our ordeis from the Piefence were, not to open the difpatches until our arrival 
there, and that it was not becoming in him ( Ripaud ) who had laid the foundation 
of the prefent expedition, and who was acquainted with all ctrcumftances, to take fuch 
ftep. — All our perfuafions were of no avail ; he took the difpatches from us by foi ce, 
and tearing open the leathern envelope, wanted to open the Kliereetahs § aifo — we 
told him that he would be difgraced, and his improper proceedings be expofed among 
his whole nation, ( adding) that it was highly unbecoming in him to be guilty 'of 
fuch a degree of treachery and mifeondud : That until our arrival at the Mauiitius, 
we refpeded thefe Khereetahs as our own lives, and that we would fiicrifice our 
lives, but we would do with thefe Khereetahs as we had been direded by the Pre- 
fence — Upon this, he reftored them to us. — The next day he came to ns, and dc- 
fired that we would make over to him the Money which had been given to us by the 
Prefence, for him and his French afforiates, elfe (/aid he) I will go to Umbajee 
(meaning perhaps towards Bombay) and other quarters, for pluiidei,and will coaPt it

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five o; fix months— We anfweied, “ You know ve.y well, that the Money whkh; 
hi. Higluiefs afllgrjcd for our ex^ cnees was entrufted to us in your prefence, by 
'• Sluik Ahmud, Malhk-oo -1 oojar , knowing and feeing this, it is very unbeconi- 
mg in you to make this requeft.—Reluge of the World, Health ?— He afiigned for 
f.ur atcowod..iion, the place weie the Lalcais are, theie was no place for us to 
deep or to lit m-oui inconveniences cncieafed daily , at iaft we defired Ripaud to 
allot fome place foi us to remain m until cur amval at the Mau'itms, upon whicli 
he gave os a imall Dorey f Boat) which ■v^as on the vcffel, to deep and eat in, 
until cur aiuvalatthe Ifland. — From the day of our leaving Mangalore unUour 
nirival at hdauntius, he allowed us not mote than what he allowed the Lafcas‘„ 

ard which only fufilced for dunking, it was not enough for cooking. In Uie courfe 
of the voyage he took two vdlels, aftci taking the cargo out he releafed them. — 
Afcei ten or twelve days we fleered diieftly for the Mauiitius. Ripaud lent a 
meflage to me *y piopofing to reci e to us the commands which your Highnefs had 
entnifled to him, lefpcifting the negotiations with the Siidars of the Mauiitius , that 
we fliould take down a Tranflation of them, and make our reprefentations accord- 
ingly at the Ifland. We replied, that the Shaik Ahmud, Mullik-oo Toojar, had 
communicated to us in his (Rlpaud's) piefencc, oiders to this efledt , that whatever 
he Ripaud) fliould didate to us oi tell us, we fliould make our repi efentations ac- 
cordingly to the Siidars above-mentioned, through the medium of Monfieur De 
Bay. — Ripaud bought feveral papers tons, and didating toDe Bay, caufed him to 
write feveral Ai tides , which bemg done, he faid, that they were in conformity to the 
orders of the Piefence, and dcfired that we w'ould legulate our negociations ac- 
cordingly.— It is impoflible to defenbe the diftiefs we fuffered fiom the ram, and 
the motion of the Waves of the Sea. However, by the favor of God and your 
Majefty’s auspices, we furvived, and on Thuifday the 3d of the Month Rawzee- 
( i^th Januarj 1798,,! being airived within two cofs of die Mauritius, a pilot came 
off in a boat to karnthe ciicumftances of the Ship. — He came on boaid, and Ripaud 
received him with a great deal ofcoidiaiity — he told him that we were Ambaffadoisfenc 
by your Highnefs to the Sirdais of the hlauutius, and defired that he would fend 
fome one (on Jhore) to give notice. The Pilot immediately fent a J.,afcai with a 
verbal meflage to the General , and in two or three hours f after a Phyfleian came 
to afcertain the people’s health on boaid the fbip. He lent for all the men who 
were on board the veffel, and enquired Into the flare of eveiy man’s health, he then, 
came up to us, and made a falam ( or obeijanie) and told us, that he would imme- 
diately fend notice to the Geneul of our arnval , we defiied him to allot fome place 
for our accommodation on flioie, and enable us to difembark, adding that in a day 
or two after, we would commence our interviews wuh die Sirdaisj requefting that our 
arrival might not be made known to any one (elfe.) The Phyfician, after remaining 
an hour, returned to the Sirdars, and before two horns hadelapfed, fent four perfons 
of rank with a verbal meflage, ftating, that he was extremely happy at our arrival,, 
and that he would fend for us the next day— we leplied, by requetting chat he would 
fend foi us clandeftinely, fo that it fliould be known to no one j they replied, that it 
was veiy v/ell, they would report accoidingly to the General, and atft agieeably to 

fuch,

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fucli oidejs aa ^le mighr give — after this they went away. — In the mean time RipauJ 
catiied the Ship near to the land, and diopping the anchor »n the mouth of tnc 
River, immediately went to the Geneial. At twelve o’clock at night he came on 
board again, and told us that he had reprefented every thing to the General - "before 
his return hoivever, five or fix Sirdais and two Aids de Camp of General Malai- 
tic’s came to us on boaid the vcflel, and told us that they muft conform to the 
cuflom of their Nation, and that if they did not receive your Highnefs’s Ambafia- 
dois with due refpedt and attention, they would be cenfuied from home. We tifed 
eveiy argument in our powet to difluade them, but to no purpofe. The next day, 
the foldiers were drawn up in two lines, from the bank of the river to Geneial 
Malartic’s houfe, by General Malaicic’s dueftions, who fent feveral Officers in his 
own boat to meet us, and condudl us to his houfe — accordingly we went onfliore la 
the boat, and immediately upon our landing near a hundred-and fifty guns were 
fired, and we were conduced with the utmoft dcgiee of refpe£l to the Sirdars — 
When arrived at General Malartic’s houfe, the General himfelf. General Seicey, the 
Members of Council*, and othei Sirdars, met us at the door of the houfe. — The 
General feated us upon chairs clofe at his right hand. — We prefented your High- 
nefs’s Compliments to all the Sirdars, and told them that the objed: of our coming 
was to enquire after the health of your Majefty’s fnends, as no news of them had 
reached the Piefence for feveral years, and therefore your Majefty had deputed 
us to all the Sirdars, that we mighr afeertam and leturn with an account of the wel- 
fare of youi Majefty’s fnends. I then took the Khereetas containing youi Ma- 
jefty’s letters in my hands, rofe from my feat, and addrefiing the Sirdars, told them 
that they muft take the Royal Letters with refpeffc. — Upon this Geneial Malartic 
arofe, and taking off his hat, received the letters from my hands. In the fame 
manner General Sercey lofe from his place, and came up to me, and then I de- 
livered to him his letter alfo.^ — General Mangalon was not then prefenr, but General 
Malartic told us that if we would deliver to him your Highnefs’s letter to Geneial 
Mangalon, he would take care to convey it to him, and obtain his receipt for it. We 
accoidingly deliveied the auguft Lettei into the hands of General Malartic. I after- 
wards enquired who was the Prefident of the Council — Malartic defired Monfieur 
Des Combres to rife and take the letters. At the time of our landing we defiied jRi- 
paud to accompany us, which however he did not, but, in about one hour after our 
arrival, he came to the Aflembly, and holding his hat under his aim, ftood at a dif- 
tance. We told General Malai tic that Monfieur De Bay had been fent from the 
Pielence to be the Intel pretci between him (Malarhc) and us, in any negociations 
which might take place between us , in confequence of which, he called De Bay to 
him, and obferved to him, that in your Highnefs’s Letter, Yoofuf Alli was men- 
tioned {as the perjon deputed) whereas our names were Huffun Aili and Shaik Ibra- 
him, and defired to know the^ leafon of this ^ — This being explained to us by De 
Bay, I anfwered, that Meer Yoofuf Alh had been originally appointed, but being laid 
up with illnefs, he had been fet afide, and your r-lighncfi had deputed us mftead — we 
then told General Malartic that wehad feveial pointsof a fecret nature to communicate 
to him, and therefoie, if he would fend for us in private, we would communicate 
to liim wlaatyour Highnefs had diiedtcd. — General Malartic anfwered At 3 o’clock 
a we 


Tlie Cokimal AlTembJy muft be fuppofeft to be here meant. 
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” wc Hvo'' I'^hdurs 'ftill vifit you at your place of lefidence,” \v? tlv.n took kave.- 
Geneial Malardc provided us both with Palanquins, and dircftcd the Bea^'ers to re- 
main With us as long as wc continued on the Ifland, and he gave us a garden clofe 
to the city to refide in. At 3 o’Clock all the Sirdais absve mentioned vifited us — 
we went to meet them as far as the garden gate, and condufted them into the hoafe 
with all due ceremony and refpef!:. Wefeated them upon chairs, and addrclTed them to 
this effcdl : The objedt of oiu King in defiling to form an AlLance with the Fiench 
“ Republic, IS to ciufh onr already half-expiiing enemy — what do you v/ait for^ 
*' His Ma]tfl.y is leady to afford you fuccours, fliew yourfelves in India. The 
“ unbounded violence and opprelTion of the EngUfli, have lendered all the Princes 
of India their enemies; they aie enfeebled on eveiy fide, and from the great 
“ extent of terutoiy which they have acquired by aitifice, they aie difperfed m all 
“ quaiteis. Look upon the pre Tent time as a mofi: foitunate opportunity ; fend a 
“ large Aimy and an extenfive train of Artillery, to the afllftance of our Sovereign, 
ana cfFcdtuallv chaflizing our mutual enemies, drive them out of India.— The 
Englifii tremble at the veiy name of our Sovereign and of the Fiench, and 
will not be able to withftand the power of our Sovereign, fuppoited by the aid of 
the French Republic, but will be defeated m every quarter.— It is well known to 
“ the Republic, tliat both his late Majefty and our prelent Sovereign, have at all 
“ times been the friends and well wilheis of the French Nation, have al ways foughd 
then affiftance and fupport, and made common caufe in their wais agamft their 
enemies. — The wifh of our Sovereign is this, that by affording affiftance to the 
Republic, the Fiench name may become as honouicd and exalted in India, as it 
“ IS through Europe and ainong the Muffulmen.” 

The Siidais afls.ed, if an auxiliaiy foice fhould be furniflied from Europe, would 
your Highnefs fupply them v/ich Provifions, Militaiy Stores, Conveyance, and Car- 
nage ? — We anfweied, That from the day of the landing of the Fiench Ai my in India, 
youi Highnefs would fupply them widi Provifions , that is to fav. Rice, Meat of 
every kind, and Ghee (excepting howevei European Liquors) Militaiy Stores, Con- 
veyance, and Carnage — They then told us, Thatfoi the puipofe ofprocuiing a large 
Military Foice, they wou'd fit out two Ships of War, and difpatch them with letteis 
from themfelves, together with yourHighnefs’s lettei s addreffed to them foul, in charge 
of two confidential perlbns of rank, to France, and they defiied that we would give them 
a memoianclum of the provifions and carnage which we had promiled them, in or- 
der that they might forward it to Europe, and fpeedily obtain the military fuccours 
jequued — We replied, that we would the next day furmlh them with the memo- 
tandom accordingly. — They then rofe and went home — In the morning they lent the 
Head Aid-de-Camp and f .... - De%van ijl, to us, who fatd that Ge- 

neral Malartic fent his compliments, and defired him to mention, that he and the 
other three Sirdars were about to wiite letteis to the Government in Elurope, and 
therefoie he requefted, that we would fuinilh him with the memorandum which we 
had piomifed, with refpeff to provilions and carriage. — Having accordingly drawn 
up a Memorandum with regard to provifions and caniage, we lent it by Mont. 
De Bay to General Malartic. — Cheiiftier of the Woild, Health! — Tliefe four Sirdais

on tivofhips of war, with the utmofl. caution, — After two or three days, with a view to 
ftrcngchen the foundations of fnendfkip and attachment, wc caufed a paper to be 
drawn up, by Monfieur De Bay, to the following puipofe, and fent it to General Ma- 
lartic, VIZ. that in older to cement the bafis of fnendfliip and alliance, itw'as necef- 
fary that both parties fhouJd bind thcmfelves by Oaths, in order that the ffftem of 
harmony and fnendfliip, fubfilling between your Majefty and the Fiench Nation, 
might be confirmed, and that while the moon fhould keep its couife, this alliance 
fhould lemam unimpaired and unviolated. General Malartic returned for anfwer, 
chat the ratification of the alliance by oath depended upon Government in Euiope j 
that the fi'iendfhip between the Khoodadaud Sirkar and the French Nation was fully 
eftablifhed j that theie would never be any diminution of that fnendfliip and unioiv 
as long as the moon letamed her couife, that the enemies of their ftace were the 
enemies of the French Nation , that your Highnefs would foon have an oppor- 
tunity of feeing what the devotion and fl-iendfliip of the Fiench Nation would effedl, 
with the view of crufliing the enemy , and that he was from his heart the devoted 
fervant of your Siikar. 

Refuge of the World ! In confequence of the feveiity of a fea voyage, and unfa- 
vouiabienefs of the climate, 1 was fo much indifpofcd, that * General Malartic's 
Dewan, remaiked it, and told the Geneial, that I was extremely ill, in confequence 
of which he immediately fent two of the fiift Phyficians to attend me, with a meflfage, 
that on the next day, at tinee o’clock, he would come himfelf to vific me. The fol- 
lowing day General Malartic came accordingly , and after making enquiries refpecl- 
ing my health, he faid that Ripaad had made an erroneous repi efcntation to yourr 
Highnefs, which occafioned us to be deputed. That had we arrived four months before^ 
he I add have Jent us hack with One 'Thoi]fand Europeans , until the arrival of the avuiy 
from Europe, but that thofe troops fad now been dijpatthed to Batavia, to the afijiance, of 
the Dutch', ftill however he would manifefl: his devotion in the befl manner he could, 
and that he would not fend us away empty-handed.— He then afked m what places 
your Flighnefs had fadtories eftablifhed, and what was the piaftice of the Sirkar with, 
refpedl to the eftablifliment of fadtoiics? and defired us to lend a memorandum upon 
the fubjedt. The next day we c«ufed De Bay to draw up a reply to the following 
eft'eft, which we fent to General Malartic , viz. “ That your Highnefs had eftablifhed 
fadloi ies at Mi feat, at Kutch, s.t Bujfora, and in other piindpal cities y that two con- 
fidential perfons were kept at each fadlory to buy and fell , and that if he (Malar tic) 
were willing that a fadtoiy on the part of your Highnefs flrould be eflabhfhed at the 
Mauritius, we would reprefent it to your Highnefs, and that if you appioved, a fac- 
tory fhould be eftabiiflied accordingly-" Some days after, General Malaitic fent for 
us, and told us, that he readily agreed 10 the eftablifltment of the Siikar’s fadlory at 
the Mauritius i adding, that he would appoint a Dewan to fupcj intend it, who would 
piovide iuch articles as your Highnefs required at afavouiable rate, andaifo that he 

would

days 1 fent a note by Monfjeui De Bay to Ceneial Malartic, requelling that he 
would procure fome plants of the nutmeg and clovetj fome Eiropean nuit tiees, hne- 
•colouied and fwcct-fcentcd flov/ers, and filling fome wooden boxes tvith caiih, pl-nt 
them theieinjand fend them t\..efu!iy back with us to be piefeuted to your Higli- 
nefs. The General immediately fent for the gaidenei, and direffed him to prepais 
the plants in tlie bo'tes with the utmoft enpedition. A* Uuee o’clock tve leceivcd a 
vifir fiom General Scicin We advanced to meet him, cenduTed him into the houlcj 
and feattd him on a ch^.r. Geneial ScrcyfaiJ to usj That, pleafe God, fbmc laigc 
’fuccouis would veiv focn aiuve fiom Euiope, and that it was his mteation to ac- 
company the tioops to youi tlighnefs. After that, we told him, That it would be 
veiy defirable if he could fend back with us five oi fix expeilenced Navigators, 
fevcral Ship Builders, and Iron Cannon Foundei*s, to which Geneial Sercy agreed, 
promifing to fend them witli us on our return. Aftei fitting two hours, he rofe. 
After this, Geneial hlalaitic fent a meffage by his Dewan, inviting us the following 
moining to fee the powder mills, gardens, and mortar filing, adding, that he fliould 
be at the Powder Works befoje us. Early in the morning, accompanied by De Bay, 
we went to the Powder Woiks, and immediately on oui alighting fiom our palan- 
quins at the gate, we weie fainted with twenty- one guns. The foldiera weie drawn 
out in t'wo ranks, while feveial Officers came out to meet us, and conduded us to 
Geneial Malaitic and General Seicy, who met us at the head of the ftaiis, and tak- 
ing our liands, Gated us upon chairs, and then offeied, if we chofe, to go with us 
and fliew us the vioiks — We anfv.eicd, that it was jufl as they pleafed 5 their plea- 
fuie was ouis. They immediately lofe, and flrewed us aU the works. — We then 
w’ent without the gates, whcie they diieded the artillery- men to file the moitais at 
the targets, winch they did (Kteeii tunes. They then requefted that we would go 
and fee the garden, vvlth the plants of nutmegs and cloves, &c. On our leaving 
the Powdei Woiks, wc weie again fainted with twenty-one guns. We then pioceeded 
to the garden, whcis we icii/ained four houis, and then returned home. — The next 
day General Malartic Gnt to invite us to go and fee fome firc-wotks to be exhibited that 
night 5 accordingly, an hour before the clofe of the day v/e went to the place where the 
fiie-worlcs weiem be exhibited. Tlie fecond Aid de Camp and five Siidais came 
out to meet us, and conduced us to the upper ftory — at that time both the Generals 
weie not piefent. Having fat till nine o’clock at night, an.l feen the fire-woiks, we 
leturned home. Two or three days afterwards they invued us to go and fee the 
Armoury, the Moffldy-Iv!iauna’'j and the Iron Manufuftory, definng that we would 
come for that purpofe at fcui houts after day-light. We accordingly fet out, and on 
our ariivakac the gate of the Armouiy, the Sirdars belonging to the eftablifliment 
came out to meet us, they flrewed us the whole of the eftablifliment of raufket?, 
implements of wai, balls, &c. &c. after which we took our leave. The next day 

General Mala: tiC fent a veibal mefTage by Dewan, inviting us ^10 

go, at thiee o’clock m the afternoon, to fee the Batteries and Oidnance. The 
peifon in command of them leccived diredlions to fhew them to us , and wc 
accoidingly fet out, accompanied by Monf. De Bay, and when aiuvod at the 
Batteries, the Sirdais of that depaitment came foiward, and fhewed us the Bar- 
teiies and Oidnance : they caufed feveral fhots to be fired. After feeing them all, w'c 

took 
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took leave of thofc Sndars and returned home.— The next day we were informed by 
Pcs Combres and the Dewan, that General Malartic had fent a Ship to Bourbon, to 
fetch men for the fcrvlre of the Sjrkarj and that the General faid he v/ould not fuffej 
us to take leave until the retuin of the fhip — We told them, that we were not come 
to carry away with us men to be eniided for the feivue of the Snkar (m other words 
Reernts ) nor were fuch the oiders we received from the Piefence. Five or fix days 
after, Geneial Malartic ftnt a man to call us — He told us, that he had appointed Ibme 
men for the feivice of the Siikar, v,rhom he was about to fend accoidingly , andde^* 
lired us to give it under our hands, that we would reprefent to the Frefence, and. 
pzocuie their enteitainment at the rate of pay which he fliould fix. We informed 
him, that we could not venture to make any fuch lepiefentation to the Prefence. 
General Malartic rephed, “ Were I to write to the Pieience, would it not be agreed 
to ? ” We anfvvered, that if he chofc to write, it would be at your Highnefs’s 
option to agree to it or not. After this we took leave. — Being ai rived at home, ws 
wrote and fent a letter to General Malaitic by Monfieui De Bay, to this purport; 
“ It is very well known to you, Sii, that the objedl of our coming hither, was to- 
“ carry v/itli us the fuccoiir of a large and effeftive body of troops. Perfons of 
“ }oui nation reprefenteci to the Prefence, that a confiderable body of troops was 
adtuaily ready at tlie Maunuus for the affiftance of the Sirkar, and that fo foon as 
Ambafl'adors lliouid be fent to the Sirdars of the Mauritius, on the pait of the 
" Khoodadaud Sirkar, an efficient body of men fliouid be fent back with them, 
“ wheieby the common enemy wmuld be chaftifed. Had his Flighnefs been 
“ pleafed to give us oideis for raffing French Recru'ts, his Flighnefs would not 
“ have fent us without fettling their rate of pay and eftabhfhment, agieeably to 
“ the cuftom of the Sirkar. From a regai d to the ancient union and efiablilhed 
“ fiiendlliip fubfifting between the two States, you deem k improper to fend 
away the Ambafiadors of the Khoodadaud Sitlcar empty handed, and thcrefoic 
propofe to fend a few men, whom you yourfelf have engaged for the fervice cf 
** the Siikar , hut the objedl of the Siikar will not be anfweied by fo fmall a body of 
“ men ; Neither are we inftiudted to carry with us recruits from the Mauntus, nor 
“ indeed can this be done without money. Men of your nation come to us eveiy 
“ day, (meamyig for the pirpoje of I eirg engaged) and icquite to be furmflied with 
money, but fuppofing tloey waved their demand for money heie, and voluntiiuly 
“ repaiied to the Piefence with us, under your orders, theii pay mufl; be fixed by the 
« Prefence; elfe, fufpending this bufinefs until his Highnefs can be infoimed, depute 
“ two Vakeels of your own with us to negociate the matter. As foon as fuch Va- 
keels ffiall have arrived at the Prefence, and his Highnefs ilialihave ftated to them 
“ the rate of pay and eftabliffiment, as allowed to Lffily’s force in the fervice of the 
** Snkar, fhoukl his Highnefs be difpofed to enteitain them agreeably to the accuf- 
tomed rate of our Siikar, his Highnefs will fend money with bis Ambafifadots, and 
“ then you may enlift men and fend them accordingly: in tiie mean time, do us the 
“ favor to give us our leave to return to the Prefence.”—- — General Malartic wrote rn 

anfwer,and alfo font word by Monfieur des Combres and the Dewan,That he 

propofed fending Meffis. Chapuis and Dubue, with leveral other Sirdars, to your High- 
nefs, with this view, that until the aiuval of the Fiench fuccours fiom Europe, the for- 
mer fliould refide at the Prefence in quality of Plenipotentiary, that the other Frenchmen 
might not, by telling falfides, like Ripaud, deceive your Highnefs, and that Monfieur 
Dubue might be deputed to France, together with your Highnefs's Ambairadors,at the 

opening 
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dpcning of the fcafonj to negotiate on the part of your Highnefs j as by his goingj 
many points of great importance would be effefbed. Foi thefe reafonsj he faid, he 
propofed fending thefe peifons to the Piefence, that hereafter fhould youi Highnefe 
approve of engaging Frenchmen for your fervice, they lliould be entertained at the 
rate and according to the cufloms of the Snear, and fent accordingly.— Refuge of 
the World ! — Alter thelapfeof i8 days, the fliip which had been fent to Boui bon re- 
turned etnpt)^. It appealed that a great many men wilKed to conrie, but were 
prevented by the want of means. On being informed of this. General Malartic fent 
woid to us, that he piopofed in the courfe of five or fix days to fend us to Bourbon ; 
that as many men as were willing to accompany us, we might cairy to your High- 
nefs. Geneial Mangalon paying us a vifit, we ftated to him that it would be veiy 
defirable if he would accompany the troops deftined for the fervice of the State — tO’ 
which he leplied, chat when a confiderable force fhould aiiive from Euiope for the 
purpofe of fubdumg the Enemy, he would accompany it to the Prefence, and he 
defined that we w'ould reprefent fo to your Highnefs. After fitting two hours, he 
took leave. Foui days after, General Malart c fent for us to his houfe, at three 
o’clock in the afternoon j and then propofed to us to embaik the following morning 
at nine o’clock, adding that he himfelf would accompany us on board of fhip to take 
leave. Accordinglv, the next day, being Thurfday the aifi: of Rubbaunee 1225 {Bth 
March 1798) of the birdi of Mohummud, we fet out. — Arrived at the bank of the 
river’s mouth, feveral Sirdars accompanied us in the boat, and efcorted us on faoaid- 
the fhip, where they took leave. — An hour after, General Malartic, Monf. Chapuis, 
and Monf, Dubuc, came on board; and General Malartic delivered to us the Khe- 
leetahs containing the Arzees to your Flighnefs’s addrefs, defiling that we would 
prefent his humble refpefls. He then gave orders for weighing anchor, and returned as 
foon as Geneial Malartic had got on boaid the boat— the Captain of the flip ordered 
the anchor to be hove, and in one day and a night we arrived at Bouibon, where 
we anchoied. Monf Chapuis and Dubuc got into the boat, and vifited the Governor 
cf Bouibon; and returned, bunging with them four perfons, who were defirous of 
pioceeding to the Prefence. The Captain continued here the whole day, and then 
weighing anchor fhaped his couifo for Mangalore. Near the Line we met with a 
ftorm, in which one of the mafts of the fhip was fprung (or cmned aiciay), and dui- 
ing the whole of the night the people defpaired of their lives; but thiough the 
favor of God and the Royal Aulpices, m the morning the ftorm ceafed. 

Piior to this, I had "the honor to write to your Highnefs a full and accurate 
account of the engagement which took place off Tellicherry together with the dif- 
embail.ment of the Euiopeans, ard their demands. Whence your Highnefs will 
have been informed of thofe paiticulars.

Cn \i'TnR I. — Account of the departure of Plufllin Ally and Mohummud Ibra- 
him, deputed on the part of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, for the Ifland of Mau- 
iitus, on board a lliip ( Pataila ) accompanied by Ripaud, a Fienchman , alfu 
of tlse Confciences held at that place with the Chiefe of Mauiitius,&c. agree- 
ably to the undermentioned particulars. 

WE, HuITun Ally and Mohummud Ibrahim, on the i6th of the month Zankery, 
the year Sauz ( aiifworing to about the ^th of December 1797 ) 12,25 from the birth of 
Mohummud, having embaiked on board the fliip in company with Ripaud 

the European, in purfuance of the order of the enlightened Prefence, weighed an- 
choi, and on the 20th ol Rohmaunee of the fame year ( anjwertng to the %th January 
3798} fafely aiiived at the M uruius. The Sndars (or Chiefs) of that place, in 
confidcraiion of the high reputation and dignity of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, came out 
to meet us with the greateft refpedt, and v/e weie landed in the town at one of the 
bed hoLifes. 

The four Letrers addreffed to the Chiefs of Mauritius, one to Geneial Malartic, 
the fccond to General Seicey, the tliiid to Geneial Mangalon, and the fouith to Ge- 
neral Des rombres, wciC delivered , and thefc fout Chiefs leceived them with the 
gieatefl; refpedb. They opened them, and afcertained their contents. They men- 
tioned that two (lups weic to be difpatched from thence immediately for Paris, and 
that they fliould fend two other fiups as a convoy to them, altogether four fliips , 
that they (the foui Chiefs) fliould wiite to Pails an account of our ariivai at Mau- 
ritius on a deputation fiom the Sultaun, and perfuade the Duedtory to open a Nego- 
tiation. 

Your Servants confidered the departure of thefe Ihips for Paris, fo immediately 
after their arrival at. the Mauritius, as a moft propitious circumftance, the happy 
cfFedt of your vidtoiious aufpices, and as piefaging the fuccefs of the affairs of the 
Khoodadaud Siikar. We obfeived to the Chiefs, that their wnting alone would not 
produce afpeedy and fatisfaftoiy anfwer from Europe 5 and that therefoie it would 
jbe proper to poftpone the departure of the flups for fome days,, and fend copies of the 
letters which they had refpedively received fioni the Prefence, with their own dif- 
patches on the fubjeft of the Negociation with your Highnefs, m ordei that all your 
H^ghnefs’s ■wiibes might be made known and acquiefeed in as foon as poflible. 

The Chiefs accordingly, on due confideratian, wrote what was proper. Wc alfo, 
taking advantage of the circumftance of the time, appointed tw’o Europeans of note 
one Monf. Magon, the other Monf. Pigon, (holding out to them an espeflacion of 
the favour of the Sirkar) to aft as Vakeels, ( or Ambafadors ,) and after preparing an 
Hookumnama (or Injirument) containing ten Propoficions, the particulars of which 
will appear in a feparate papei, we deliveied it to them, and difpatched them on 
board the faid lliips foi Pans, on the 6th of Rauzee of the fame year (anjwermg to 
shout the iid of January 1798 ) By the blefTing of God, all theobjefts of the Sirkar 

will

wilt fpccdly be brought to bear agreeably to your wilbes j but it will be- better, with 
a view to give efficacy to the bufincfs, if Vakeels be fent to Pans, with ail poffible 
expedition, imnnediately from the Siikar. Ac a foimer period, it was your wiffi to 
fend confidential Vakeels to Pans, for the purpofe of promoting the objeds you 
h aye in view: if Vakeels had been fent, all the objeds of your demands by this 
time would have been acccmplifhed. 

It is certain, that the Engliffi aie leduced to great difficulties and diftrefs, and at 
this crifis the Negociadons atPaiis maybe earned on with the gicateftfuccefs : from 
the fnendflnp cf the Chiefs of Mauntius you can exped: only fonie Reciiiits and the 
eflablilhment of a Fadoiy , but with regaid to other affairs of impoitarice, fuch as 
fuccours foi your Country, and the conduding a Negotiation, nothing final can be 
determined here. It will be advileable, however, to pi efeive a fnendflnp between 
thefe Chiefs of the Mauritius and the Sirkar. 

We, according to our imperfed underftandings, having made ourfelves acquainted’ 
with theie matters, have related them accordingly. 

Chapter II. — Account of Ripaud, the Euiopean, as follows : 

HAVING weighed anchor from the Bay (Khaures) at Courial (Mangalore) we 
proceeded out to the Roads, and came to an anchor. Pie, having colledicd all the 
Europeans, came to us, and faid that he had been exttemely ill tieatedby ail our Sir- 
dats. We afked him, in what refped our Chiefs had behaved ill towaids him? he 
anfwcied, th..t it was the older of oui Pnnee, that he fliould be fupplied from the 
Sirkar with all the ftoies and necefl'nies for the Ibip in the moft ample manner, and 
that he fliould thereon be difpatched, that the Sirdars had furnifbed him with neither 
fcores nor neceflanes cf any kind , and that AhmudKhaun, MuIhck-oo-Toojar, had 
taken fiorn him by foice the fum of 325 Pagodas, and had alfo taken a Bond fiom 
him for the fhip, and informed him chat he mufi: himftlf purchafe the ftores and 
neceflaues foi her. That he had, in confequence, purciufed them ficm his own 
funds, and had then come away, by which means he had fuitamed a great lofs j he 
theiefoiC wiflitd to delay his voyage to the Mauritius for one year, and with a view 
to indemnify Limftlffoi ius loiies, he piopofed to fei2e fome of the Enemy’s fhips 
after which he v/ould ptoceed to Mauritius. We on this alked Ripaud, if he lecol- 
ledled what engagement he had eiiceied into with the Prefence, and whayiTipiopei 
meafi-iies he now piopofed to rnifue ^ we obferved, that it would be proper for him 
to pay fome attention to his engagement, and to have fome conhderatioii for the im- 
portant bufinefs in ag t.-idon , that yoai Piighnefs had treated him with great kind- 
nefs, and that it would be well foi him to exert himfelf coidially in promoting the 
affaus of the Siikar, that he might be exalted accordingly. Ripaud replied, that it w.as 
well;, but that he wiflied to fee the Letters which had been, wntten from the Pre- 
fence to the Sirdais ( ir Chiefs) of Mauriluis, with a view to afceitam whether t’ney 
were the fame Lctteis or others. \\'e obferved to Ripaud, that it v/as the Older of 
the Piefcnce, that we fliould deliver thefe Letters to the Cffefs of Mauritius; that ir 
was not piopcr in liini ticacheioufly to think of opening and leading them, an I 
that he would be feverely icpiirnanded for it. K ucwithftanding this, without any 
regard either to his chara^fter or hfc, he ftill pofitiveiy mflfted, that without opening 
and reading the Lecteis addieffed to the Chiefs of Mauutius, he would oy no mtirs 
proceed to ttiat place. We being entiiely helplefs, gave the four Letieis into the 
8 h-.uds 
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hands orRip.'>od, who, having opened them, and his mind being lelievcd from ap- 
prchenfion, immediately weighed anchor, and fet off foi Mauritius. We accord- 
ingly, through the profpercus foitunes of your Highnefs, arrived in fafety with this 
Euiopean at that place. 

Chapter III. — Account of the Conferences with Chief, of Mauiltius: — 

WHO Immediately on oui arrival fent to us a Dodlor and an Aid de Camp, to en- 
fjuiie into the ftate of health of thefhip’s company, and to afceiuin fiom whence Ihe 
came. We replied, that we came fiom the Sukaun, upon whofe kingdom and 
counuy be the ffiadow of God ■' —Afterwards a boat highly ornamented came off 
with feveral Sirdats to leceive us, and they having placed us in it, and brought us 
on fliore, 50c guns were fired off, and two lines of European troops being formed, 
and a compliment being paid with the colours, we weie condufted with the gieatefl: 
ceremony and lefpedt to the houfe of Geneial Malariic, and all the Chiefs and Gentle- 
men lofe with great defeience, and nude us fit down — They made enquiry after the 
health of your Highnefs. We leplied, “ God be ptaifed, by the Divine favor, he 
always enjoys excellent health, and Is aftively employed in conducing the affairs 
of his countiy, and in punifhing and preventing the evil defigns of his devoted 
enemies, and lie has feat his compliments to all the Chiefs.” All the Chiefs itn- 
inediately on hearing the word. Compliments, taking off their hats, and nfingfrom 
their feats, offered their profound relpefts— Upon this we gave the Four Chiefs their 
letters — They aiked what elfe there was bcfidesthe letters ? — Weanfwered, aHook- 
umnaumah**. 'They then fent to our place of lefidence, and oblerved that the evening 
they would call in on us and fee the Hookamnaumah — The four Chiefs accoidingly 
did call in the evening, and made themfelves acquainted with the contents of the 
Hookumnaumah — We informed the Chiefs, that Ripaud was piefentat the time of 
writing It, and that it v/ould be well if he were called in. — General Malaitic replied, 
that he did not fend this European as a Vakeel to the refplendent Prefence , “ what 
then,” faid he, “ has he to do here ? he is fecond officer of a ffiip, and you are 
“'come fiom the Piefence, the Shadow of God ■ whatever confeiences it may be 
“ neceffary to hold, let them be held with 5 ou.” We thereon gave in writing to the 
Chiefs the ten Articles refpedling Provifions, bcc. the paiticularsof wdnehare fpeciffed 
in a fepa®te paper} and the Chiefs being extiemcly pleafed with it, went to their 
own houfts} and they have fince fent, on their own part, thofe Ten Articles in de- 
iail to Palis. 

Chapter IV.— Account of our Return from the Mauritius to the 

Refplendent Prefence. 

THE four Chiefs of Mauritius told us perfonally, that the European Ripaud had 
brought us here on a falfe reprefeniation to the Sultaun: That at prefent they had 
jno Forces} that had we arrived four Months fooner, a fmall reinforcement would 
have been fent with us} that as a fiicoour to the Dutch, two Ships had been fent to 
patavia, moie than three Months agO} that had we arrived fooner, thefe Ships 
(hould have gone as a reinforcement with us. We obferved to the Chiefs, that for

and lading the ftandard of viftoiy, and alFoiJing ^idiiLnce and pioteduon to the 
Courinyof I-lindoftan, cement ftill ftiongei the bor Js of union and fiiendihip: tEt 
our Soveieign I'?a v/ith this determined view fent lu to them, and that they ihoukl 
aft in fiich a manner, as to encieafe the honor and leputation of both parties. The 
leplicd, thaltt was ccitain that m a fhort time a large Aimy, and efficient Succouis 
would be lent fi'om Europe, and that they were itat'v to do eveiy thing ui thejt 
power, to piomote ihe lervice of the Sakar. Aftei this convcifation they letuiiud 
to then Houfes. 

Chapter V. — The Chiefs of Mauritius caufed a Piodafnation to be made in the 
Cify by beat of Drum, and fent Letteis to the neighbouiing idand, inviting the A* 
to come foiwaid who weredefirous of entering into the Service of your I-Jighncl,, 
Aftei an interval of fifteen days, fome few men afTembled, and the Chiefs having 
fent for vis, mentioned that after fixing the pay of the Sirdars, Seamen, Gunne»s, 
Soldieis, and Artificers, they weie about to fend them with us to the Prefence, tlac 
it would be proper for us to give a writing, purposing that the allowances which hid 
been eflabhfhed at the Mauritius fliould be regularly paid to the pei fons fent by theiiu 
\Ve replied to this, that we had come heie to obtain extenfive fuccoius and a la>gc 
Army, and not to cany away Recruits, — that had we come to piocuie Recuiics, we 
fliould ceitainly have come furnifhed with inftiuftions for fettling their pay; that 
they were at liberty to fend them, if they pleafed, but that the eft^blifiiment of pav, 
and the entertaining of them, relied with your Highnefs, and that wc had no powei 
to give a writing to this efieft. Thefe pniticulais were flated in wilting to the 
Chiefs, who wrote to us in reply, that aldio’ we v-ould not give what they defiled m 
writing, It was of no confeqiience , that they fliould ai then own difcrction, put the 
perfons who had accepted fcivice on bo.aid the Ship, and fend them with us, that 
fliould your Highnefs entertain them in }oui’ frivicc, and allow them the pay fixed 
by us, it would be well, that otherwile, the men fljouid be fent bad; on the fame 
Ship to the Mauritius. 

Chapter VI. — V 7 e flibmitted fix Piopofidons to the Chiefs of Mauiulus. 

ift Propofidon— That they Ihonld fend two refpeftaife pci Tons on the pan of 
the Khoodadaiid Sirkar to Pans, for condufting the Ncgoci.ition. 

They accordingly did fend two lefpeftable peifons t j '’aiis. 

ad Propofition — That we fliould enter into a Ticaty, tha,t then Standaid and 
that of the Khoodadaud Sirkar fliould be united . 

They replied, that this could not be done heie by them without powei s 
from Pans. 

3d Propofition — Thar a Faftoiy fliould be efl:.iblillied at Mauiituis on the pait 
of the Khoodadaud Sirkar. 

To this they confented.

To this they aflented. 

Cn-iPTER VIL — Rtpaud, the European, catre to us at n.ghc twice, dunng our 
rtfidence at the Mauritius. The firft time he came, he laid, that General Malaitic 
and the other Chiefs had Ihewn gteat difpleafure and angei towards him, afking him 
why he iiad by a falfe teprefentation to the Piefence brought us there? Ripaud 
afl'ied us to give him an inftruraent in wilting, purporting that he had not by fpeak- 
ingto your Highnefs, been the means of bringing us; for that Monfieui Munderool 
(hloneton) had at a former period, msde a repiefentation to the Prefence, recom- 
mending that your Highnefs fhouid fend Vakeels on youi part to France, andelfewhere, 
for the purpofe of obtaining fuccours. — We, theieon, told Ripaud that he had de- 
livered a ftatement to the Prefence, and that it was evident that the advice nn which 
we had been fent, &c. proceeded from him ; and that we would never give any fuch 
writing. 

The fecond time that Ripaud came, he faid, that Meer Gholaum Alii, fpeaking 
of the bufinefs of the Negociation, had mentioned that he ( Rtpaud) had certainly 
fuggefted to the Prefence the deputation of the Vakeels, but he denied ever having 
iccommended any thing of the kind. — We were informed too by Des Combies, 
the fit ft in Council, that Ripaud was m the pra&ice of holding very improper and 
difi cfpedful difcourfe, faying, that they had kept him m confinement; that having 
obtained his rcleafe by ftraiagem, he had proceeded hither that in confequence of 
this veiy impioper difcouife,. they had difgiaced Ripaud, and turned him out of 
the city. 

Des Combres further afked, why your Highnefs, .the Nizam, and the Mahrattahs, 
(lid not unite and drive the Englifli out of Hindoftan? He faid, it was certain»that- 
by the union of thefe three, the Englifia might be rooted out of that Country. —Thar 
500 Frenchmen had been m the feivice of Ram Rajah ; upon hearing which, they 
(the Etiglifo ) had peremptorily remonftrated with him, and had caufed him to dif- 
miC the 500 Fienchmcn; that Ram Rajah was veiy much diflatisfied with the 
Engh'h, and that it was his wall to produce a good underftanding between yotfr 
Highnels and Ram Rajah, 

\fe further learnt from Des Combres, that at Paris, one day all the Fiench Gen- 
tlemen being affembled in confultation, it had been afked, whether m Hindoftan tlie 
French had any Ally? that at this time a friend of the Khoodadaud Sii kar was 
prefent, who leplied, that your Highnefs for a period of forty years, had been the 
Ally of the French, and that you'vere a powerful friend; and that on hearing this, 
all the Gentlemen were highly pleafed. 

Vi'e were informed by Monfieur Coffigny, that die * Letters of your Highnefs, 

which

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the Gennans.: Tliey in confequencc put all thefe French Chiefs, the partizans of the' 
ICngliih, into clofc confmenient, and appointed 5,000 I-Iorlij as a Guard for the 
cufi-ody of them. The Binglifii Vakeels, {jgents or Anthaffctdors) who had come to 
P.vor the fcheme, took to flight *^5 that in conlequehce of this circumdance, a 
milunderftanding had again aril'en between the Germans and the French, and that 
Peace at this time could by no means- be eftabliflieJ between the French and 
Engliih. Tliis account was a martcr of public notoriety at the Mauritius. 

The French declare to the Englilh, that Peace can be eftabUfiied with them only 
on condition, that they Ihouid be content to be placed in the fame ficuation that they 
v.-cre in forty years ago? that on thofe terms they certainly might have Peace. The 
Englifli'are reduced to the greaceft difficulties anddiflrcfs: they are burthened with 
an enormous debt, and there is no money in their country : hovv long will they be' 
able to fubfift on the rcfourccs which they draw from Bengal, and cllewhere ? There 
being fo much reafon to believe, that the Englifli are in a weak and fliatrercd con- 
dition, the kings of Conftantinople, of America, Spain, Holland, Denmark, and 
Portugal, have tinited with the French, and their Vakeels f Amheffahrs ) are alTembied 
at Paris. 

We having afeertained all the foregoing particulars by enquiry at different places, 
have reprefented them to the Prefence to the befb of our ability. — To add more, were 
totranfgrefs the bounds of refpedt. We ti*uft that we Ihall be honored with the 
Irindnefl and favour of your Highnefs. 

• Ch AFTER VIIL— We remained at Mauritius one month and eighteen days, and hav- 
ing embarked from thence on a fhip on the 19th of Rubanny, the year Sauz 1225 
from the birth of Mohummud (anfwmng to the 'jth of Mar^ 1798) we arrived in 
friety at Courial. We embarked at the Mauritius on Thurfday in the evening. General 
hdalartic, and all the Chiefs, came on board to fee us, and delivered into our hands* 
the letters for the'Prcfence: they urged the Captain, very ftrongly, to do every thing 
to promote our eafe and contentment, and told him to carry us to C’ouriaul : the 
(Tcneral then, addreffing himfelf to us, obferved, that the perfons who had formerly 
come on the part of your Highnefs, had carried off a great deal of money on falfe- 
pretences j that they had expended large fums without effedting any thing : that he 
iiad, therefore, fent General Chaupy for the purpofe of remaining at the PrefenCej 
a !fo General Dubuc, for fuperintending naval affairs } and Monfi Des Moulins, for 
the purpofe of difeiplining the troops : that he had, in addition to thefe, font Sailors, 
Gunners, and others, to accompany them. He mentioned thefe particulars verbally j 
and obferved, that the remaining circumftances would appear from his letter to the 
' Prefence. — Thereon all the guns of tfhe fhip, and of the other fhips, having been 
jired, the General returned to his houfe, and the anchor of the fhip being weighed, 
we proceeded towards Couriaul: having taken on board fome perfons at Bourbon, 
wc proceeded ftraight to Coui'iaul. 

The fhip on which we were, arriving near the Lacadives, took a Patamar, in which 
there were fome Malabar Men } and we afked from whence they came ? they laid, 
from Cannanore : We afleed what news there was from Tellicheny, and whether there 
.were any 'Ehglifh fliips there or not ? they replied, That there were two fhips there f.—

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ImmeJiitelr on lieaiing this news, the Patamat was leleafed, and the fnip ^'irs 
fteeic-i tovards Tellichery. Every body howevci ob]e(n:cd ; obfciving, that as the 
Valteels were on board, it would be improper to go to Tellicheiy for the purpofe of 
ughting. The Captain of the feip lepiied, that after receiving accounts of the Englifla 
fbips, ihouid he not go in queCV of them, iie {Iiould be highly culpaole, and deferve 
to be put to death: he would, theiefore, by no means acquiefce. 

Accordingly, on Fiiday the 3d Behary of the year Shadaub, lacd fiom the birth 
of Mohummiid, {av/uern^ to the iqtb of April 1798) wc arnved at Telhcheuy, and 
found one flap at anchoi there. Neai the evening another fhip had come into the 
Read of Tcllicheii}’, when, on a fudden, a violent ftoim aiofe, and the I'ghtning 
ftrikmg the flup, Oie was dallied to pieces on the Ilicre — one man ?vas killed by a 
ftroke of the lightning, and eght were wounded 

At this time another Englifli lliip, which had come fiom Bombay, made lier ap- 
pearance, and, entering the Roads of the poit, came to an anchor. Neither of the 
fliips had yet furled then fads, when the Fiench fliip, on boaid of which we were, 
went m between the two Englidi fhips, which were in the Roads of Teilicheny, and 
came to an anchor. She called out to each of thefe Hups to haul down then colours j 
upon which, both fliips hied off their guns, and an engagement enfued. The fliip 
which had been picvioufly at anchor, ftruck her colours, and the one which had 
come from Bombay, getting up her anchor, was making oE, but fhe was alfo 
taken and brought back. 

Palling by the fort and battery, the two piizes and our own fiiip, were anchored in 
the liver far Jen), The number of the Pufoners, Chiefs and others, taken in the 
pnzes, amounted to about 500 Euiopeans. Having put oiu own men on boaid their 
Hups, we confined their crews on board out ownfhip. 

Tn the morning, a Sirdar (01 Chief) came on boaid our fliip from Tellichcny, and 
a Fiench Sudar fet off for Tellicheiry. What confeiences weie held by them, or what 
an angement they made, we did not afeertam: fome few of the Englifti were detained, 
and the remainder v/ere fet at liberty. Both the prizes weie difpatched to the Ifland of 
Mauutius. We heard that the two fliips w’ere wouh Five Lacs of Rupees, and that 
the goods, money, effedls, and different articles, wcie valued at five lacs. The re- 
maining perfons having been fent off to Telhcherry, the next day we weighed anchor 
add puifued the loute to Counaul. At this time a two-mafted fhip hove in fight, 
and we went in. Having come up with hei, we afleed what fhip it was ? they re- 
plied, Tippoo Sultaun’s. Under whofe chaige? they faid, That fhe was undei an 
Affof (or Officer) named Shaikh Shahaub-ud-deen. The people of the Hup fuither 
mentioned, that flie had faded foi Mufeat, and having been driven back from thence 
by a ftoim, they had repaired to this quaiter. The Mate and Nakhooda {Captain or 
Pilot ) of the fliip, had on board three thoufand Bags of Rice, and there was alfb a 
little Black Pepper. The French Captain was defiious offending the fhip to the 
Mauritius, but we reprefented to him, that the fliip had come there in confequence of 
a ftorm, and that it was not at all propei to fend her to the Maunnus, fmee Ihe in 
fuff belonged to the Khoodadaud Sirkar. The Captain oblerved, if this fliip be- 
longed to the Sirkar, why had Ihe come to 'lellicheny for the purpofe of felling 
Rice We replied, that this was beft known to our Prince. They pur eight Soldiers 
on board the fhip and earned her to Counaul,

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We an !ved at that place in forty -nine days fiom MamitiuSj and landed onWednef- 
day at nooHj the 8th ofZekaudah, ((’ 7 f’Mnng io the iGth of April 1798. ) 

On our arrival at Counaul, we heard that an Enghlh fliip fiom Bengal, bound to 
Hombay, had come to Counaul, wheie a French Ihip was at anchor under Englifh 
Colouis: that the Enghfli, taking her for one of their own Ihips, had come in for 
water, and lequefted the other to affift her to proceed to Bombay by fupplying her 
with v.Jicr. The French faid th^t they would fupply her with water, and fend her 
to the place of her dellination. The Captain at the fame time told the Sirdais of 
his ovm fhip, immediately on the ai rival of the Sirdars {the EnghJJj), to fcize the flnp. 
Accoidtngly, having put people on boasd the Hup, they difpatched her to the Mau- 
jiitius. We heard, that the ftiip had on board Bengal Goods to the value of five 
Lacs of Rupees. 

Couiiaul is diftantfrom Mainkius 900 Cofs, but by the route of* it is 1100 Cofs, 
Pans is ftiftant aooo Cofs from Mauritius. 

Having attentively afceitained thefe accounts, we have commitedthem to writing: 
Should any enors have occured in the couife of wntmg them, we fliali be for- 
given.

DRAFT of a Letter from the Prefenc-e {Ttppoo Stdtmn] to the Executive 
Diredtory of France j dated the 17th Rubbee-ool Awul, 1213, {anfwenag 
to the ^oth of Augujl 1798 ) ^ 

TO the diftmguiflired and exalted in Rank, the refuge of old and faithful Fnends, 
•the Executive Diredlory of the French Republic. Be the Peace of God upon 
them ! 

By the favor of God ’ always -confider the Khoodadaud Siikar, and the People of 
the Khoodadaud Sirkar, to be the true Friends of the Fi ench Nation— -a coidial 
fiiendfliip muft be maintained between them as long as the Sun and Moon lhall en- 
dure. — Though (which God forbid) the earth and the Ikies Ihould be fhaken from 
their places, yet fhall not our mutual friendfhip be impaired. — The Englifh, conftantly 
burning with hatred and jealoufy at the friendfhip of the Sirkar with the French Na- 
tion, and ftimulated by their jealoufy and enmity, formed an alliance with the Nizam, 
the Mahrattas, and others of my enemies, and, without provocation, carried on a long 
and fevere wai a^inft me. When my foes became too poweiful for me, my people

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^efolved, that, placing their hope in GoJ, they rauft oppofe themfelm in a mafs in 
the field of battle, and then the Lord’s will be done. “The people were afterwaids 
fpoken to, on my part to this efFeft — that the French were my ancient Friends, and 
that this difturbance was owiiTg to my connexion with diem.“That it was, for the 
prefenr, ncceflaiy to come to aa accommodation, according to the pleafure of my ene- 
mies, and then inform my old fiiends, thcFiench, who would, no doubt, ioinme in 
taking meafuies to obtain rediels, by furnilhing me with troops, and granting me their 
alliance. — -In confequence I yielded, in conformity to the Reqiiifition of niy enemies, 
thiee Crores and Thirty Lades of Rupees, and the beft and the neheft half of my 
Country, a factifice which was occafioned folely by my attachment to the French-— 
What led to this was, the etror and mifcondudl of Conway, who intuguing with the 
Govei nor of Madras, by name Campbell, told him, that now was the time to make 
war, and that he would favor his views ; and accoidingly the Enghfi-i piepaied for 
war and took the field — It is therefoi e my defire to obtain full i edrefs ti om the Englifh 
for that outiage. It has indeed long been my defign to ftate this affair to the Fiench, 
and profecutc my revenge. I theiefore diipatched two Ambafiadois to the Mau- 
ritius, whence I recieved anfwers agreeable to my willies, together with a flag of the 
Nation, brought by Chef de Biigade, Chapuis, and another perfon, a Captain Dubuc, 
v/*ho were fent by General Malaitic and Admiral Sercey, befides fixty Soldie{S.~Of 
thefc two perfons I have retained the Chef de Brigade, Chapuis, and having honored, 
the other. Captain Dubuc, with the office of Ambaflador, have fent him to flrengthcn 
the foundation of fiiendfhip, and to bung a large force. — Pleafe God, after theminval 
of afuitabie force flora that quarter (Fbiiwe) and uniting it to my own, I will cuifli our 
mutual enemy — 1 alfo fend, by Dubuc, and the two Ambafladors of the Sirkai, a 
ftandaid of this State. — On its airival, you muft unite it in the face of your nuion 
with your own , and then, after the cuftom of your country, bind yourfelves by en- 
gagements to the Ambafiadois of the Sirkar, who on then part alfo v/ill bind them- 
felves, according to the habits of the Snkar. All farther particulars w ill be made 
known by the verbal reprefentations of Citoyen Dubuc, and the two Ambaflado’S 
named Abduol Reheem, and Mohummud Bifmilla. No point which concerns our 
mutual interefls muft be undertaken but by mutual advice, for in this confifts the 
4iendftup of the parties 5 and every objedfc to be undei taken muft be fiift fecuicd by 
written obligations, accoiding to your tenets— Though the foundations of the earth 
and ficies be fhaken, yet fliall not our mutual fiiendfiiip beimpaued. 

Dated the aoth of July 1798, A. D. anfwenng to the ad of Jaafiree 1226 pf 
the birth of Mohummud. 

The following Eleven Articles aie enclofcd in this Letter, and are alfo inferred in 
die written Infti udtions to the Ambafladors :

Article ift.— Ten oi Fifteen Thoufand Soldieis, including Cavalry and Arrilkry

Article 2d. — During the war of the Sirkar with the Engllfli, a fleet of Ships of 
War to remain on the Coaft to affoid affiftance and fupply neceffaheu

Article 5th. — The Ships fliotild anchor, and the troops be difembaiked, between 
Pondicherry and Tranquebar, at Porto Novo. Immediately upon receiving intelli- 
gence ( of the arrival of the Fleet) the Sirkai’s * aimy will repair thither , for, to 
carry the v/ai into the odier’s ( Enermes' ) country, is the means of protefling that ol 
the Siikar, and of fecuiing fupplies of Giain, &c. 

Article 6th. — Befoie the arrival of the Fleet at the above-mentioned place, let 
two fliips be difpatched, at intervals of twenty days, to Mangalore, to give notice of 
the troops to the Fiefence, and immediately on leccmng nouce, the Sirkar’sArmy 
will commence its maich. 

Article yth --Excepting the terrltoiy formerly under the dominions of the 
Khoodadaud Sirkar, and which has come into poffelRon of the Enemy, whatever new' 
conquefts may be made, fliali be equally divided between the Sirkar and the Fiench, 
as Ihall aifo fuch Poituguefe and Enghfh fliips, and Iflands, as may fall into our 
hands. Should a Negotiation for Peace wnth the Englilh have been opened before the 
airival of the Ambalfadois of the Sirkar, the re-ceffion of the Siikar’s teiritory and 
money, muft be Ilipuiated for, and both be refloied to the Siikar, eie Peace be con- 
cluded. 

Article 8th. •—Whenever any difputes arife between the people of the tw^o firates, 
an inveftigation lhall be by both, and punilhment fliall be inHidted according to their 
refpedive laws. 

Article 9th.— The queftion of Peace and War, to be detei mined by mutual 
advice and concurrence. 

Article icth. — ^Fienchmen going to and fio the Sirkar, and pradiling Trade 
and Traffic, ffiall receive tlie fam.e psotedion and indulgence as fervauts of the Sir- 
kar, and if they commit faults, fliali be pardoned. 

Article iith. — Artificers of eveiy kind to be fent — four mixed-metal Gun - 
founders, four White-paper makers; four plateis of Mirrors , four Glafs makers j 
ioui Dock builders, and four Ship builders.

In the Hookum-naumah or inftrudions addieflcd to Mohummud Bifmilla and 
Ab liil Raheem, the Vakeels of the Sirkar, it is ftated, that an affignment has been 
granted on Monfieur Mercier for ia,ooo Rupees to provide, for the expences of the 
Artificers and others, and that having received the Money they fliould carry it with 
them, and that if in addition to this, if any thing further fliould be required for the 
neceffaiy expences, they fliould take it up from Monfieur Dubuc, giving him a Bond 
for the amount.

"The prefent fc'ies commences with the depntatioH of two Amhajfadors, on the part of the 
Sukau'ij to Zemaun Shah, in iheyear 1796, for the exprefs pnrpofe of encovraging that 
Prii\e to profecute his dcfgn of invading Hindoftan, and to form a plan of co-operation 
for the fulverfton of the Bniifli Power in India. Many letters belonging to this feries are 
emitted, becaufe they voere thought unnecejfary to elucidate the Sukaun’j views, fa com- 
pletely developed by thofe which are now printed, 

‘Phe papers. Nos. 2«, 23, 24, 25, and 26, are tranflations of drafts in the 
language, recorded in a book found m the wardrobe of the late T ippoo SultaunV palace 
at Senngapatam. Phe Book contains drafts of letters to Zemaun Shah, to his Mmifterz 
and Agents, to the Chiefs of Balochiftaun and Cutch, and theMtmfters of the latter, iSc, 
to the nuniler of 'll, from the year 1793 to 1799 Phey are not authenticated but, as 
the Diigiual anfwers to fame of them aie in the pojfejjion of Government ( though not inferted 
hi this colleblion ), and, m particular, as the anfwer of Zemaun Shah (No. 29) to Tippoo 
Suiraun’j letter to him (No. 22) recapitulates the fvhfiance of the latter, there can be no 
doubt thaJ letters were actually difpatcbed in conformity to the addrefs and tenor of the 
drafts in queftion j and the miffion of Ambajfadors, m both tnfiances, as intimated in the 
following Correfpondence, is authenticated by wi itten documents, and has been confirmed b^ 
verbal evidence. 

’ It appears, that Tippoo Sukaun wrote two diftinbl letters, in reply to that of the 
Grand Seignior, of which a Pranjlation is inferted in the printed correfpondence of the 
Gove'cn'meni General with the Sukaun. One of thofe anfwers, which was tranfmitted by 
the Sukaun to the Right Honourable the Governor General, for the purpofe of being for- 
warded, appears m a iranfiaied form in the printed Correfpondence above alluded to, Phe 
other (forming No. 30 of the following fekblion) was forwarded by Ambajfadors difpatched 
hy the Sukaun to Conftanrinople,

IT IS piope: ihai, on pom dcpaiane from the CapiL’l, you psoceed to Jeraaulabadj 
and that, with the advice of the Aflof of tint place, you take fliipping in company 
with Jen'uii Dofs, the Banker ati^'ched to the Fadloiy of the MuIlick-oo-Toojar ( or 
Comptrollers of Comma' ce), and p'oceed fi-om thence by fea to Cutch. — You will land 
at the port of Mundcuh, where is fituated theFaftoiy belong'ng to the Khoodadaud 
Sirkai, and make yourfelves paiticulat ly acquainted with the ftate of bufinefs at the 
Faftoiy, and with the condudf of the Derogahs ( or Head Officers) in the execution 
of then* orders. 

Having vifited Rajah RoydiiUn, the Chief of Cutch, you will deliver the Khelaut 
(or honorary drefs) and lettei for hina, which have been entrufted to your charge. 
At your interview with the Rajah, and the Rajah’s Brother, and the Minifter Futteh 
Mohummud, you will make piofeffions of fuendihip and cordiality, and lay the 
foundation of a firm alliance. 

You w'ill obtain from the Rajah, and the other Officers, a houfe at Mindy, for the 
puipofe of eftabhfhing aFaftory on the pait of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, and deliver 
it over to the charge of GhoUum Mohummud Abdool Mojeed Khaun, and Jewun 
Dofs, Officers belonging to the Cornmeicial Department ( Mulkck-oo-Toojar.) You 
will write a paiticular account of the fituation and circumftances of the twoFaftoiies 
and of the Rajah, and other matters, and tianfmit it, under your feals, to the Pre- 
fence, through the Derogahs of the Faftory. — If the Derogahs in queftion ffiali 
have afled contrary to their orders, you will leprimand them, and biing them back 
to a right line of condudl, that they may not again deviate from their inftrudions. 

'The ByzOy or form of Signature , inufewith Tippoo Sultaun. 

You will give notice to the Merchants of Cxitch, and the places in its neighbour- 
hood, and you will give them a wi itten voucher for the purpofe, that the Dealers m 
Mares and Horfes, who may bting them for'fale to the ports of the Khoodadaud Sirkar, 
will be exempted from duty ; and that the duties on other articles aKo, which they 
may bring ffir fak, have been taken off: that the hoifes will be pm chafed atCouriaul 
( Mangalore) i and payment be made in ready money, unlefs they prefer receiving 
their value in nee. — Two declarations to this effeff from the Picfence are committed 
to your charge you will deliver them to the Seivants of the two Faflones in Cutch, 
that they may be fhewn to the Merchants— thiee letters aifo, addieffed to the Affofs 
of Jemauiaba-d, Waujidabad, and Maujidabad, on the fnbjed of the lemiffion of the 
duties on the Horfes and Goods of the Merchants of Cutch, aie fent with youj and 
you are defired to deliver them to the Affofs in queftion. 

Byza of Tippoo Sultaun, 

As long as you remain at Cutch, you will every other day pay a vifit to the Rajah, 
as well as to his Officeis — An honorary diefs has been conferred on the Rajah’s 
Brother, and one on Futteh Mohummud, which you will accoidingly deliver to 
I them— 
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them— You will mention privately to the Rajah of Cutch and Futteh Mohummudj 
that you are come, agreeably to the orders of the Prefence, for the purpofe of efta- 
bhfliing a Faftory in the country of Nufleer Khaun , that you have no other objed 
than to give encouragement to the Mei chants of foieign Ports with the Ports of 
the Khoodadaud Sircar, thar, as horfes are neceflhiy, as one of the means of profe- 
cuting holy wars, you are defiious of procunng a greater number for the Soldiers 
and Warnois engaged in this Service, and that you aie come to make fome arrange- 
ment for this purpofe. Having made this kind of leprelentation, you will lemain 
ten or twelve days j and, vifiting ail the Public Oflicets of his Government, you will 
be carelul to infpire them with hopes of the favour of the Piefence, and render them 
fubfervient to the Will of the Khoodadrud Ciikar. 

Proceeding from Cutch on a hired fliip, you will repair to the Port of Keranchy, 
and fiom thence to ***, which is the place of refidence of Nuffeer Khaun , and 
landing at the diftance of one ftage fiom that place, you will addrefs a letter to 
Nufleer Khaun to this effedl: “ That you die come to his Highnefs wnh letters and 
“ an honoiary drefs fi'om the Piefence, and that you will have the honoui to com- 
mumcate to him the commands with which you aie charged fiom the Piefence.” 
Having written to this effed: in an appiopnate mannei, you will, on the leceipt 
of his anfwer, pioceed to the city of Nufleei Khaun, and paying your relpedls with . 
the cuftomary ceremonies of the place, you will piefent the honoiary drefs aixd'letter 
in trays— You will each prefent a Nuzzur for offering) of five Hydery Rupees, and 
one Ahmedy and you will offer, on the patt of the Prefence, the falutacions pre- 
fcnbed among the Followeis of the Faith , and at the fame time making the ftrongefl 
profeffions of fnendfhip, addiefs him to this efled; — “ That you had been ordered 
to wait upon hus Highnefs , and, after being ftivouied by him with a guaid, you 
were defired to proceed to Ajim f or Perfia) ^ and having feen all the cunolities 
“ of that Country, and vifited the Tombs of the Illuftnous, you weie commiffioned 
to biing back with you the diffeient laiities and choice piodudiions of the 
Country.” 

You will make a lepi dentation to this effcd, and, after two or three interviews, 
you will obfervc to him, that Countiies belonging to the Followers of the Faith 
are united by one common inteieft; that in the Khoodadaud Sirkar fundi y perfons 
form an aflbciation, and cairy on a Commeice under the denomination of Muilick- 
oo-Toojar, that they beg to reprefent to his Highnefs, that if he will be pieafed to 
favor them with a place foi a Fafiory at the Poit of Keianchy, and give mem the 
neceffaiy afllirances, they will eiiablifh a Fadoiy at that Poic, and cany on a Com- 
merce, paying his Highnefs the eftablilhed duties, according to the cuflora of his 
Government: that the Muihek-oo-Tonjar had accordingly addreffed a letter f to his 
Highnefs on the fubjeft, and piefented an honorary drefs, which are ready at his 
fervice. 

Having made a repiefentation to this effeft, you will deliver foe letter and drefs 
and taking his Cowl f or engogement ) and an oidei to the Hankim (or Goveinoi) of 
Kei anchy, with rcfpedfc to the aflignment of a place foi a Fadtory^ you will proceed 
to that Poit, and fix on the fpot accoidingly.

BRJNSLJTION of a Paper entitled Propofition to his Majefty Zemaun Shah 

THE imbecility and ruinous condition of the Kingdom of Dchii, aie more obvious 
than the fun — As, therefoie, Dehli, which is one ol the feats of Government of the 
MahorriCdan faith, has been reduced to thtS ffatc of luin, fo that the infidels^ altoge- 
ther prevail, it is become proper and incumbent upon the leader* of the fauhfuh tiiat, 
uniting together, they exteiminate the mndeis. 

I am veiy defirous of engaging in this pu.iuit, but there -ue three fedls of infidels 
in the way of it, and although, when w e e united, there is lime ^icuud forajpre- 
henfion, yet the union of the followeis of the faith is necefdxiy — il chat ornament of 
the Throne, that conqueror of kingdoms, Ihould adopt (one of) two plans for cited:- 
this, it will tend to the glory of the faith. — One of them is as follows ;

I This appears to be a meinoiandum of a plan of co-operation between Tippoo Suita I’B and Zemaun 
"Shah, which the ambafladors of the foimer weie infiadsd topropoicto the lattct. 
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That your Majefty fliould tcmaiti in your capital, anJ. fend one of your noblemen 
in whom you have confidence, to Dchli with an army, that this perfon on his aiiival 
theie, fitould make the neceffaiy attangemcnts, and, aiter dtpnfiiig the Infiim King, 
who has reduced the faith to this ftaie of Vi/eakncfb, feieft fiom among the family fome 
one properly qualified foi the Governmeni . he fliould lemain one year fpr the purpole 
of fettling the country, and, taking with him the chxeW of the countiy iv'ho are 
Rajpoots and others, direct his flandard towards the Dekhan, fo that the Biahmins 
and otheis on the road may come foiwaid and prefent themfeh''es to him — Whilft I, 
from this quarter, wdth the aid of God, will raife the ftandard of holy war, and make 
the infidels bow downundei the fwurd ol the faith — After thefe fliail have been iacri- 
ficed to the fword, and no longei cxift, the lemaining infidels will be nothing — After- 
wards, the fettlement of the Dekhan may be conclud^ed in any manner which fliall be 
mutually agreed upon. 

The iecoiidplan is this ; 

If none of your Majefty’s noblemen fliould be fufficiendy in your confidence, or 
equal to the undeitakuig, and if youi Majefty fliould be entirely at eafe withrefpeft 
to the ftate of your Country and Goveinraenr, it is propofed that you fliould in perfon 
proceed to Delili, and, having made the neceflary aiiangements theie, eftablifli one 
of your confidential feivaiits in the office of the Vizier (or ) and return to 

your own Capital, — The perfon who may be feleded foi the office of Vizier, mull be 
a man of addiefs and enterpize ; that, lemainmga twelve month v«th his army at 
Dehh, he may be able to bung undei fubjeftion the Chiefs of the neighbouring 
country — The fecond yeai your Majefty fliould alfo fend from your capital a fmall 
army as a leinforcernent , fo that the Viziei appointed by you, as above mentioned, 
may proceed with the chiefs of Hindoftan towaids the Dekhan : Should thofe infidel 
Brahmins diredt their power to that quarter, by the giace of God the hands of the 
Heroes of the faith in this part of the woild fliall be laifed foi their cliaftifement.— 
After their extiipation, it will be proper to enjom the Vizier aelmg on your Majefty’s 
part, to fix upon a place of rendezvous^ and there to meet me, that the pioper means 
may be adopted for the fettlement of the country. 

You are to make a propofition to his Majefty to the above efFedt, and lequeft him 
to deteimine upon whichever of the two plans he may prefer, and then fuinifliyou 
with a written engagement accordingly, under his Majefty’s hand and feal, addipg, 
that if his Majefty will be pleafed to give both of you permiffion, and have the good- 
nefs to fend a confidential perfon with you, you will repair to the Prefence of your 
Sovereign, and having alfo obtained from him an engagement in writing, conefpond- 
ing with the inftrument above alluded to, you will return with the confidential perfon 
abovementioned to the Prefence of his Majefty : But that, fhould his Majefty defire 
one of you to remain with him, one of you will continue in attendance accordingly, 
and the other will pioceed with his Majefty’s confidential fervant to the Dekhan, and 
return, with the writing from thence to the Prefence of his Majefty.

Zemaun Shah ihroaghoiit the letter, are for the inojl part left out ui the tTavflationf\ 

THANKS to Goclj that at this happy time I have the fatisfaftion to hear that youi 
Majefty, the oinament of the throne, the promoter of religion, the defiroyer of 
heietics and oppreflbis, &c. employs your whole time, and exeits every faculty, in the 
fupport of the enlightened leiigion, and is wholly devoted to its caiife. The leport of 
your Majefty’s piety, juftice, religious zeal, and courage, lb grateful to the feelings 
of all the followers of the faith, and elpecially to me, has afFoided me inexpreffibie 
joyand fatisfaftion: m return for this, near a hundied thoufand of the followers of 
the faith, nay more, afiemble every Friday, the fabbath of the Muflelmans, in the

\After the ifiial addtef and e;<oj dtuniy as adverted to tn No, 22, the letter pi oceeds- a: 
follows 3 

•““BY the favour of God, your Majefty, the ornament of the tin one of power and 
greatnefs, has for the moft part occupied your time in extending the religion of the 
Piophet, in deflioying the foundation ofherefy and infidelity, and in eftabhihing the 
bans of the tiue faith , and continues fo to do, — The fame of this, has amply pei vadccl 
the world. Thefe circumftances, which are as well known fiom eaft to weft, as the 
fun in the center of the heavens, fuggefted to my mind that, agreeably to the command 
of God and his Apoftle, declared m thefe words, “ Slay the divifor of the Godhead,’' 
we fliould unite m carrying on a holy war againll the Infidels, and free the region of 
Hmdoltan from the contamination of the enemies of our religion.— The followers 
of the faith in thefe territories, always aflembling at a feledl time on Fiidavs, ofier up 
their prayers in the woids — “ Oh God, flay the infidels who have clofed thy way !

-~y OUR moft friendly and agreeable letter, eveiy Vvord of which was replete with 
the fentiments of attachment and legard, together with letteis from the Nawaubs, 
Moolla Abdool Ghuffar Khaun, and Ameen-oo-Moolk, have reached me, and have 
affoided me gieat pleafure. 

You v/nre that the Nawaub Moolla Abdool Ghuffar Khaun, fubniitted the ffiendly 
addrefs of the Khoodadaud Siikar to his Majefty’s peiufal, and impielled it woid by 
v/ord upon hts Majefty’s mind , that his Majefty was extiemcly gratified, and had di- 
le&ed you, the Nawaubs Noor Mohummud Khaun, Ameen-ool-Moolk, and Moolla 
Abdool Ghuffar Khaun, to difpatch friendly letters to me — This has afforded me a 
degree of pleafure and delight, that is not to be deferibed.

— Y OUR letter, replete with fentiments of fi iendftiip and regard, expreffing your 
folicitude for the propagation of the faith, and the extirpation of the abandoned 11 re- 
ligious infidels , informing us that in the mofques, after the conclufiun of public wor- 
iliip, fupplications are made at the Throne of Giace for the encreafe of ou*' dominion, 
and the fuccefs of our triumphant banners, referring us for a fiuther expofition of 
your fcntiraents to the veibal explanation of your AmbafTadors Syed Mubbceb-oollah 
and Syed Mohuminud Rezza ; fignifying that you had fent a few prefents by the Am- 
bafladors, requefting that two peifons of your Siikar might refide at our Couit, and 
ftating other paiticulais of fiiendfliip, ariived in a mofl aufpicious feafon, and added 
new aidour to our mutual fuendfliip. 

As the objcdl of youi well-dii edfed mind is die deftruclion of the infidels and the 
extenfion of the faith of the Piophet, pleafo God, we fhall foon maich with our con- 
queiing army to wage war with the infidels and polytheiflsj and to free thole legions 
from the contamination of thefe fhamelefs tribes with the edge of the fword; fo that 
the inhabitants of thofe regions may be reftored to comfort and lepofe . Be theicfoie 
perfeftly fatisfied in this relpedt.

—YOUR Majefly’s giocious iettei, in leply to iny fiiendly addrefs, and which was 
bi^ought by Syud Hubbeeb-ooHah and Syud Muhiimimid Rezza, the ambaffaders 
of the Khoodadaud Sirlcatj has been received— has given encreafe to fiiendihip, and 
augnnented the fources of py and fatisfaftion. — Your Majefty was pleafed to wiite, 
that as It was the objedt of jour mind to criiflt the infidels and to propagate the le- 
ligion of Mohiimmudj plcafe God, youi Majefty would foon proceed with a con- 
quering army to profecute a holy war againft the infidels, polytheifts, and heietics, 
and free the religion of thefe regions from the contamination of thofe fhameleis 
tribes— that the profanation of polytheifin lliould be done away by the exertions of 
the lelentlefs fw'ord, and repofe and happinefs be leftoied to the inhabitants of this 
countiy, and defiling that I would fet my mind at eafe upon eveiy point. This has 
been fully undei flood, and I have alfo been informed word by word of what yom 
Majefty was pleafed to confide to tlie verbal communication of the ambafiadoi a , all 
Vvhich affoided me boiindiefs faiisfadlion. 

It IS my hope and my player to the Almighty, that the oppieffions of the infidels 
and polythcifts may be deftroyed, by the avenging fwoicl of thofe who have been fc- 
IcsSled by God to cxeicife dominion, and of the wairiors in the field of conqueft; and 
that thefe segions may acquis e pi ofpeiity and fpiendoi by maintaining the caufe of 
.cligion. 

At this time, the Englifli having leceivcd intimation of the anival of the ambafia- 
doisofthe Snkar at your Highnefs’s court, and of the firm connedlion eftablifhed

A 
Copy of the Goternoi Generarb I/ttei in qiicflion, communicated to his Highnefbthtr Niisam, who, 
as a Miiiihlman, cannot be iuppofed to have obfeived with indiheicnce, a dedaiation, pointing eqmlly 
to the deflrurtion of his powei, as to that of Tippoo Suluunj lus Highnefs, however, exprefed his 
Mghell approbation of the nholc of the Goveiuoi GeaeiaFs Letter of the 8th November 1798* 
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the tiefiga xo fubveii: die icilgion of iHaum — “ Many are the woidb that piocecd 
from theu lips, but their woids are nought but lies.” Pleafe God, they lhall be- 
come food for the urn denting fword of the pious wan iors — Evil dtfjgns return 
upon the heads of the inventors.” We are iabouieis in the way of the Loid, and 
obedient to the command of God— We have no hippoit, but the aid of the King of 
the world, who is gieat and powerful, and the true ApofLie, the head of the tiue re- 
ligion, the deftroyer of fotmer abominations. Placing my dependence upon thole 
tidmgs of ioy, Often doth God permit the inferior number to overpower the fcpe- 
^^lioi” — I am prepaied to exert the eneigies of my mind and of rny faculties, m- 
ivaidly and oufwaidly, to cairy on a holy war. Agreeably to the command of God, 
believing it a duty of leligion, to comiTiunicate affaiis ol gieat importance, when the 
Intel efts of religion aie one and the lame, the Syuds belore-mentioned, are now a 
fecond time difpatched to your Majefty’s Court, for the purpofe of reprefenting ail 
cucumftances fully and peifonally , and fiom them, your Majelly will be amply in- 
formed ofeveiy thing. Impelled by a folicitudc, foi the defence of leligion, v/hich 
Is incumbent upon all the Pnnces oflllatim to feel, let your Maiefly difplay you: 
oiateful endeavours both by woid and deed, to tepel thefe abandoned infidels,, 
God will aid thepme ofheair, and pious,”

[The following Memorandum is written in the firji leaf of the hook which contains the 

original of this TranJlation:'\ 

In this book are entered the Drafts of the letteis which were written to the Grand 
Seignior, Zemaun Shah, King of Cabul, and Futteh Alh Khaun, King of Eeraun, 
under date the 4th of Ramzaun 1213 of the Hedjree (anfweri/ig to the xoih of Fe- 
bruary I799.’V 

In the name of the Moft Merciful God ! 

[After the cujiomary invocation to the Deity and the Prophet, and a feries of pompous 
Titles, addrejfed to the Grand Seignior, the letter proceeds as follows ;] 

—YOUR Highnefs’s augiift letter, written on the i ith of Rubbee ooITaunee 1213 
of the Hedjree (anfwermg to the igd September 1798^ which was conveyed through the 
EngliOi f, honored me by its gracious arrival, was the means of glory and diftinc- 
tion, and the produftive fource of boundlefs favor. Its contents added ftrength and 
firmnefs to the foundations of union and attachment} and its gracious expreflions 
gave ftability to the fabuc of friendfliip. 

■With refpedt to what your Highnefs wrote, of theinvafion of the venerated Land 
of Egypt by the devoted French, by treachery and deceit, notwithftanding the ob- 
fcrvance of long-fubfifting friendfhip on the part of your Highnefs — The objedts of 
that irreligious, turbulent people } the determination of the Ottoman Porte to em~ 
ploy the moft vigorous meafures to repel that lebelhous race} of my affiiiing and 
joining my brethren MulTelmans in the general caufe of Religion, and defending the 
Regions of Hindoftan from the machinations of this enemy, that I would commu- 
jftcate to your Highnefs whatever fubjed of complaint I might have againft the 
Enghfh, when by the aid of God and your Highnefs’s good offices, thofe complaints 
lliould be removed to ray fatisfadion, and the grounds of oppofition and efttange- 
ment be exchanged for the defirable objeds of harmony and union — This, which 
your Highnefs did me the honour to write, has been underftood. 

By the favor of God, and the benevolence of the Piophct, all the followers of the 
Faith hold fraternity in Religion : particularly the exalted Ottoman State and the 

Khoodadaud

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IChoodadaud Shkar (be! ween whichj regard and attachment are eftabliflied firml/ 
as columns, and of which fnendfhip and union, repeated tokens have been inter- 
changed) are aiding and alBfting each other. — As this Labourer in the way of the 
Lord, is a brother in the faith, is obedient to your Highnefs’s all-poweiful will, and 
docs not conceive any difierence tb exift between us} I beg you will communicate 
to me what your Highnefs^s exalted mind conceives will be conducive to the welfaie 
and interefl-s of the followers of the faith. As the French have made themlelves 
your Highnefs’'s enemies, they have made themlelves fo to all the followers of the 
Faith — God is the protedor and defender of the Land of Hindoftan ; next to him, 
this Suppliant at the Almighty Throne, does not and will not negled the defence and 
fervice of the People. I am fully confident that your Highnefs will be dilpofed to 
afford your affifiance and fupport, in all matters, to us Labourers. All Hindoftan is 
over-run with Infidels and Polytheifts, excepting the dominions of the Khoodadaud 
Sirkar, which like the Ark of Noah, are fafe under the protedion and bounteous aid 
of God. It IS my hope, from the fupreine King of kings, that as at the appearance 
of a fecond Adam, the religion of Iflaum will obtain exclufive prevalence over the 
whole Country of Hindoftan, and that all the finful Heretics will with the utmoft 
eafe become the prey of the fwords of the combatants in the caufe of Reli^on. — Bei 
it known to thofe who ftand at the foot of the Imperial Throne, that the tieachery, 
deceit, and fopremacy of the Chnftians in the regions of Hindoftan, are beyond the 
power of exprefiion. A fummary elucidation of this, will be found as follows : • 

A perfon, by name Da-ood Khaun, an Afghaun, was appointed to the Soobadarry 
of Arcot, on the part of the Emperor of Dehli. About that time, the French and 
Englilh, each with one of their decefted ftiips, and a few Kaufers (Infidels) on board,, 
came to the coaft, expiefsly for the purpofe of trade j bringing with them, fome of 
the produfls of their country, fuch as knives, feiffars, needles, china and glafs- 
ware, for fale. After prefentmg feveral articles to the deluded Soobadar, as a Nuzzer 
( or offering, exprejfive ofjubmiffim ) they requefted the grant of a fpot of ground, fuffi- 
cient for a fingle houfe, for their refidence, in order that they might import the produfts- 
of Europe, paying the proper duties, and there remain with a dozen of their people. 
The Soobadar complied with their requeft j and there the Englilb refided for fome 
time. 

Ithappene^that the exalted Fimaun of Behaudur Shah, Son of Aulumgeer, Em- 
peror of Shalgehaun-abaud addrefied to Da-ood Khaun, arrived, diiefling 

him to leave a trufty Dewan {Managtr ) in Aicot, and repair himfelf to the Prefence. 
In conformity to the Emperor’s ftimmons, Da-ood Khaun repaired to Dehli,deaving 
Saadut-oolla Kbaun as his deputy. Owing to die negligence and folly of the minif- 
ters at Dehh, Saadut-oolla Khaun became a traitor, and ufurped the dominion of the 
country. About that period, the EngUfh and the French applied to the Soobadar 
for the grant of a little ground round about their houfes j to which the Soobadar, from 
his want forefigbt, and from his innate folly, confented'j and accordingly granted 
them the ground which they afked. After this, both- thefe nations ereifted fmall: 
forts, and fiationed about a hundred men to garrifon them, (verfes) “ Where a coun- 
try is abandonned by its prince, every village becomes a principality.” The relations 
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and followers of Saatlnt-oolla Khaun, each took pofleffion of Taalooks and 

crcfting foitrefleSj eflabhflied their abode, A c the fame times the French and En- 
glifti taking with them fome of the produflrs of Etitope, lepaired to the diftridfcs 
of the relations and followeis of Saadut-ooila Khaun, and contraded friend&ip with 
them i and under this cover, obtaining a complete infight, into then charadeis, their 
mode of livmg, the ftrudure of their forts, the adminiftration of their territories, 
and the condition ot their forces, they entertained from four to five hundred men of 
that country and waited their opportunity. In the mean time Saudut-oolla Khayn 
died. After his death, his rLlations and adherents, who were very numerous, quar- 
relled among themfelves, and one of them, by the name of Sufder Alli Khaun, en- 
tered into an intrigue with tlie Infidels of Poona, and folicrted militaiy fuccouis. 
Agreeably to his requeft, an army of the Poona Infidels, confifting of 50,000 Horfe, 
tinder the command of Rugghoo Futteh Sing, invaded the province of Arcot ; where 
Sufder Alli Khaun fufiered his father Alli Doaft Khaun to be ilain in battle by the 
Infidels of Poona* After this, thefe Infidels feeing the dsflenfions which prevailedf 
amongft the adherents and lelations of Sufder Al’i Khaun, plundered all the inhabi- 
tants of that country, without difcrimmation of friend or foe, carried off a hundred 
thoufand men and women, prifoners to their own country, and fold them to flavery : 
they aifo took pnfoner Hooffain Doaft Khaun, known by the name of Chunda 
Khaun, who was the hufband of Sufder Alli Khaun’sfifter, and carried him to Poona. 
In the mean time, Mortiza Khaun, the Governor of Vellore, and hufband of another 
fitter of Sufoer Alh Khaun, enticed the latter to his houfe, and put him to death. 
After this event, Nizam-ool Mool the Vizier of Delhi, who had made himfelf mafter 
of the Dekkan, arrived in the province of Arcot, and appointing AnWar-oodeen 
Khaun, Soobadaur of that province, on his own part gave m charge to him the two 
infant fons of the late Sufder Alli Khaun, with injundtions to protedl and educate them, 
and then returned to the Dekkan. After this, Anwar-oo-deen Khaun incited the A%- 
hauns to murder one of the children. A fhort time after, Chunda Khaun who was in 
confinement at Poona, bribing the Infidels with a fum of money, obtained his releafo, 
and arrived in the province of Arcot, whence he proceeded to Pondicherry, a faftory 
foelonging to the French, where he took refuge x he there procured a body of French 
Troops, with which he marched againft Anwar-oo-deen Khaun, with a view to reduce 
the province of Arcot. In the mead time, Anwar-oo deen Khaun fought the affift- 
ance of the Englifh, who then held a faftory at Cheenaputcun. (Madras.) Accord- 
ingly the Engliflr joined him with a body of troops— In proof of the words “ He 
who affordeth afliftance to the oppreffor, fhall foil under fubjeftion to the very man 
he aflifted,"' — both thefe perfons becoming the objefts of the_ Divine anger, fought af- 
liftance from thefe two Infidel tribes, and proceeded to hoftilkies— It was fo decreed, 
however, that Anwar-oo-deen Khaun fell by the hand of Hoof^in Doaft Khaun. 
After this, Mohummud Alli Khaun, fon of Anwar-oo-deen Khaun, giving up both 
his wordly and fpii itual concerns, to the direftion of the EngHlh, and malting them bis 
protsedtors, prepared for hoftilkies againft Chunda Khaun. In the mean time, Nizam- 
ool Moolk died, and was fucceeded by his fon Nauffir Jung; whom Mohummud Alh 
Khaun invited to join him : but before his arrival, Nauffir Jung’s nephew, Hidauyet 
Mohee-oo-deen Khaun, fled with a fmall body of Troops to Pondicherry; and 
the French colledting a force which confifted of about a thoufand men of their 
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own nation, and about four tlioufand fepoys, proceeded with the troops of Hidauyet 
Mohte-oo-deen Khaun, againft Naufir Jung, who joined with Mohummud Alii 
Khaun, after fuifaining repeated engagements with the French, laid fiege to the fortefs 
of Ginjee, which is iituattd on a hill, and was then in pofleflion of the French. The 
latter entering into a rollofion with the Siidats of Nauffir Jung’s army, attacked it in 
the night — After the alaim was given, Nauffir Jung mounted his elephant j wlien, a 
man named Behauher Khann, an Afghaun in his fervice, had the bafenefe to kiU him 
by a muflcet fhot, and caufing his elephant to be dnven clofe to that of Nauffir Jung, 
cut of Ins head and duck it on the point of a fpeai->-Lrpon this event, the Fiench let 
lip Hidauyet Moohee-oo-clecn Khann as lus fucceffor, and accompanied by a body of 
their own troops under the command of an officei named Buffy, direfted his maich 
towards Hydrabad — In the courfc of their maich, they halted at the foit ofRaychota, 
where the tiaitoi Behauder Khaun, and the French troops commanded by Buffy, 
quarrelled about the divifion of the plundered tieafure and jewels, and an engagement 
took place, in which Bahauder Khaun, and the other curfed Afghaun Chiefs, were 
flam, and piecipitated to hell — Hidauyet Mohee-oo-deen Khaun, alfo fell in this 
engagement by a mulket fhot—The French then conferred the fucceffion on eke 
worthkfs Silaubut Jung, fecond fon of Nizaum-ool-moolk, and proceeded with him to 
Hyderabad j whereby the whole of the Dekhan may be faid to have come under the 
authority of the French at Hyderabad — The French Chnftians (who amounted to 
near 1,200 men) in a ftate of intoxication, in open day, entered the houfes of the vo- 
taries of Iflaum, and violated numbeis of their women — Many of the females of the 
mobles ripped up their own bellies, and threw themfelves into wells — Hence all the 
inhabitants of Hydeiabad conceived enmity againft the French. 

In the mean time Nizam Alii Khaun, fon of Nizam- 00k- moolk, impiifonedhis 
elder brother Silaubut Jung, and eftabliflied himfelf in his room — A Ihort time after- 
wards when the utmoft difagreement had taken place between the people of Hydera- 
bad and the French, the worthlefs Bully marched from that city with his troops and 
returned to Pondicherry— -During thefe tranfadtions Mohummud Alii Khaun, in con- 
jundtion with the Enghfh, carried on the war againft Chunda Khaun, who was coidially 
the friend of the French. The armies of both the infidel nations contended for the 
province of Arcot, and after many battles and much blood-fhed, the Enghili and 
Mohummud Alli Khaun, having pledged their faith to him, and under that fandindn 
made him their prifoner, put him to death, and obtained poffeffion of the whole of 
the Arcot province, yielding a yearly revenue of near four crores of rupees. 

When the Englilh had thus eftablifhed themfelves in Aicot, they turned their 
views to the conqueft of Bengal — To this end, with the fame tieacheiy and deceic 
which has been above defenbed, they applied to the Viceroy of Bengal alfo for a 
f| 50 t of ground 5 and, having obtained poffeffion of fufiicient for a fingle houfe, they 
there ftationed their people as for the purpofes of Trade, and waited their opportunity. 
About this time the viceroy of Bengal died, and contentions arofe among his children and 
relations— The Englifh taking part with the one, they fubdued the other} and lender- 
ing that other entirely dependant upon them, obtained poffeffion of the whole domi- 
mon ofBengal, a territory confifting of four Soobahs, and yielding an annual revenue 

of 
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of twenty crores of rupees.— -Not far from thence is a place called Lucknow, the 
auler of which was Mirza Amauni * * * § {411°/ oo-BowIah) fon of Shudjahmo-Dowlaii — 
By intrigue and chicane with him, they {the EnghJIt) intiuded themfelves into that 
count! yalfo. — What is more extraordinary is this. Lately Mirza Amauni fent an 
ambaflador to Zemaun Shaw, the King of Caubal. This circumftance coming to 
the knowledge of the Englifli [Governor) Geneial f who refides at Calcutta, he pro- 
ceeded thence on a vifit to Mirza Amauni, and having leagued with the muvfters of 
that country, caufed Mirza Amauni to be poifoned, violated the chaftity of his 
widow, and plundered his houfe of money and jewels, to the amount of twenty crores 
of Rupees— Throughout the territory of Bengal, wherever there were men of learn- 
ing, fcience, and rank, the Englifh have forcibly taken pnfoneis their wives and 
daughters, violated their chaftity, and cairied them off to their own illands and coun- 
tiy— Seizing the youths of the clafs of Syuds jl, devotees, and learned men, and oblig- 
ing them to eat the flefli of fwine, proclaimed it by beat of Tom-tom §. — In the 
count! y of Bengal, and in all other places where then authority prevail, they fet up 
fwine butchers, and caufe them to fell the fiefh of hogs, publicly in the, ftreets and 
markets. 

All this power and authority have the Enghlli acquued in the Ipace of forty 
years. 

About twenty years ago, during the life time of my late revered father Hyder Alii 
Khaun, difputes occuinng among the worthlefs Sudais of the Poona infidels, Rogoo- 
naut Row, the uncle of Narain Row, the head of the Poona State, tieacheroufly 
mui dered his nephew ; the turbulent fpn it of the Chiefs, however, obliged him to feek 
refuge at Bombay, a place in the poffeffion of the Englifh. 

The Englifh obtaining from him, money and jewels to a large amount, detached 
an aimy with Roggoonaut Row for the leduftion of Poona — The Poona minifters, 
deceitfully felefted a child, of two or three days old, fiom their own clafs, proclaimed 
liim as the genuine offspring of the muideied Narain Row, and as the fucceffor to the 
Mufnud (throne ) and affembling an army, maiched to oppofe the Englilli and Ro- 
goonant Row— Finding themfelves unable to cope with the Englifh, they repeatedly 
fent letters by ambaffadors of rank to the Piefence of his late Highnefs (Hyder JUi) 
foliciting his affiftance— His Highnefs piudently confidcring, that although it is de- 
clared “ Heietics are impure,” yet that ii was more advifcable to affoid than lefufe 
his affiftance to the infidels belonging to the countiy (becaufe the fupremacy of the^ 
Englifh was the fource of evil to all God's creatures)— -with a view to the aid of 
Poona, marched to Madias with a vaft army— Many engagements enfued, and many 
places fell — And Madras itfelfv;as near being taken; when it pleafed God that h s 
Highnefs fhould end his days in that expedition, and he died in the vicinity of Arcof.

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—After this event, I continued the •war j and aftei many viftones, and the capture of 
numberlefs piifoneis, the Englifti fcnt their ambafladors, humblyj and by engagement 
and oath, to fue for peace — Although I was not myfelf difpofed to grant them peace, 
yet by the earneft advice of the nobles of the Khoodadaud Sirkai, I confentcd — Four 
or five years after, when arabailadors fjom the Khoodadtaud Sirlcar, arrived at the 
Sublime Porte^ j and aftei reprefenting the fentiments of friendfliip, letuined to the 
Prefence. The Englifh receiving information of this circumftance, ■with hearts inflamed, 
immediately conceived, that all the tribe of Iflaum, were about to league together for 
their deftrudtion — They knew too, that they had given your Highnefs proofs of their 
evil difpofition, and theiefoie, uniting to themfelves Nisam Alh Khaun, and the In- 
fidels of Poona, they waged war againll the Khoodadaud Sirkar for four years — At 
length, near a hundred thoufand of the folioweis of the Faith, had determined to flay 
their wives and families with their own hands, and ralhing upon the infidels, drmk 
the cup of martyrdom, and plunge the Infidels into hell. — The Counfellors, the 
Lords, and the refpedled Sages of Iflaum, all agreed, that this attack upon the domi- 
rninions of JKhoodadaud Sukar, was m confequence of the deputation c»f Ambaffadors 
with letters to the Sublime Porte, and therefoie, that it was advifeable by any means to 
accommodate matters for the prefent, to communicate to your Higlmefs all that had 
occurred, and joined with your Highnefs’s aid, proceed to exterminate the Infidels — ■ 
I approved the reprefentation of my faithful fervants, and furrendering three crores 
and thirty Lacs of Rupees in treafure, and half my country (which was all a dead lofs 
to me) put an end to the conteft. 

The Englifh having adopted a determined refolution to fubdue the whole 
of Hindooftan, and to fubvert tlie Muflulman Religion, and having united to 
themfelves, Nizam Alii Khaun, and the Infidels of Poona, have for five years 
paft been devifing the means , accordingly they have lately written in plain 
and undifOTifed terms, that it is their intention to deftroy the Religion of 
Iflaum — “ Evil defigns return upon the heads of the inventors,” — The Infidels 
of Poona, in confequence of die difagreements prevailing among the Minifters 
at Delhi, have fubverted'that-country, and having deftroyed its houfts, have ereded 
their owm temples' on their rums — they have poflelTed themfelves entirely of that 
idngdora, whilft'a poor fightlefs individual of the Royal Family of Delhi, whgfe fer- 
vants put out his eyes, is feated in his houfe in a ftate the moft abjedt. The re- 
fourcesof his maintenance are fixed from the fale of the fruits of his gardens 5 and he is 
obliged to pay the price f cf thiit maintenance ) by paying adulation to thofc treacherous 
Infills. Near five hundred thoufand of the Infidels of the diftridt of Calicut, Nuzzu- 
rabaud, Zufferabaud, and Afbrufabad, who were wavering on the precindls of obe- 
dience, have been converted at different, times. Praife be to God, that the whole 
energy of the well-diredled mind of this- Labourer in the way of the Lord, on whofe 
ibrehead is engraved the motto * ** They dread not the terrific day of judgment,” is 
continually exerted to fupport the Religion of Mohiimmud. Accordingly, having 
I lately

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lately been informed of the exceffive commotions excited by the fon of Abdool Wa- 
haub* in the neighbourhood of Mecca the holy, I immediately addiefied letters to 
the fupreme minifter Yoofuf Vizierj to the Shereef of Mecca, and the fervants of the 
holy receptacle ( meaning the place at Medina where Mohmmud is lariei) pui porting, 
that It was my intention to fend a confiderable foice under the command of one of my 
approved fons, and defiring them to wiite to me, a paiticular account of the fituation 
of affairs in that quarter*— For the illuftiious Kaaba, is the objeft of veneration to the 
followers of truth, and the objedt of the regaid of the All-poweiful , and to do fervices 
thereunto, is produdive of blefSngs, both in this woild and the world to come. 

The refpefted and accompliflted Syuds, Syud AIH Mohummud, and Syud Modaur- 
oo-deen are now nominated and deputed with this friendly letter to reprefent various 
points of great impoitance, and to communicate the fentimentsof my mind, and widi 
inftrudtions to remain in attendance on youi Majefty during three years. I truft that 
they will be honored by admiffion to your Highnefs’s prefence, and have an opportu. 
nity of a perfbnal conference, and of ftating to you my fentiments,^nd» that their 
reprefentations will obtain fuH credit with your Highnefs. May the viftorions 
banners of Iflaum be ever prevalent, and every trace of Ekrefy and Infidels be wiped 
away !

The firft m jdpril 1797, the Jecond in OTober 1797, and the third in July 1798, but 
the Ambaffadors employed did not leave Tianquebar until the ^th of February 1799.

obliged to recall to your memory the Difaliers 
which my fricndlhipfor the French Nation has 
brought .upon me) I maintained with zeal and 
courage, all the pretenfions of the French. 'Fhe 
EngUm, the ambitious Englifli, not having fuf- 
'ficient confidence in their own ftrength and 
courage to attack mefingly, formed an Alliance 
with the Marrattas and the Nizam, and attacked 
me in every'-quarter. At the very moment 
-wheni was on the point of conquering 
•the French Army Under the command of M. 
de Coffigny, received an order from M. de Buffi 
to abandon me, though I had paid them well, and 
they were in want of nothing; but what filled 
•me with indignation was^ that thofe orders ex- 
tended to. M* de Lally, who commanded a body 
of'Ffench'in my pay, to withdraw himfelf with 
his Party ; this i oppofed, and on juft grounds. 
F rom that moment, my army became difgufted. 
Reduced fxngly to*my owmrefources, and aban- 
doned by my Allies, [ was compelled to make 
Peace, with the lofs of half of my Dominions, 
and Three .Crores and Thirty Thoufand, Ru- 
pees in Specie, Behold what have been my 
loffea Reprefentatives !

The men weie fo 
much afraid, that they have been four months on 
then jowney i you may judge of their diligence 
and punfluality for j^our iervice , for my own 
part, I believe they mull have lied their legs for 
three months and a halt. Hiicarrahs which I 
fent to you on the nth of laft month have re- 
turned with youi Majefty’s reply dated the 2.9th 
of the fame month , I haften to fend them back, 
as they are faithful men, and I fhould wifli them 
to be liberally recompenled.

YOU will be fully informed by the Nocqueda of this Dow, how tranquil and 
quiet every thing is at Cairo and Suez, and between thofe places, and of the tian- 
quillity which is eftablilhed among the inhabitants. Nor a Angle Mamaluke op- 
preflbr remains in the country, and the inhabitants, without dtcid or fear, employ 
themfelves in weaving, cultivating thegiound, and in other trades, as formerly, and, 
by the bleffing of God, this will be daily increafing, and the Duties on Merchandize 
and the Taxes will be leffened. The Duties on Merchandize are now the fame as 
they were prior to their being raifed by the Mamalukes : the Meichants have every 
aflUtance granted them, and the road between Suez and Cano is open and fafe , thcie- 

3 H fore 
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fore do you affure the Merchants of your Country^ that they may bring their Goods 
to Suez and fell them without dread or apprehenfion, and may purchafe, in exchange 
for them, fuch Articles as they may wifh.

the Principles of the Conftitution ; and the 
difcufiion of the plan of Laws, Article by Ar- 
ticle, to be the order of the Day.

Yes, Citizens, we have been in error,—

THE LAW. 

Article r* 

Every Chief who fliall not exceof'' i\ e I iw 
ftriCliy accoiding to the letter, who fliJl cvsde 
or tranfgiefs it, or who fhall not execute the 
fentence pronounced by the Couned of Difci- 
pline, IS unwoitby of command. He be 
cafhiered, and fufpended fiota all the funilionc 
of a Citizen for two Years. InCvft oi icfiac- 
tonnefs, he fliall fuffer five jeais confinement 
in irons, and be held imwoi thy of all employ. 

The fecond Article was then confidered, and 
unammoufly adopted. 

Article 2 . 

All Citizens, of whatevei rank, null nay im- 
mediate obedience when called upon by the 
Law, or be fubjefl: to forty-eight houis impii- 
fonment, oyer and above the puiiiflimejit w^bich 
they may be liable to for the enme commuted 
by them. Rcfiftancc fhall be puiiiflied by e.ght 
days confinement in irons, and rebevKou by a 
confinement of three months m nons.

On the 2ad of May 1797 (The fifth jear 
of the French Republic), at ten o’clock in the 
morning, the Citi:aens compofing the Frendi 
Party, commanded by Citizen Dompard, wuh» 
Francis Ripaud, Le Dalle, Bompart, Debay ^ 
Minaud, Citizens of the National Guard, being 
all aflembled m the Panfh Church at the 
conclufion of High Mafs, in oider to be 
inftrudted in Republican principles, and 
to deliberate on their rights. The Sitting was 
opened, and the proceedings of the kft Sit- 
ting were read, which being concluded, the 
Prefident defired to know, if any perfoa 
wiflied to make remarks upon them , the filence 
which followed being taken as a mark of ap- 
probation, they were clofed and figned by each 
Individual with his mame or cattomary mferk* 
A Citizen having obtained leave to {J)eak, ob-

The whole Aflcmbly, feeling the propriety of 
this conduit, iff the avowal of a fault for the 
purpofe of fclf corr^clion, and giving a leflbn 
of virtue to fellow Citizen?,* applauded highly 
an acknowledgment fo truly Republican.

Mcherry. — All the Taiooks ceded to the Company were particularly fpecified in the 
Treaty of Peace, m order to prevent repeatecl altercations. — I did not cede a lingle 
Talook to the Company on the Table land, nor has the Company any Concern 
there.

to what IS the real fad. You muft write to the Coorgah Rajah, enjoining and in- 
filling on his quitting thofe two Kuireeas, and lemaming within his own boundary 
above the Ghauts, and in future not to go beyond them. Believing me folicitous 
for the good tidings of youi Weifaie, I hope you W'lll conftantly gialify me With 
your fiiendly letters.

Sir A hi red Clarke has aUb communicated to me your anfwer to the letter fi out 
the late Governor General Sir John Shore, refpedling the claims of the Company 
and of youi Highnefs to the diftudt of Wynaad, bordering on Tambercbeuy. 

Kcng anxious to ailbid you evety proof in my power of my finceie defire to 
maintain the good underlfanding which had fo long fubfifted between your Highnefs 
•uul the Company, I made it one of the firft objefts of my attention to examine all 
the Papers exifling on the Company’s Records, as wcU refpedting V/ynaad as tli^e 
nill!u‘L oi Souleah, in which it appeals that Kauntamungle and Colooibajee are 
litiialed. 

From thefc Papers I find that not only the light to the Diftridta of Wynaad and 
Souleah has it-niained in doubt, but alfo to the Diftndt of Amerah, andErfawara- 
kemy, and to fome othei mconfideiable Territories on the fide of Malabar 

Ycui Highnefs iS well aware that it is a maxim among States, whoaie fincerely 
Gliipofcd to maintain the relations of Amity and Peace, to bung all contefted points 
ot this natiuc to a fpeedy determination 

A feafonable and tempeiate difeuflion of thofe dilfciences of opinion, which muft 
occafionally aiife between Poweis of the moft pacific difpofition, tends to pievent 
quairels between their fubordinate Officers, and to obviate the mifreprefentations, 
which each party is apt in fuch cafes to make to the lefpedtive Governments This 
3S the moft friendly as well as the moft piudent couife, and will always defeat the 
views of interefted and defigning perlbns W'ho may willi to foment jealoufy and to 
diftnrb the bleifing ot Peace. 

Foi this objedt Loid Cornwallis, the Nawab Nizvini Alh Khaun, and thePailliwah 
Pundit Peid’haun, wifely provided in the Treaty of Peace concluded with your High- 
nefs at Senngapatam, by eftablifhing a legulai mode ot bunging to an amicable ad- 
juftment, with the knowledge and appiobation ot all parties, any queftions which 
might heieafter anfe between youi Highnefs and any of the Allies, lefpedling the 
boundaries of your adjacent Territories. 

I am perfuaded that it is your Highnefs’s difpofition to maintain faithfully ymur 
public engagements with the Company. On m3' part you will always meet wuli a 
reli^ous adherence to eveiy Article of the Treaties fubfifting between us. On this 
occafion therefore it is my intention to depute a retpcftabic and difcrcct peifon, to 
meet upon your Fiontier fuch of yourOffiicers as youi Highnefs may pleafe to name^ 
for 5lhe purpofe of confeiring together, of difcuffing the grounds of the refpeAive 
di^s, and ofTatlsfying each othei on all points refpeAing which any doubts may be 
eri^^ained on either ficle. 

It would not be confiftent with your Highnefs’s high reputation for juftice and 
good faith, to refufe to enter into tins candid inveftigation ; I therefore enteilain no 
doubt, that as foon as you ftiall have fully underftood the nature of this reprefenta- 
lion, you will afford every facility to the condudt of the necellary enquiries, and will 
yfe your endeavours to bring them to a fpeedy determination ; and for this purpofe 
that you will without delay dircA your Officers at Korial Bunder (or Mangalore) to 
' enter into conference with thofe deputed by the Managers of the Honorable Com- 
pany’s Affairs on the Coaft of Malabar. The refult of the conferences will be coni- 
' mum- 
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niunicafcd to me by the Government of Bombay with all prafticable difpatch , and 
jou may rely upon it, that after a regular difcuffion fhall have taken place, according 
to the eftabhlhcd law of Nation"!, and to the piadice uniformly obferved on every 
occafionof difputed boundaiy which has arifen between your Highnefs and the Allies 
fince the conclufion of the Treaty of Scringapatam, I will not fufpend foi one mo- 
ment the full acknowledgement of whatever (hall appear to be your juft right. 

In the mean time, as the Diftnds of Amerah and Souleah have been in the pof- 
feffion of the Coorgah Rajah for feveial Years, your Highnefs will no doubt fee the 
piopnety and juftice of recalling the Tioops fent into the Neighbourhood of Souleah. 
Your Highnefs muft be fenfible that until I have been fatisfied of the Juftice of your 
claims in a legular and amicable mannei, I will never fuffer any of the Company’s 
Allies or Dependants, whofe Countiy and Intel efts I confider to be in every refpedt 
the fame as thofe of the Company, to be foicibly deprived of Territories, of which 
they have to long held poffetEon W ith the moft cordial difpofition to maintain the 
inteicourfe of fiiendfnip with your Highnefs, I truft that I fhall always meet an equal 
return on your part , and theiefoie i cannot but lament, that youi Highnefs did not 
immediately lefort to the cftablithed channels of peaceable Negotiation, m place of 
ftationing a Military force upon the Frontiers of the Tenitoiy potTetTed by an Ally 
of the Company. 

Confident however'that your Highnefs, upon a full review of all the circumftances 
of the cafe, will be equally inclined with myfelt to conform to the didlates of juftice, 
I am llilisfied that aftei our refpeftive Officeis Iball have confetred together, and 
explained to each other all matters that remain in doubt, we fhall have no difficulty

IN liappy time I had the pleafure to receive 3mur Lordllup’s letter, which afford- 
ed me great Tatisfaclion, and its friendly contents have been undeiftood — (vide leitei 
vnlten 14th June ) 

Since the time that the Country ofNuggur and Koiiaul was fiift fubjugated, the 
Talooks of Ameera and Souleah, m which ( lattei) Kantamungle and Colooibajee are 
fituated, have belonged to Koriaul, and this pioved and confirmed by the lecords of 
a Centuiy — The names of the perfons who paid the colledtions of thofe Talooks to 
the Officers of Konaul, of thofe who colleftcd the Revenues of them, and the ac- 
counts of advances made to the Ryots for the purpofes of cultivation, aie contained 
in thofe records, and fiom the fiifli eftabliCliment of the authority of this Siicar down 
to the year 1220 of Mohummed, they have been attached to the Country of Ko- 
riaul. —-The Coorga "people have had no concern in them — Indeed, between the above 
Taalooks and the Coorga Country vaft Hills interpofe — By the Treaty of Peace, the 
Taalooks of Ahmednuggur, otherwife called Chuckloor, belongs to ray Sirkar, and 
Wynaad (orWeenaai) is a Kurreah (or Village with its appertaining lands) among the 
Kuireeahs of Ahmednuggur above the Tambacheiry pafs — The Territoiy ot the 
Company is below that pafs, and the Hills foim a Banier between. 

Your Lordfhip has written that “ fubordinate Officers are naturally inclined to 
“ make mifreprefentations to their refpedtive Governments m fuch trivial cafes, and 
‘‘ to foment jealoufies and diftuibaiices ” — It is certain then, that in plain and fim- 
ple cafes, the repiefentations of mtereftecl people will nfft have any weight or ciedit 
whatever w'lth your Lordfliip — Neverthelefs as your Lordfliip^is deiirous of obtaining 
an explanation and removing doubts, orders have been iffued to theOfficeis of Ko- 
riaul to confer with the perfons who may be appointed from the Malabar fide , and 
fairly to afcei tain and remove all doubts, a perfon of Rank fliall alfo be deputed by 
me for this bufinefs, 

Rv the favour of God the Bonds of Friendfttp and Union are firmly di azvn between 
the tvOo States, and I am to the lajt degree difpofed to give additional Jii ength to the be- 
neficial fyjlem of Amity and Peace. 

Believing me gratified by the agreeable intelligence of your Lordfhip’s Welfare, I 
hope you will always continue to lejoice me by your exhilarating letters.

After a full examination of every cucumftance relating to 
your rights and to thofe of the Company, I am now convinced that Wynaad was 
not ceded to the Company by the Treaty of Peace, and therefore that it belongs to 
your Highnefs. — As it never will be my wifli to conteft the fmalleft paiticle of your 
Highnelb’s lights, I have direded the Commiffioners to make a formal acknowledg- 
ment of the juftice of your claim to Wynaad, which diftrid you will occupy when- 
ever it may fuit your pleafure. 

As fome doubts, however, remain w'hether the Tambercheny Pafs be not includ- 
ed in the ceffions made to the Company, by the Tieaty of Peace, I have diiedcd 
the Officers of the Company to confer on that fubjed, with the perfon to be ap- 
pointed by your Highnefs.

the Commiffioners to make a formal acknowledgment of my claim to that Taalook 
—But that fome doubts yet remained with refped to the Pals (v ide letter wiitten 7th 
Auguft 1798.) 

Tambercherry, which is below the Ghaut';, bv the Treaty of Peace came into the 
Company’s pofleffion — above the Ghauts is Wynaad, w'hich confillcd of a few habi- 
tations, and has for a long time been delblate — The Ghauts aic fifuated between, 
and allb belong to me — It (Wynaad) confifts of nothing but foiefls and heaps of 
(tones — Accoidingly long ago this fad came lepeatedly under orculai mlpsdion at 
4 " 
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tbe time when ‘ mcafures were taken foi the fettlement of the Malabar diftiids j and 
whatever doubtb theie may be upon this head, will be folved by a refeience thereto — 
In like manner the right to the Taalooks of Amcera and Soulea, which appertain to 
Couiiaul (Mangalore) is proved by the recoids of a centmy, m which are inferted 
the names of the Colledors and Defiaycis of the Land Tas~Nay, a Copy of the 
parts of ihofe records lhall be fent, when by referring thereto the circumflances re- 
fpefting Ameeraand Sowlea,Erferawarafcemy, &c. will be afcertained and laid open. 
Mifchief-makeis, byftaiting empty difputes and altercations, hope to accomphfla their 
own puipofes — But by the favor of God, the fountains of union and haimony between 
tne two dates pofTefs too much puiity and clearnefs to be fullied by the devices of 
felf interefted peifons.

THE Talooks of Ameeia and Sowlea, in vdiich Cauntmungle and Coloorbachet, 
are lituated, have belonged to Couryaul (Mangalore) from the year Rejah 1070 
Mohummuddee to the end of theyeai Shadab 1226, a term of 156 j^ears. Thirty-fix 
years ago a body of 2000 Coorga Peons were employed in the fervice of the State, 
and fome villages in the Talooks abbvementioned, yielding 3423 Pagodas, continued 
for a ftiort time to be affigned for their pay, but fince fix-and-tlurty years that even has 
ceafed. This trivial affan can only be afcribed to the turbulent difpofition of interefted 
men, who, by nature, are ever feeking opportunities of fowmg the feeds of diflenfion; 
of this, I am confident your Loidfliip muft be well convinced. 

The Perfon who is now in Coorga is not of the pofterity of the Coorga Rajahs, but 
of a different Stock. 

Conftantly gratify me with fiiendly letters. 

POSTSCRIPT. — Mr. Duncan, the Governor of Bombay, has written to me, that 
two perfons of integrity and ability, from among the Civil Officcis (Talookdars) on 
the coaft of Malabar, have been deputed to enquire into the claim of the above-

you have doubtlefs received information of another excefs of that unjuftifiable 
ambition and infatiable rapacity, which have fo long marked the cotidud of the 
Flench Nation. They have invaded Egypt, a Country, from which they were in no 
danger of moleftation, and fiom whofe Government, they could not even pretend to 
have received the llighteft provocation. They have committed* this aft of violence 
m contempt of the Treaties fubfilling between France and the Porte, and without 
any regard to the acknowledged authoiity of the Grand Seignof,fo longeftabliflied in 
Egypt. Nothing can more clearly expofe their total dihegard of every principle of 
Public Faith and Honour than this unprovoked and unjufafiable aggrelEon ; and it 
will no doubt alfoid fatisfaftion to every friend to juflice and good faith, and paiticu* 
Jarly to every friend of the Britifh Nation, to hear, that by the fuccefs of his Ma- 
jefty’s Arms, the French have already fuffered for their injuftice and temerity. Cer- 
tain intelligence has juft been received, that thirteen Sail of the Line, which had 
been employed m the expedition agamft Egypt, mounting 1024 Guns, and cariying 
about 10,000 Men, being at anchor in the Port of Bekir, neai Rofetla, at the mouth 
of the Nile, were attack'bd by an equal number of His Bntannick Majefty’s Fleet } 
an engagement took place, ivhich terminated in the capture of nine Ships of theFiench 
Linei two more were blown up, one of them of 118 Guns, the French Admual’s, 
and only two made their efcape from the valoi and fkillof the BntiHi Admiral. All 
communication being thus cut off between Egypt and Europe, the Troops who have 
landed in Egj'pt muft m all probaliility pcnfti, either by famine of by the fword. 

This very fignal Viftory is to be afciibed to the Juftice of the Bntifli caufe, and fo 
the aid of Divine Providence, favouring the gallantry of our Forces and punilhing 
tlie injuftice and impiety of our Adverfary. On the lame affiftance I rely with con- 
fidence for a continuation of limilar Succeffes, and for the final tni^rph of His Ma- 
jefty’s Arms, over a Nation, who have fhewn therafclves the general enemy of Man- 
kind.— Confident from the union and attachment fubfiftmg .between us, that tins in-

I HAVE received your letter informing me — (Recite the fubtlance of the lettei re- 
ceived on the 24th October ) 

’ It affords rnc lincere fatrsfaftion fco learn that you ha.ve nominated two peifons of 
integiUy and honour to meet and confer with the Deputies appointed, under my 
orders, by Mr. Duncan (the Governor of Bornbay) for the puipofe of invefligating 
the queftton regauhng the Xalooks of Ameeja and Soulea. It is only by means ot 
legular enquiry, and uuncable difcutEon, that fuch queflions can be adjufted among 
independent Powers. My determination in the caufe of Wyuaad was dictated by 
thofe principles ofjufticeand moderation, which always direft the Company’s Go- 
vernment ■, nor fliall my fcrupulous adheience to the fame pnnciples be lefs manifeft 
in my decifion on your claim to the Diflndts at prefent in queftton ; the pofleffion of 
wluch fhall not be withholden from you for an inftant, if after full inveftgation 3 
lliall be fatisfied of the Jnftice of your title- to them. 

It IS a well knowntiuth, that they who are the mofi. ready to refpedl the juft rights of 
others, are the moft: vigilant and refoiute to maintain their own. 

I have undeiftood 5'our fentiments concerning the “ turbulent difpofition of in- 
“ terefled men, who, by nature, are ever feeking oppoitumties of fowing the feeds of 
diflenfion For the happinels of mankind it is to be lamented, that thde authors of 
confufion are too numerous, affiduous, and fuccefsful, in all parts of the World, In no 
age or country were the baneful and mfidious arts of mtiigue ever cultivated with 
fuch fuccefs, as they are at piefent by theFiench Nation. I finceiely wifli that no 
iraprefEon had been produced on Your difeerning mind' by that dangerous people 
but my fituation enables me to know, that they have reached your Prefence, and 
have endeavoured to t^ervert the wnfdom of your Councils and to inftigate you to war 
againft thofe-, who have given you no provocation. * 

It IS impoffible that you ftiould fuppofe me to be ignorant of the inteicourfe which 
fubfifts between you and the French, w'hom you know to be the inveterate enemies of 
the Company, and to be now engaged m an unjuft war wnth the Britifti Nation. You 
cannot ima-gine me to be indifferent to the tianfaftioiis which have pafled between 
jou and the enemies of my Country, nor does it appear necdftxry or proper that I 
fliould any longer conceal from you the furpnze and concern with which I perceived 
you difpofed to involve youifelf in all the ruinous confequences o? a connexion, which 
threatens not only to fubvert the foundations of friendflup betw'een you and the 
Company, but to introduce into the heart of your kingdom the pnnciples of anaichy 
’and confufion, to fhakeyour own authority, to weaken the obedience of your fubjeds, 
and to deftroy the Religion which you revere. 

Immediately after my arrival in Bengal, I read your Corrdpondence with the late 
Governor General, Sir John Shore, and with the ading Governor General Sir Alurtd 
Clarke i ajid I perceived with ^eat fatiafadtion, that, in all your letters, you conftantly, 
profel^a' difpofition to ftrengtben the bonds of lincere attaohment, and the foun- 
dations of harmony and concord, eftabhftred between you and the Honorable Com-- 
pany. I receded particular pleaftire from reading your laff letter to Sir John Shore, 
in which you ftgnificd your “ amicable defire, that he ftiould imprefs me with a fenfe 
ofihe fnendflup add unanimity, fo long fubfiftmg between the two States,” Your 

fubfequent 
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Tubi'equent Icltei'& to me have abounded with profeflions of the fame fikndly 
nature. 

Combining thefe profefEons of amity on your part, with the proofs which the 
Company’s Government have conftantly given of their hncere dilpofition to maintain 
the relations of fiiend(h1p and peace with you ; and adverting at the fame time to 
your reputation for wifdom and difcernrnent, it was natural for me to be extremely 
How to beliCve the various accounts tranfmitted to me of your negociations with 
the French, and of your Military Preparations. But, whatever my relmftance to 
credit fuch leports might be, prijdence required both of me and of the Company’s 
Allies, that we fliould adopt ceitain meafuies of precaution and {elf*defence j and 
thefe have accordingly been taken, as you will no doubt haveobferved. The BritiGi 
Government and the Allies wiOiing neverthelefs to live in peace and friendfiup with 
all their neighbours , entertaining no projefls of ambition, nor any views in theleaft 
incompatible with their refpeftive engagements, and looking to no other objeft*-, 
than the pel manent fecunty and tranquillity of their own dominions and fubjeft'-, 
will always be ready, as they now are, to afford you every demonftation of thefe pacific 
difpofitions 

The Pefhw'ah and his Higluiefs the Nizam, concur with me in the obfervations 
which I have offered to you in this letter, and w'hich in the name of the Company and 
of the Allies, I recommend to your mofk feiious conlideration. But as I am alfo de- 
firous of communicating to you, on the behalf of the Company and of their Allies, 
a plan calculated to promote the mutual -fecunty and welfare of all Parties, I propofe 
to depute to you, for this purpofe, Major Doveton, who is w'cll known to you, anri 
who will explain to you more fully and particularly the foie means, which appear to 
myfelf and to the Allies of the Company, to be cffeftual for the falutary purpofe of 
removing all exifting diftruft and fufpicion, and of eftablifliing peace and good un- 
derftanding on the moft durable foundations. 

You will, I doubt not, let me know at what time and place it will be convenient 
to you to receive Major Doveton j and as foon as your friendly letter fhpll reach me, I 
will direift him to pioceed to your Prefence. 

I fliall expedt you? anfwer to this letter, with an earneft hope that it may correfpond 
with the pacific views and wnfbes of the Allies , and that you may be convinced that 
■you cannot in any manner bettci confuk your true mtereft:, than by meeting -wnth 
cordiality the prefent friendly and moderate advance to a fatisfaftoiy and amicable 
fc'ttlement of all points, on which any doubts or anxiety may have aiifcn m the minds 
either of yourfelf or of the Allies.

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Tiie partirakrs which your Lordftup has communicated to me, relative to the 
viaory obtained by_ the Enghfh Fleet over that of the French, near the fliores of 
Egypt ; nine of their Ships having been captured and two burned, on one of which 
of the latter was their Admiial, have given me, more -pleafure than can poffibly be 
conveyed by wuting. Indeed I poflefs the firraefthope that the leaders of the Eng- 
iiQi and the Company Baliauder, who ever adhere to the paths of fincenty, friend- 
fliip,and good faith, and are (he well-wiflieib of mankind, will at all times be fuccefsfui 
and vidlonous — and that the French, who are of a crooked difpofition, faithlefs, and 
the enemies of mankind, may be ever deprefled and ruined. — Youi Loidflup has 
wnitten to me with the pen of friendfliip»“ that m no age or country iveie the baneful 

and mfidious aits of intrigue ever cultivated with fuch fuccefs as they aie at 
“ prefent by the French nation — Would to God that no impreffion had been pro- 
“ duced on my mind by that dangeious people , but, that you Lordfliip’s fluation 
“ enables you to know, that they have leached ray Prefence, and have endeavoured 
“ to pervert the wifdora of my councils, and to inftigate me to war againft, thofc 
“ who have given me no piovocation. 

“ That it IS impoffible that I fliould fuppofe your Lordflirp'ignorant of the inter-

the Articles of the Agieement of Peace, and to perpetuate and ftrengthen the bafis

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culated to promote the mutual fecurity and welfare of all Paities, yourLoidfliip 
“ propofes to depute to me for this purpofe, Major Doveton, who formerly waited 
' “ upon me, and who will explain to me more fully and particularly, the foie means 
which appear to your Lordfcip and the Allies, to be effeftual for the falutary pur- 
pofe of remo%nng all exifting diflrull and fufpicion, and of eftabliiliing peace and 
■“ good underftapding on the mo'ft durable foundAtionS : that theiefoieyoui Lord- 
“ fliip trnfts I will let you know at what time and place it will be convenient to me to 
receive Major Doveton.”— -It has been uirderftood. By the blefSng of the Al- 
mighty, at the conclufion of the peace, the treaties and engagements enteied into 
timong the four Sircais were fo firmly efLabhflied and confirmed, as ever to remain 
■■fixed and durable, and be an example to the rulers of the age j nor aie they, noi 
will they ever be liable tointerimption. I cannot imagine, tliat means more effec- 
tual than thefe can be adopted, for giving ftability of the foundations of FriendQup 
and Harmony, promoting the fecunty of States, or the welfare and advantage of 
‘all Parties. 

In the view of thofe who infpect narrowly into the nature of friendfhip, peace and 
amity are the fiift pf all objefts, as indeed youi Lordfliip has yourfelf written to me, 
that the Allied _ Sircars look to no other objeft than the fecunty and tranquillity of 
their own Dominions, and the eafe and comfort of their Subjefts. Praife be to God, 
that the fum of my views and the wifli of my heart are limited to thefe fame points. 
On fuch grounds then, a juft and permanent obfervance of exifting tieaties is necef- 
"lary, and thefe, under the favor of God, daily acquiie new ftrength and improve- 
ment, by means of amicable correfpondence — Your Loidfliip is a great Sirdar, and 
a firm Friend, who reftores juftice and older to the world, and you poffefs an en- 
lightened judgement — I have the ftrongeft hope that the minds of the wife and in- 
telligent, but particularly of the four States, will not be fullied by doubts and jea- 
loufies, but Will confider me from my heart defirous of harn-^ony and friendihip. 

Continue to allow me the pleafure of your Correfpondence, making me happy by 
accounts of your health. 

What more fliall be written ?

TO TIPPOO SULTAUN. 

Written fkjamiary^ 

IN purfuance of the intention, which I had the honor of communicating to you 
in roy Letter of the loth December, I embarked at Calcutta on the 25th of the 
fame month, and on the 3 ift following arrived at this place. 

Previoufly to my departure from Calcutta, I had the honor to receive your liigh- 
nefs’s Letter of the nth Jamaudy ooflaunee (aoth November.) 

(Recapitulate it.) 


My 
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Mj Letter to j^our HighneE, of the 8 tli November, will have explained to yonr 
Higbnefs the objedt of the military preparations, which have been advancing in 
every part of the dominions of the Allies, ever fince the beginning of the month 
of July. 

On my arrival at Madras, I had the honor to leceive your Letter of the gth Red- 
jeb (or 1 8 th of December) in anfwer to my two Letters, addiefled to your Highnefs 
on the 4 th and 8 th of November. 

1 am happy to find that, m this Letter, your Highnefs has been pleafed to admit 
“ That the Enghfh Nation and the Honorable Company ever adhere to the paths of 
“ fincenty, fiiendfliip, and good faith j and that they are the well-wiihers of man- 
“ kind.” This declaration is peculiarly fatisfadbory to me in the pi efent moment, 
becaufe I am perfuaded that a Prince of your Plighnefs’s difcernmerlt would not ex- 
prefs fuch fentiments without full deliberation i therefore accept with pleafure this 
declaiation, as affording not only an unequivocal teftimony, on the part of your 
Highnefs, to the juftice of that caufe m which the Englilli Nation and the Com- 
pany are engaged, but an unqualified admiflion, that you have no ground of com- 
plaint againft the Engiifh Government. 

In anfwer to that part of my letter of the 8 th of Noverabei, m which I kme^ed 
the unliappy connedlion which you had formed with the French Nation, your H^h- 
nefs is pleafed to mention “ that m the Sircar (the Gift of God) tbeie is a mercantile 
“ Tj ibe, who employ themfelves m tiading by Sea and Land . That then Agents 
“ purchafed a two-mafted veflel , and having loaded her with Rice, departed with 
“ the view to traffic ; That it happened that fhe ivent to the Mauiitius, from whence 
“ forty petfons, French and of a dark colour, of whom ten or twelve weie Artifi- 
“ cers, and the reft fervants, paying the hire of the Siup, came to yom Country m 
“ fearch of employment . JThat fuch as chofe to take fervice were entertained j and 
“ the remainder departed beyond the confines of that Sircar (the Gift of God .) and 
“ that the French who are full of vice and deceit, have perhaps taken advantage 
“ of the depaitme of the Ship, taput about reports, with a view to mffle the minds 

of both bircars.” 

I had no knowledge of the tranfadion which your Highnefs has thus deferibed, 
until I had the honor to receive jmur Highnefs’s Letter. Nor was it to this tranfac- 
tion I adverted, when I exprefled my concern at the inteicouife, which 5 iour High- 
nefs had eftabliChed with the Fiench, The fads, to which I leferred, weie of a na- 
ture entirely different from thofe which your Highnefs has related. If the tianfac- 
tJons of which I complained bad not indifputably proved the exiftcnce of a connec- 
tion between your Highnefs and the French, entirely incompatible with your engage- 
ments to the Honoiable Company and to its Allies, neither the Allies, nor I, would 
have refort ed to thofe meafuxes of precaution and defence, which have attraded 
your Highnefs’s attention. 

I will now fully and explicitly ftate to your Highnefs, the circumftances to which 
I referred in ray letter of the 8 th of Noi ember, wherein 1 remonftrated againft the 
tendency of your mtcrcouife with the French. 

Although I had been, for fome time paft, apprized that your Highnefs had cn ■ 
gaged with feveral powers of Afia in vaiious negociations of the moft hoflile tendency, 
towauls the Interefls of the Company, and of its Allies, and although 3 '-our con- 
tinued military pieparations conefponded with the fpint of your negociations , I flili 

hoped 
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Iiopcd tliat a lenfe of your own interefts and a regard to the acknowledged maxims 
of prudence and good faith, would have induced you to relmquilh piojeds of aggrcff- 
fion, fo inconfiftent with your owm profeffions, with your real intereEs, and with the 
charaftei of your wifdom and difcietion. But I had fcarcely formed that decifion on 
youi Highnefs’s ckira to Wynaad (by which t had alFoided an unqueflionable tefti- 
mony of ray difpofition to render impartial and ample Juflice to your rights, and to 
cultivate and improve the lelations of Amity and Peace with youi Highnefs) w'hen I 
received fiom the Illc ot Fiance an authentic Copy of the Pioclamation ; a Perfian 
Trandation of which acconipamcs this Lctlei 

In addition to this Pioclamation, I poflefs full and accurate information of all the 
proceedings of youi Highnefs’s AmbafTadois during, their refidence in the Me of 
France, of the whole of their condudfe in exercifing the powers delegated to them 
by your Plighncfs; and of your Highnefs’s condadt, fince the return of your 
Ambafladois. 

From the whole Evidence in my pofleffion, the following Fads are inconteflibly 
.pioved. 

Your Highnefs difpatchd two Ambaffiidors fiom your Prefence, who embarked at 
Mangalore, for the. Me of Fiance, and ai rived there at the dofe of the month of 
January 1798. The Ship, on which your AmbalTadors were embaiked, hoifted your 
Highnefs’s Colours upon entering the Harbour of Port Nord Oueft in the Me of 
France; your Arnbafiadors were received publicly and formally by the French Go- 
vernment, under a falute of Cannon, and every cucumftance of diftindion and re- 
fpedt , and they were entertained during their continuance on the Maud by the French 
■Government at the public expence. 

Previoufly to the ai rival of your Ambafladors on the Mand, no idea or rumour 
exifted there of any aid to be furniflied to your Higbnefe by the French; or of any 
profped of a war between your Highnefs .and the Company. But within two days 
aftei the arrival of your Ambaffadors, the Proclamation, of ^hich T now forward to 
you a translation, was fixed up, in the moil: public places, and circulated through 
the Town of Port Nord Oueft. 

Your Ambafladors, far from proteftmg againft the matter 01 ftyle of the Procla- 
mation, held wnthout referve, in the moft public manner, the fame language which 
it contains, with refpedt to the Oftenfive War to be commenced by your Highnefs 
againft the Biitifli poffeffions in India: and they even fuffered the Proclamation to 
be publicly diftributed at theii own houfes. 

In c©nfequence of thefe circumftances, an umverlal belief prevailed m the Mands 
that your Highnefs would make an immediate attack upon the Britifli pofleifions 
in India. 

Your Ambafladors were prefent in the Ifland when the French Government pro- 
ceeded to ad under the Proclamation in queftion ; and your Ambafladors aided and 
nflifted the execution of the Pioclamation by_ making promifes, in the name of your 
Highbefe, for the purpofe of inducing Recruits to enhft in your Service ; Your Am- 
bafladors propofed to levy Men to any pradicable extent, ftating their Powers to be 
unlimited, with refped to the Numbers of the Forces to be raifed in your High- 
siefs’s name %: the purpofe of making War on the Company, 

The Ambafladors entered into certain ftipulations and engagements, in the Name 
" ' of 
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r?f your Highnefs, accoaltng to the tenor of the proclamalion (fee the note *) with 
fcvtul Frenchmen, and otheis who entered into your feivice, particularly with Mon- 
ficur Du Buc, whom the Ambaffadoia engaged in youi Highnefs’s name, for the 
expiefs purpofe of affifting in the war to be commenced by your Highnefs againfh 
the Enghth in India. 

The Proclamation, therefore, is proved to have been the aS: of ynui Ambatudois. 
It oiigmaled in then arrival at tlie Iflc of France, it was difliiLutcd by their 
agents, it was avowed in evciy part by theii own public declarations, and 
finally it was executed according to its tenor, by their peifonal affiilance and 
co-opciAtion. 

On the yth of Ivjaich, 179S, the Ambaffiidois embarked at Pord Noid Oueft, 
on boaid the French Frigate La Pieneufc, together with, the force thus waifcd la 
your Flighnefs’s name. 

This French Frigate, with your Ambaffadois, and with the Troops railed in 
the Enemy’s Count! y for youi fervice, arrived at Mangalore on 01 about the 
26th of Apiil 179?. Your Highnefs permitted this foice to land m youi Do- 
minions , and far from manifefting the leaft fymptom of difapprobation of the 
condud of your Arabaffadors in any part of this tranfadion, you formally re- 
ceived them, and the French Officcis, and principal perfons who accompanied 
them, with public maiks of honor and diftindion , and you now entertain in your 
fervice a large part of the force thus raifed, for the puipofe of making war 
upon the Honourable Company. 

From thefe feveral fads the following conclufions refuU. 

Firft. That the Ambafladors, difpatched by your Highnefs to the Me of France, 
did piopofe and adually did conclude an offenfive Alhance wdth the French, for 
the exprefs purpofe of commencing a war of aggrellion againd the Company, 
and confequently againJt the Allies, the Paifliwa and the Nizam. 

Secondly. That your Highnefs’s Ambaffadors demanded mihtaiy fuccours from 
the Fiench, for the purpofe of profecuting the faid war j and declared that your 
Highnefs had already completed your hoftile preparations againfl the Company, 
(and confequently againft the Allies) and that you only waited the arrival of effedual 
aid from the French to break out into open hoflilities. 

Thirdly. Tliat your Highnefs’s Ambafladors levied a militaiy force in the Me of 
France, under the^Conditions of the Proclamation, and for the avowed purpofe of 
cariying into effeft the offenfive alhance, contraded in the name of your Highnefs, 
With the Enemy of the Company, and of the Allies. 

Fourthly. That your Highnefs approved the condudl of your Ambafladors , fuf- 
fered the French force raifcd for the purpofe of making war upon the Company and 
the Allies to be landed in your country j and finally, admitted the faid force into 
your army. 

Fifthly.

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Fifthly. That your HIghnefs, by thefe fcveral perfonal and unequivocal adc*;, luu 
ratified the engagements contained in the proclamation publiflied m the Me of 
Fiance ; and has taken the prehminaiy Peps for fulfilling thofe engagements, ac- 
cording to the tenor of that Proclamation ; and that you have thereby precluded 
whatever hope might otherwife have been entertained, that the proceedings of your 
Highnefs’s Ambafladors were unauthorized by your orders- 

Sixthly. That youi Highnefs has, for fome time paft, been employed m militaiy 
preparations, conformably to the hoPiie fpiiit of youi engagements, contrafted with 
the Enemy of the Company and of the Allies. 

Seventhly. That your Highnefs was prepared to make an unpiovokcd attack 
upon the Company’s pofleffions, if you had obtained from the French the elfeftual 
fuccour which you had fohcited thiough your Ambafladors. 

Eighthly. That your Highnefs, by thefe feveral afts, has violated the Treaties of 
Peace and Fnetidfhip fubflfting between your Highnefs and the Allies. 

Such are the grounds on which I founded my complaint in my letter of the 8th 
of November, and fuch aie the motives wduch now compel the Allies to feek relief 
from that ambiguous and anxious Hate, m which they have been placed foi fome 
years paft, by the conduift of youi Highnefs. The Allies complain, that your 
frequent preparations for war, together with youi hoftile negociations and offenfive 
alliances vnth the Enemy, continually expofe the Allies, during a peiiod of fup- 
pofed peace, to all the folicitude and hazard, and much ©f the expenfe, of war. 

Even under all thefe circumftances of provocation, the Allies entertain the moft 
earneft defiie to eftablifh with your Highnefs a real and fubftantial Peace, accom- 
panied by the mtercourfe and good offices ufual am&ng friendly and contiguous 
States: We are therefore ready to renew and confirai the bopds of amity with your 
Highnefs, on fucli conditions as fliall preclude the continuance of thofe jealoufies, 
which muft fubfift fo long as a final and fatisfadory adjuftment of all caufes of fuf- 
picion flrall be delayed 

Your Highnefs is pleafed to fay, “ That vou cannot imagine how means more 
“ effedtual than the exifting Treaties, can be adopted for giving ftability to the 
“ foundations of friendfliip and harmony, or for promoting the fecuiity of the States 
“ and the welfare and advantage of all pai ties.” 

In this fentnnentj entiiely concur with your Highnefs 5 and if your Highnefs’s 
wifdom had not been perverted, by evil councils, fiom a due obfervance of your en- 
gagements with the Aiiiea^ no new or more effectual means would now be necef- 
fary “ for giving ftability to the foundations of fnendlhip and harmony, 01 for pro- 
“ moting the fecurity of the States, and the welfaie and advantage of all parties.” 
But a new arrangement is become indifpenfable, in confequence of your Highnefs’s 
new engagements with the common enemy of the Allies , and I again entreat your 
Highnefs to meet, with cordiality, the friendly and moderate advance of the Al- 
lies towards an amicable fettlement of every ground of jealoufy and danger. 

Had your Highnefs received Major Doveton, that gentleman would have ex- 
plained 
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plained to your Highnefs, on the part of the Company and of the Allies, how this 
advantageous arrangement js to be obtained. 

Allies being always anxious to enter into this friendly explanation with your 
Highnefs, I once more call upon your Highnefs, m the moft ferious and folLm 

adraitiion of Majoi Doveton, as a meafure which I arn 
confident would be produftive of the moll lafting advantages to ail parties. 

1 tiuft that your Highnefs will favour me with a fnendly lettei in reply to this • 
and I moft earneftly lequeft that your leply may not be defuied for moie than one 
day after tli.s letter Ihall teach your Ptcfence. Dangetous conlequences tefult front 
the delay of arduous affaiis.

rope, and pubhflied in all the gazettes both theie and in India.

Written \(ith ’^January, 1799. 

YOUR Higlmefs has already been furnlUied by Loid Clive with a tianflation of 
the dec]a»at!on of war, ilTucd by the Sublime Porte agamft. the French, in confequencc 
of their having violated the facicd obligations of Treaty with the Grand Seignior, 
and of their having invaded Egypt, in contempt of every principle of good faith, 
and of the Law of Nations. You have alfo received form me a tranflation of the 
mamfcfto, pubhfhed by the Porte on the fame occafion, expofing, in juft colours, 
the ovei bearing and ariogant fpiiit, as well as the treacheiy and falfehood, which 
the French have difcloled in then condud towaids all mankind, and efpecially 
towaids the Sublime Poitc. 

The Porte, juftly outraged by an aggrelTion fo atrocious and unprecedented as the 
invafion of Egypt, has' now united in a common caufe with the Bntifli Nation, for 
the purpote of cmbing the intemperance of the French ; and the Giand Seignior, 
having leaint the unfortunate alliance which your Highnefs has contraded with his 
enemies the French, againft his friends and allies the Bntilli Nation, his Highnefs 
refblved, from motives of friendthip towards you, as well as towaids the Bntilh 
Nation, to wain you, man amicable letter, of the dangers of this fatal connexion j 
and to exhoit you to mamfeft j^our zeal for the Muffulman faith, by renouncing 
all mtercourie with the common enemy of eveiy religion, and the aggreffor of the 
head of the Mahomedan Church. 

Accordingly this letter (the teftimony of friendfliip, and the fiuit of wifdom, 
pietjq and faithful zeal,) was delivered by the Minifters of the Porte, under the 
Grand Seignior’s ordets, to Mi. Spencer Smith, the Bntifli Mimfter refident at Con- 
ftantmople, by whom it was tranfmitted to the Honourable Mr. Duncan, Governor 
of Bombay, who has forwarded it to Lord Clive. The dfy before yefterday this 
letter leached iVIadras, and a tranflation accompanied it, by which I learnt the 
\ aluable leflbns of prudence and truth which it contains. 1 now forward it to your 
Highnels. You will read and confider it with the lefpeiftful attention which it de- 
mands : tbeic you will find the fame friendly admonitions refpefting the dangerous 
views of the French Nation, which I have already fubmitted to your confideration. 

When your diicerning mind flirfll have duly examined this relpedted letter, you 
will no doubt draw the following conclufions from it ; 

Firft. — That all the maxims of public law, honour, and religion, are delpileci' 
and profaned by the French Nation, who confider all the thrones of the world, 
and every fyftem of civil older and leligious faith, as the fport and prey of their bound- 
iefs ambition, mfatiable rapine, and indifcnmmate facnlege. 

Secondly. — That the French have infulted and aflaulted the acknowledged Head 
of the Ijilahopcdan Church j and that they have wantonly raifed an unprovoked 
and ci’uel war in the heart of that countrjq which is revered by every Muffulman 
as the repofttory of the moft facred Monuments of the Mahomedan Faith. 

Thirdly, — ^i'hat a firm, honourable, and intimate alliahce and fnendihip now 

fubfifts 
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iubfifts between tlie Grand Senior and the Britith Nat'ioii, foi the exprefs purpofe 
of oppofing a barrier to the exceffes of the French. 

Fourlhly. — That the Grand Signioi is fully apprized of the inteicourfe and con- 
neftion unhappily eftabliflicd between yom Highnefs and the French, for pmpofeu 
hoftileto the Bntifh Nation ; that he oifeis to your Highnefs the falutary fruit of 
that experience, which he has already acquired, of the ruinous effects of Fiench in- 
trigue, treachery, and deceit, and that he admonifhes you not to flatter youi felf 
with the vain hope of friendly aid from thofe who (even if they had efcaped from 
the valoui and tkill of the Britifh forces) could never have i cached you until they 
had profaned the tomb of your prophet, and ovei thrown the iouiijalions of your 
religion. 

May the admonition of the head of your own faith difpofe your mind to the pa- 
cific propofltions which I have lepeatedl)’’, but in vain, fubmitted to youi ivifdom ’ 
And may you at length leceive the Arabaffador, who will be empowered to con- 
clude the definite an angement of all diffeiences between you and the -allies, and to 
feciire the tranquillity of India againfl: the difturbeis of the world !

Letter fm 7 i Stdtan Selim, to the hi- 
dmn Soveieign, Ttppoo Sultamt, 
dated Confiantmople, %oth Septem- 
ber, 1798, delive/ed to Mu 
Spericet Smith, hts Britannic Ma- 
Jtjlfs Mmjiei Pkmpotenttary, &c, 

WE take this opportunity to acquaint yom Majefly, when the French Republic 
was engaged m a war with moft of the powers of Europe within this latter period, 
our Sublime Poite not only took no pait agamil them, but, regaidful of the antient 
amity exifting with that nation, adopted a fyftem of the ftnCteft ncutiality, and 
ftiewed them even fucli afts of countenance, as have given rife to complaints on the 
part of other Courts, 

Thus fiiendlydifpofed towards them, and repofing a confidence in thofe fenti- 
ments of fiiendfliip which they appeared to piofefsfor us, we gave no ear to many 
propofitions and advantageous offers, which had been made to us to fide with the 
Belligerent Powers ; but, puifuant to our maxims of moderation andjuflice, we 
abftained from bieaking with them without a direft motive, and tiimly obferved 
the line of neutrality 5 all which is notoiious to the wwld. 

In this’ poftore of things, when the French liav ing witneffed the greateft maiks 

of 
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of atfcxition fiom otir Sublime Porte, a perfedV recipiocity was naturally espeftecl 
on tbeir fide, when no caufe exilled to interrupt the continuance of the peace be* 
twixt ihe two nations, they, all of a fudden, have exhibited the unprovoked and 
tieachcrous proeeedings, ot which the following'is a iketch : 

They began to prepare a fleet in one of their harbours, called Toulon, rvith mofl 
cxtiaordinaiy myttery ; and, when completely fitted out and ready foi fca, embaiked 
a laige body of troops , and they put aUb on b^aid fevcial people veifed m the 
Arabic Language, and who had been in Egypt befoie ; They gave the command of 
that armament to one of then Gcntials, named Buonapaite, who firft went to the 
Wand of hlaita, of which he took poffeflion , and thence proceeded dired for 
Alexaiidiia; where, being arrived the 17th hfuharem, all of a fudden landed his 
troops, and enteied the town by open force, publifliing foon after, manifeftoes m 
Arabic among the different tubes, flalmg in iubftance that the objedt of theii en- 
terpiize was nohto declare war againfl the Ottoman Port, but to attack the Be5''s o: 
Egypt, for infults nnd injuries they had committed againfl: the French Merehants 
in time paft , that peace with the Ottoman Empire was pcrminent i that thofe of 
the Arabs who ihould join would meet the beft treatment, but fuch as (liewed op- 
pofitiun would fuffer death ; with this further mfinuation, made in different quar- 
ters, but more paificularly to ceitam courts at amity with us, that the expedition 
againft; the Beys was with the piivity and confent of the Sublime Poitc ; which is a 
horrible falfity. After this they alfo look pofleffion of Rofetta, not hefitatmg to 
engage in a pitched battle with the Ottoman troops, w'lio had been detached from 
Cairo to aflift the invaded. 

It IS a {landing Itiw amongft all nations, not to encroach upon each other’s terri- 
tories, w'hilft they are fuppofed to be at peace. When any fuch events take place as 
lead to a rapture, the motives fo tending aie previouffy made knowm between the- 
parties, nor are any open aggrefiions attempted againfl their lelpeftive dominions, 
until a formal ‘declaration of war takes place. 

Whilft therefore no inteiruption of the peace, nor the fmallefl fymptom of mif- 
underflanding, appeared between our Sublime Porte and the Fiench Republic, a 
condudl fo audacious, fo unpiovoked, and fo deceitfully fudden on their pait, is an 
undeniable trait of the mofl. extreme infult and treachery. 

The province of Egypt is confidered as a region of general veneration, from the 
immediate proximity of the noble city of Mecca, the Ke^M of the Muffulmen, (Mt? 
poini ofth emnpifs to which all ‘Turks turn their face inperfmmmg their payers) and 
tire facred town of Medina, where the tomb of oiaBlefled Prophet is fixed , the in- 
habitants of both thefe facred cities deriving from mence then fubfiftence. 

, Independanf of tliis, it has been adually difeoyered from feveral letters which have 
been intercepted, that the further projeifl of the French is to divide Aiabia into 
wari<w:s cepubiics ; to attack the whole Mahomedan Seft in its religion and coun- 
Jiy ; and,, by a gradual progrefiion, to extirpate all Muffulmans from the face of 
the eartW 

It is for th^^fipogent motives and confiderations, tliat we have deteianinsd to re- 
pd' this enemy, 'aftd fo adopt every vigorous. meafure againft thefe perfecutors of 

the 
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the faith ; wc^ placing all confidence in the Omnipotent. God, the fource of all luc- 
cour> and in the interceflion of him, who is the Glory of Prophets. 

Now it being certain, that, in addition to the general tics of religion, the bonds 
of amity and good underflanding have ever been firm and permanefit v/ith your Ma- 
jefhy, fo juftly famed for your Zealand attachment to our faith; and-lhat more than 
once fuch public a£ts of friendly attention have been pradiled between us, as^ to 
have cemented the connexion flibfifting between the two countries; we therefore 
fincerely hope, from’ your Majefty’s dignified difpofition, that you will not refufe 
entering into concert with us, and giving our Sublime Porte every pofEbleaffiftancc,' 
by fuch an exertion of zeal as your firmnefs and natural attachment to inch a caufe 
cannot fail to excite. 

We underftand, that in confequence of certain fecret intrigues, carried on by the 
French in India (after their accuftomed fyftem) in order to deftroy the fettlements, 
and to fbw diflenfions in the provinces of the Englifli there, a ftrift connexion is ex- 
peded to take efFed between them and your Majefty, for whofe fervice they are to 
fend over a corps of troops by the way of Egypt. 

We are perfuaded, that the tendency of the French plans cannot in the prefen^ 
days efcape your Majefty^s penetration and -notice ; and that no manner of regard 
will be given to their deceitful infinuations on your fide ; and whereas the Cow i oi 
Great Britain is adu% at war with them, and our Sublime Porte engaged on liie 
other hand in repelling their aggreflions, confequently the French are enemies m 
both ; and fuch a reciprocity of interefts muft exifl between tiiofe Courts, as 
ought to make both parties eager to afford every mutual fuccour whicn a common 
caufe requires p - . 

It is notorious, th^at the French, bent upon the overthrow of all fcd:s and reli- 
gions, have invented a new dodrine, under the name of Liberty ; they tliemfelvcs 
profeffing no othe/r belief, but that of JDehrees (Epicureans^ or Pythagoreans) that 
they have not eveji fpared the territories of the Pope of Rome; a country, fince 
time immemorial, held' in great reverence by all the^ European Nations; that they 
have wrefted and fhared with others the whole Venetian State, notwithftanuing that 
fellow Republic had not only abftained from taking part againft them, but had len- 
dered them fervice during the courfe of the war; thus eflucing the name of the 
Republic of Venice from the annals of llifl:or}^ 

There is no doubt that their prefent attempt againft. the Ottomans, as well as 
their ulterior . defigns (didated by their avaricious view towards Oriental riches) 
tend to make a general conqueft of that country (which may God never luffer to 
take effed) and to expel every Muffulman from it, under pretence of annoying the 
Englifh. Their end is to be onCe admitted in India, and then to clevdope what 
really lies in their hearts, juft as they have done in every place where they have been 
able to acquire a footing. 

In a word, they are a nation w^hofe deceitful intrigues and perfidious piirfuits 
know no bounds ; they are intent on nothing but on depriving people or tnej^ 
4ives and properties,, and on -perfecuting religion, wherever their arms can reach. 
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Upon all thisj therefore, coming to your Majefty’$ knowledge, it is fineercly 
hoped that you will not refufe every needful exertion towards aflifting your bre- 
thren Muffulmans, according to the obligations of religion, and towards defending 
Hindoftan itfclf againft the effedl of Fiench machinations. Should it be true, as 
we hear, that an intimate conneftion has taken place between your court and that 
nation, we hope, that by weighing piefent circumftances as well as eveiy future 
inconvenience which would refult from fuch a meafure, your Majelly will bewaie 
againft it , and in the event of your having haiboured any idea of joining witli them, 
or of moving againft Great Britain, you will lay fuch lefolution afidc. We make 
it our efpecial requeft, that your Majefty will pleafe to refrain from entenng into 
any meafuies againft the Enghfh, or lending any compliant ear to the French. 
Should there exift any fubjedt of complaint with the foimer, pleafe to communicate 
it, ceitain as you may be of the employment of every good office on our fide to 
compromile the fame. We wilh to fee the coniiedion above alluded to exchanged 
■ in favour of Great Britain. 

We confidently expedl, that upon confideration of all that is ftated in this com- 
munication, and of »the neceffity of affifting youi Brethren Muffulmans in this gene- 
lal caufe of Religion, as well as of co-opeiating towards the above precious Province 
being delivered from the hands of the Enemy, your Majefty will employ every means, 
which your natural zeal will point out, to affift the common caufe, and to coiioborate, 
by that means, the ancient good underftanding, fo happily exifting between our 
Empires.

The letter of the Prince, in ftation like Jumflipid , with 
angels as his guards, with troops numerous as the ftars ; the ^ fun illumining the 
world of the heaven of empire and dominion j the luminary giving Iplendour to the 
univdrfe of the fiiraament of glory and power j the Sullaun of the fea and the 
land'; the King of Room ; {i, e. the Gi and Seigmoi') be his empire and his power 
perpetual! — addieffed to me, which reached you through the Biitilh Envoy, and 
which you tranfmitted, has arrived. — Being frequently difpofed to make excurfions

DECLJRJTfON of the Right Uononrahk the Goveynoi Genenil in Council^ for all 
the Forces and Affairs of the Biitifi Nation in the Eajl Ind.es, on hehalf of the 
HonoPtabk the Eaf India Company, and the Allies of the fmd Company, thei< Hig h~ 
nejfes the Nizam and the Pefnaah. 


A SOLEMN treaty of Peace and Fnendfliip was concluded at Seringapatara be- 
tween the Honourable Company and the Nabob Afoph Jah and the Pethwa on the 
one part, and the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun on the ocher pact, and from that day all 
commotion and hoftility ceafed. Since that day, the thiee allied ftates have invaii- 
ably inanifefted a faciecl legard for the obligations contiaftcd under that tieaty with 
the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun. Of this uniform difpofition abundant pi oofs have been 
afforded by each of the Allies. Whatever differences have arifen with regard to the 
limits of thetenitory of Myfoie, have been amicably adjufted, without difficulty, and 
with the mofl; exadb attention to the piinciples of equity, and to the ftipulations 
of tieaty. Such as has been the folicitude of the Allies for the prefervation of 
tranquillity, that tliey have viewed with forbearance, for fome yeais paid, various 
embaffies and mihlaiy preparations on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, of a tendency fo 
evidently hoftile to the interefts of the Allies, as would have juflified them not only 
in the mofl ferious remonftiances, but even in an appeal to arms. On the part of 
the Bntifli Government, every endeavour has been emplo5ied to conciliate the con- 
fidence of the Sultaun, and to mitigate his vindidtive fpirit, by the moft unequivocal 
acknowledgment and confirmation of his jufl rights, and by the removal of eveiy 
eaufe of jcaloufy v/hich might tend to mteiupt the continuance of peace. Thefe * 
pacific fentimeots have been mofV particularly mamfefted m the Governor General’a 
recent decifion on Tippoo Sultaun’s claim to the difLndl of Wyoaad, and^in the ne- 
gotiation opened by his Lordfhip, with regaid to the diftrifts of Araeiah and 
Souleah. In eveiy mftance, thecondudl of the Bntifli Goveinment in India towaids 
Tippoo Sultaun, has been the natural refult of thofe punciplesofmodeiation, juftice,. 
and good faith, which the L.cgifiature of Great Britain, and the Honorable the 
Eaft India Company, have iixinly cflabliflied as the unalteiable uile of their inter- 
courfe with the native Piinces and States of India. 

The exemplary good futh and the pacific difpofition of the Allies, fince the con- 
clulion of the treaty of Seungapatam, have never been difputed even by Tippoo Sul- 
laun. Far from liavmg attempted to alledge even the pretext of a complaint againfl 
their conduft, he has conflantly acknowledged their juftice, fincciit)^ and good 
faith j and has prolcffod, in the moft cordial tei ms, Ins defire to maintain and 
ftrengthen the foundations of haimonyand concoid with them,

In, the mtdft of theft amicable profeffions on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, and at 
the tuoment when the Britifli Goyirnment had iflued orders for the con^mation 
of h'ls ciavmlo Wynaad, it was wnth ailonifliment and indignation, that the Allies, 
difc'oyercd engagements which he had coiiti added with the Fiench nation, in ch- 
redl violation oi the tieaty of Senngapatam, as well as of lus own moft folemn and 
lecent pioteftationsof fuendlbip tov\ards the Allies.

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Under the naa 3 c , ol: thefe fpecious profeflions, and of a pretended veneration for 
the obligations of treaty, Tippoo Sultaun difpatched Ambaffadors to the Me of 
Fiance, who, in a period of piofound peace in India, piopofed and concluded, in 
his name, an ofFenfivc alliance with the French, for the avowed purpofe of corti- 
mencing a war of aggretTion againft the Company, and confequently againft the 
Pefhwa and the Nizam, the xlihcs of the Company. 

The Ambafladois, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, demanded military fuccours 
fiom the French, and aftually levied a military force in the Me of France, with the 
declaied view of profccuting the intended war. 

When the Ambaffadors returned, in a Fiench Ihip of war, from the Me of 
France, Tippoo Sultaun fuffeicd the Militai-y foice, which they had leiied for the 
avow'ed purpofe of making war upon the Allies, to land m his country, and finally 
he admitted it into his army j — by thefe perfonal ads ratifying and confirming the 
piocecdings of his Ambaffadors. 

This militaiy force, however, was not fufficiently powerful to enable him im- 
mediately to attempt his declared puipofe of attacking the Company’s poffeffions j 
but in the meanwhile he advanced his hoflile prepaiations, confoimably to Ins en- 
gagements with the Fiench, and he was ready to move his aimy into the Company’s 
teirilories, whenever he might obtain fiom France the effedual fuccoms which he 
had affiduoiMy folicited flora that nation. 

But the Providence of God, and the vidorious arms of the Biitifli Nation, fruf- 
t^ated his vam hopes, and checked the prefuraptuous career of the French in Egypt, 
at the moment when heanzioully expeded their airival on the coaft ol Malabar. 

TheBiitifli Goveinment, the Nizam, and the Pefliwa, had not omitted the ne- 
ctflary precaution of affembling then forces, for the joint protedion of their re- 
fpedivc dominions. The ftnd prmblples of felf-defcnce would have juftified the 
Allies, at that peiiod of tune, m making an immediate attack upon the leintories 
of Tippoo Sultaun. But even llie happy intelligence of the glorious fuccefs of the 
Biitifli fleet at the mouths of the Nile, did not abate the anxious defire of the Al- 
lies to maintain the lelatiOHS of amity and peace with Tippoo Sultaun,— they at- 
tempted, by a moderate leprefentation, to lecall him to a lenfe of his obligations, 
and of the genuine piinciplcs of piudence and policy . and they employed every ef- 
fort to open the channels of negotiation, and to facilitate the means of amicable 
accommodation. With thefe falutaiy views, the Governoi Geneial, on the 8th of 
November lyyS, in the name of the Allies, propofed to dilpatch an Ambaliiidor to 
Tippoo Sultaun, for the puipofe of renewing the bonds of fuendQ.'iip, and of con- 
cluding fuch an arrangement as might affoid effectual fecurity againft any future 
interruption of the public tranquillity , and his Loidfliip repeated the fame pio- 
pofal on the loth of December 1798. 

Tippoo Sultaun declined, by various evafions and fubterfuges, this friendly and 
modeiate advance on the pait of the Allies, and lie maiiueftcd an evident dilpofition 

la 
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to rejeft tlie means of pacific accommodation, by fuddenly bmakiug up, in the 
month of December, the conferences which had commenced with relpedt to the 
diftiidfs of Amerah and Souleah, and by interrupting the inteicouiie between his 
lubjedts and thofe of the Company on their refpeAive fiontieis. On the 9th of Ja- 
nuary 1799, the Governoi General, being arrived at Fort St. Gcoigc (notwithftand- 
ing thefe difcouraging circumftances in the condudt of Tippoo Sultaun) renew’cd, 
wiili encreafed earneftnefs, the expicffion of his Lordfiiip’s anxious ciefire to difpatch 
' an Ambafiador to the Sultaun. 

The Governor General exprefsly fohcited the Sultaun to return an anfwer within one 
day to this letter ; and as it involved no piopofition either injurious to the lights, 
dignity 01 honour of the Sultan, or in any degiee novel or complicated, either in form 
or fubftance, it could not requne a longer confideration. The Governoi General 
waited with the utmofi: fohcitude for an anfw^er to the reafonable and diftindt propo- 
fition contained in his letter of the 9th Januaiy 1799. Tippoo Sultaun however, 
who muft have received this letter before the 17th of Januaiy, remained fiient, al- 
though the Goi ernoi. General had plainly appi ized that Prince, that dangerous con- 
lequences would reiult from delay In the mean W'hile the feafon for military ope- 
lalions had already advanced to fo late a period, as to render a Ipeedy decifion 
indilpcnfabie to the fecuiity of the Allies. — Under thefe circumftances on the 3d of 
Febiuary (*twelve days having elapfed from the period whep an anfwer might have 
been leceived from Senngapatam to the Governor General’s letter of the 9th of 
January) his LordChip declaied to the Allies, that the neceflaiy meafures muft now 
be adopted, without delay, for fecurmg fuch advantages as ftiould place the common 
fafety of the Allies beyond the reach of the infincenty of Tippoo Sultaun, and of 
the violence of the Fiench. With this view the Governor General, on the 3d of 
Februaiy, iffued ordeis to the Butifti Armies to maich,*and fignified to the Com- 
mander of his Majefty’s fejuadron, that the obftinate filence«of the Sultaun muft 
be confideied as a rejeiftion of the propofed amicable negotiation. 

At length, on the 13th of February, a letter fiom Tippoo Sultaun leached the 
Governor Geneial 5 in which the Sultaun fignifies to his Loidfhip, “ that being fre- 
quently difpofed to hunt, he was accordingly proceeding upon a hunting excurfion,” 
adding " that the Governor Geneial would be pleafed to difpatch Major Doveton 
to him unattended.” 

The Allies will not dwell on the peculiar phrafes of this letter j but it muft be 
evident to all the States of India, that the aniwer of the Sultaun has been defeired 
to this late period of the feafon, with no other view than to preclude the Allies, by 
infidious delays, from the benefit of thofe advantages which their combined military 
operations would enable them to fecure ; — on thofe advantages alone (under the lecent 
experience of Tippoo Sultaun’s violation of the tieaty of Seringapatam, and under 
the peculiar ciicumftances of that Pimce’s oflenfive alliance with the French) can the 
Allies novr venture to rely for the faithful execution of any Treaty of Peace concluded 
withTjppoo Sultaun. 

The 

* LuUo Satrgaj'atmi hmt imi rawed at Madrajs in four 
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The Allies cannot fuffer Tippoo Sultaun to profit by his own ftudied and fyftematic 
delay, nor to impede fuch _ a difpofition of their military and naval force, as fliali 
appear beft calculated to give efFed to their jufl; views. 

Bound by the facred obligations of public faith, profeffing the moft amicable 
difpofition, and undiflurbed in the pofleffion of tliofe dominions fecured to him by 
treaty, Tippoo Sultaun wantonly violated the relations of amity and peace, and 
compelled the Alhes to aim in defence of their rights, their happinefs, and their 
honor. 

For a peiiod of three months he obftmately rcje&ed eveiy pacific overture, in 
the houily expedation of receiving that fuccour which he had eagerly folicited foi 
the profecution of his favouiite purpofes of ambition and revenge . difappouited in 
his hopes of immediate vengeance and conqueft, he now reforts to fubterfuge and 
procraftination , and by a taidy, reludlant, and infidious acquiefcence m a pro- 
pofition which he had fa long and repeatedly declined, he endeavours to fruftrate the 
precautions of the Allies, and to protradl every effedtual operation, until forne change 
of circumftance and of feafon fliali revive his expedations of diftuibmg the tran- 
quillity of India, by favouring the irruption of a French army. 

The Allies are equally prepared to repel his violence, and to counterad his artifices 
and delays. — The Allies are therefore refolved to place their Army m fuch a pofition, 
as fhali afford adequate protedion againft any artifice or infincerity , and fhall pre- 
clude the return of that danger, which has fo lately menaced their pofTeffions. The 
Allies, howevei, retaining an anxious defire to efled an adjuftment with Tippoo 
Sultaun, Lieutenant General, Harris, Commander m Chief of His Majefty’s and the 
Honorable Company’s Forces on the Coafts of Coromandel and Malabar, is autho- 
rized to receive any embaffy which Tippoo Sultaun may difpatch to the Head 
Quaiters of the Britifh army ; and to concert a treaty on fuch conditions as appear 
to the Allies to be mdifpenfably neceffaiy for the eftabhlhment of a fecure and per- 
manent Peace.

IVuttcnthe z%d Fehruary 

I HAD the honor on the i3tli iiiAant to receive your letter, acknowledging your 
receipt of my two letters of the 9th and i6th of January ; infoiming me of your in- 
tention to proceed on a hunting exeuifion, and defiring me to difpatch Major Dove- 
ton, unattended, to you. 


I lament 
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I lament moll finccrely, that the friendly intimation contained in my letter of 
the 9th of January, regarding the dangeis of delay, produced no efFeft on Your 
difcerning mind , and that you defen ed your reply to that letter to fo late a period 
of the leafoii. Your long fiience on this important and preffing occafion, compelled 
me to adopt the refolution of ordering the Butifli forces to advance, in conceit 
with the aimies of the allied powers. You are not ignorant that the peiiod of 
the feafon lendered the advance of the army abfolutely neceffary to the common 
fecurity of the Allies. This movement of the aimy is to be imputed entirely to your 
repeated rejeftion of my amicable piopofal of fending an AmbalTador to youi Piefence. 

Under the prefent circumfLances, to fend Majoi Doveton to you could not 
be attended with thofe advantages which would have refulted fiom his million at a 
proper feafon. 

The Allies, however, retaining an anxious defire to elFed; an adjuftment with you, 
Lieutenant General Harris, Commander of the Biitilh troops, has been empoweied 
to receive anyembaffy which you lliall ddpatch to him. Lieutenant General Hams 
will > alfo authorize fuch perfons as be may think proper tp concert, in communica- 
tion with your Ambafladors, a new Treaty of fnendftup with your Highnefs, found- 
ed on fuch conditions as appear to the Allies to be indifpenfably neceflary to the 
eftabliihment of a fecure and permanent Peace.
